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SGC  Martin:  Brethren  while  reference  will  be  made  later  during  the  week  I  would  like 
to  recognize  now  the  unfortunate  situation  that  Supreme  Council  is  in  through  the 
deaths  of  the  following  members: 

Ill Bros  .’.Walter  Clifton  McDonald 
Gordon  Lockhart  Bennett 
Norman  Emile  Auclair 
William  Worwood 

The  SGC  then  requested  the  brethren  to  rise  and  called  upon  the  Grand  Prior  to  offer  a 
special  prayer  in  tribute  to  our  deceased  brethren. 

Grand  Prior  Robert  Townshend:  In  a  moment  of  silence  we  remember  our  brothers  who 
have  passed  on  to  that  eternal  kingdom  giving  thanks  for  their  lives  and  for  their  witness 
and  for  their  great  leadership  that  they  exercised  in  our  midst.  In  a  moment  of  silence 
we  personally  remember  them  and  remember  them  together  as  members  of  this  body  of 
the  Scottish  Rite.  We  thank  thee  O  God  for  all  the  goodness  and  courage  that  passed 
from  the  lives  of  these  your  servants  into  the  life  of  others  and  have  left  the  world  richer 
for  their  presence,  for  a  life  passed  faithfully  and  utterly  discharged,  for  good  humour 
and  gracious  affection,  and  kindly  generosity  ,  for  sadness  met  without  surrender  and 
weakness  endured  without  defeat.  We  give  thanks  to  you  for  their  witness,  their  work, 
their  courage  and  their  faith  and  may  your  light  perpetual  shine  upon  them.  In  your 
name  we  pray.  Amen. 

The  SGC  reported  that  Bros.  Clark  M.  Gilmour,  John  W.  Lowry,  and  Robert  G.  Wands 
would  retire  to  Past  Active  rank  in  accordance  with  ART.  8.  (a)  of  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations,  and  there  were  two  requests  for  retirement  to  Past  Active  rank  from  Bros. 
W.  Robertson  Carveth  and  E.  Stanley  Matheson.  SGC  Martin  expressed  on  behalf  of  all 
the  brethren  the  thanks  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  efforts  and  devotion  to  Supreme 
Council  and  the  Scottish  Rite  of  all  of  these  brethren. 

SGC  Martin  asked  the  GSG  to  give  a  very  brief  overview  of  arrangements  and  proce¬ 
dures  we  are  to  follow  for:  Conferral  of  33°,  Vesper  Service,  Receiving  guests. 
Preparation  for  Supreme  Council  Dinner,  Foundation  Luncheon,  and  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander’s  Banquet.  In  addition  to  these  general  instructions,  the  GSG  advised  that 
the  Representative  Candidate  for  the  Conferral  of  the  33°  would  be  Bro.  Peter  S.  Barr,  a 
brother  from  Ontario,  and  that  at  the  Supreme  Council  Dinner  on  Thursday,  Bro.  James 
C.  Sutherland  would  reply  on  behalf  of  the  class. 

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Dixon  and  Cook  that  SGC  Martin  be  permitted  to 
deviate  from  the  prepared  agenda  as  printed  and  circulated.  Carried. 

(In  accordance  with  ART.  5.  (e)  of  the  Statutes,  all  business  of  Supreme  Council  will  be 
conducted  in  Executive  Session.  Prior  to  Supreme  Council,  all  of  the  Financial, 
Committee,  and  Deputy  Reports,  except  the  reports  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and 
Finance,  Committee  on  Membership  Nominations,  Committee  on  Officer  Nominations, 
and  the  Budget,  had  been  printed  in  a  booklet  of  Preliminary  Reports  and  distributed  to 
the  Active  and  Past  Active  members.  It  is  the  intention  that,  since  the  brethren  had  the 
opportunity  to  read  them,  the  committee  and  financial  reports  printed  in  the 
Preliminary  Booklet  would  be  presented  in  Executive  Session  in  precis  only.  The 
Preliminary  Report  booklet  is  also  being  distributed  to  each  of  the  brethren  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  General  Session.  The  reports  would  also  be  presented  in  precis  only  in  the 
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General  Session,  with  the  committee  chairmen  pointing  out  any  changes  made  in 
Executive  Session.  The  final  reports  are  printed  in  the  Report  section  of  the  Proceedings.) 

SGC  Martin  reminded  the  brethren  that  they  have  had  the  preliminary  reports  for  some 
time,  and  no  doubt  have  read  them  and  have  comments  and  questions  available.  He 
reminded  the  chairmen  to  present  them  in  precis  only  and  asked  that  they  announce  the 
page  number  in  the  Preliminary  Report  booklet  and,  to  save  time,  to  announce  the  sec¬ 
onder  of  their  motion  for  acceptance  of  the  report. 

SGC  Martin  called  upon  Chairman  Bro.  E.  Stanley  Matheson  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business.  Acceptance  of  the  report  was  moved  and  seconded 
by  Bros.  Matheson  and  Cook.  Carried. 

SGC  Martin  called  upon  Chairman  Bro.  Howard  T.  Vallevand  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Dispensations.  Acceptance  of  the  report  was  moved  and  seconded  by 
Bros.  Vallevand  and  Orr.  Carried. 

Bro.  Harold  E.  Crosby,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  Nominations 
reported  that  there  were  seven  nominations  for  Active  Members:

Bro.  Harold  E.  Crosby  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Membership 
Nominations  for  those  being  recommended  for  advancement  to  the  33°  at  the  2001  ses¬ 
sion. 

SGC  Martin  advised  that  Bro.  Duncan  John  McEadgen  has  requested  an  extension  of 
time  for  the  conferral  of  the  33°.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and 
Standish  that  the  extension  be  granted.  Carried. 

The  GSG  confirmed  that  all  of  the  Deputies’  Reports  have  been  received  in  accordance 
with  ART.  26.  (a)  and  that  they  have  been  included  in  the  booklet  of  Preliminary 
Reports.  It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Wands  and  Standish  that  these  reports  be 
published  in  the  2000  Proceedings.  Carried. 

SGC  Martin:  Brethren  a  very  few  words  to  be  said  about  some  aspects  of  what  has  hap¬ 
pened  in  regard  to  the  Shrine.  Some  of  you  are  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  in  April  it  was 
my  privilege  to  attend  a  meeting  at  Shrine  headquarters  in  Tampa,  Florida  of  represen¬ 
tatives  of  Scottish  Rite  in  North  America  and  ten  Grand  Masters  from  different  Grand 
Lodges  within  the  United  States.  At  that  time  the  group  received  a  request,  a  motion  if 
you  will  and  approved  a  motion  to  form  a  Masonic  Alliance  of  North  America  involv¬ 
ing  hopefully  the  Shrine,  all  the  Scottish  Rite  bodies,  the  York  Rite  bodies  eventually, 
the  Grand  Lodges  eventually,  and  Sovereign  Great  Priory  or  the  Knights  Templar.  This 
was  at  a  very  preliminary  stage  and  it  was  a  very  exciting  moment  for  many  of  us  to 
realize  that  it  was  possible  in  the  fairly  near  future  for  a  body  to  come  together  which 
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would  be  properly  funded,  unlike  some  of  the  previous  bodies  which  had  been  formed 
dealing  with  Masonic  membership  problems,  properly  funded  to  which  individual  bod¬ 
ies  such  as  our  Supreme  Council,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta,  Grand  Lodge  of  B.C.  and 
Yukon  would  be  invited  to  participate.  It  would  cost  every  one  of  those  particular  bod¬ 
ies  some  money,  they  would  make  a  major  contribution  and  work  would  proceed  by 
paid  staff  to  develop  programs  designed  at  improving,  increasing,  and  maintaining  a 
good  membership  in  all  of  the  Masonic  bodies  throughout  North  America.  This  seemed 
like  a  very  exciting  step  forward  and  all  the  people  at  that  meeting  were  in  agreement 
that  it  was  a  good  idea.  The  Shrine  leadership  indicated  that  at  that  time  that  they  would 
not  present  the  previously  suggested  motion  to  allow  membership  into  the  Shrine  from 
the  street,  and  some  of  you  are  aware  of  that  as  a  proposal,  and  that  they  would  discour¬ 
age  any  temple  from  changing  the  membership  requirements  that  existed  at  the  moment, 
in  other  words  the  position  of  the  Rites  as  far  as  membership  in  the  Shrine.  That  was 
received  with  a  great  delight  as  you  can  imagine.  One  month  later  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri 
the  group,  more  or  less  the  same  group,  got  together  to  work  in  a  more  complete  man¬ 
ner  on  this  proposal  to  have  a  Masonic  Alliance  and  at  that  time  we  were  informed, 
rather  bluntly,  by  the  Shrine  membership  that  what  we  had  said  that  they  had  said 
before  to  encourage  the  temples  not  to  present  motions  to  change  the  membership  was 
in  fact  something  that  they  had  not  said.  Those  of  us,  including  myself,  were  actually 
shocked.  We  sat  at  that  meeting  in  Tampa,  Florida  and  heard  these  words  spoken  and  a 
month  later  the  leaders  said  we  didn’t  say  those  things  at  all.  That  was  a  real  shock,  the 
meeting  just  about  disintegrated  at  that  point  but  fortunately  through  good  chairmanship 
it  was  held  together.  We  went  away,  many  of  us  dismayed  about  this,  but  some  went 
away  with  the  commitment  to  continue  the  development  process  of  the  Masonic 
Alliance  of  North  America.  We  know  what  has  happened  since  then,  that  the  Shrine 
now  through  their  meeting  in  Boston  in  July  have  created  a  situation  in  which  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Rites  is  not  at  all  required.  That’s  the  current  situation  so  far  as  I’m  aware.  I 
don’t  know  what  else  could  happen  but  they’re  going  to  be  very  aggressive  in  their 
membership  drives  and  I  think  the  Scottish  Rite  has  to  move  along  the  lines  that  we’ve 
begun  and  be  aggressive  as  well  in  approaching  young  men  for  membership. 

SGC  Martin:  It  is  now  a  pleasure  for  me  to  indicate  to  you  that  it  is  my  wish  that 
Ill.’.Bro.'.J.  Philip  Berquist,  33°,  an  Active  Member  and  former  Deputy  in 
Massachusetts  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
the  Vice  President  of  the  32°  Masonic  Learning  Centres  for  Children  and  a  founder  of 
the  first  learning  centre  in  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  located  in  Boston,  and  a 
man  who  has  been  very  helpful  to  me  as  I  have  tried  to  serve  you  in  the  best  possible 
way  over  the  past  several  years.  It  is  my  wish  that  Ill.’.Bro.'.  J.  Philip  Berquist  be  hon¬ 
oured  by  being  made  an  honorary  member  of  this  Supreme  Council.  It  was  moved  and 
seconded  by  Bros.  Lawer  and  Weber  that  Ill.'.Bro.'.  J.  Phillip  Berquist,  33°  be  made  an 
honorary  member  of  this  Supreme  Council.  Carried. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  Chairman  Bro.  Richard  Quinton  for  the  report  of  the  Special 
Committee  on  Special  Awards.  The  first  recipients  of  the  John  Ross  Matheson  Award 
are  Bros.  Samuel  Gilmore  and  Leslie  Raymond  Peterson.  Acceptance  of  the  report  was 
moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Quinton  and  Cook.  Carried. 

The  SGC  then  called  on  GSG  Wands  for  the  report  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General. 

GSG  Wands  presented  his  annual  report.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Wands  and 
Standish  that  the  report  be  received.  Carried. 
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GTG  Standish  presented  his  annual  report  per  ART.  28.  (c),  together  with  that  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Auditors.  Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Standish  and 
Raymond  that  these  three  reports  be  received  and  the  financial  statements  adopted. 
Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Standish  and  Wands  that  the  firm  of  Grant  Thornton  be 
appointed  auditors  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2001. 
Carried. 

LGC  Byrne  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation. 
The  report  was  presented  in  three  parts.  Part  I  covers  amendments  to  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  that  were  presented  to  the  GSG  in  accordance  with  ART.  47.1  (a).  Part  II 
covers  amendments  that  are  submitted  in  accordance  with  ART.  47.1  (b)  and  require 
unanimous  consent  to  be  discussed.  Part  III  will  be  presented  on  Saturday  morning 
since  it  is  the  Committee’s  report  on  the  Allocution  of  the  SGC  which  will  be  delivered 
on  Friday  morning.  Bro.  Byrne  explained  each  amendment  in  order  that  the  brethren 
could  indicate  agreement  or  disagreement  with  each. 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer  that  Part  I  of  the  report  so  far  as  ART. 
89  be  approved.  Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Gilmour  that  Part  I  of  the  report  so  far  as 
ART.  26  (a)  iv  (9)  and  ART.  55  be  approved.  Carried. 

Moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Barnett  that  Part  I  of  the  report  so  far  as  the 
“housekeeping”  amendment  proposed  by  Bro.  Barnett  be  approved.  Carried. 

In  accordance  with  ART.  47.1  (b),  the  SGC  having  received  unanimous  approval  to 
proceed,  it  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Clayton  and  Barnett  that  ART.  75.  (a)  be 
amended  by  deleting  the  article  “a”  where  it  first  appears  in  the  last  sentence  and  insert¬ 
ing  the  word  “any”  between  the  words  “of’  and  “rejection”  so  that  the  sentence  would 
then  read  “All  such  applications  shall  include  disclosure  of  any  rejection  of  the  appli¬ 
cant  by  a  body  elsewhere.”  Carried.  This  amendment  will  appear  in  Part  II  of  the  report 
in  the  Proceedings. 

In  accordance  with  ART.  47.1  (b),  the  SGC  having  received  unanimous  approval  to 
proceed,  Bro.  Byrne  presented  Part  II  of  the  report,  which  was  not  printed  in  the 
Preliminary  Reports  but  which  will  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Session.  It  was 
moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Wands  that  a  new  section  2.9.1  concerning  a 
25- Year  Lapel  Pin  and  the  cost  of  the  pin  be  added  to  the  Statutes  &  Regulations  be 
approved.  Carried. 

Bro.  Hannan  presented  in  precis  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic 
Matter  including  an  addendum  to  his  report  concerning  the  Ceremony  of  Crowning  of  a 
Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  .  It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Hannan  and 
Townshend  that  the  report  including  the  addendum  be  approved.  Carried. 

SGC  Martin  requested  the  brethren  to  report  to  Rooms  4-8,  ground  floor  of  the 
Winnipeg  Convention  Centre  for  rehearsals  for  the  33°  and  Formal  Opening  of 
Supreme  Council. 
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The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  4:00  p.m.  to  be  reconvened  at  8:30  a.m.  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing  in  Room  2G,  2nd  Floor,  Winnipeg  Convention  Centre.

SERMON  -  “THE  ULTIMATE  TEST” 

(Matthew  25:31-46) 

ILL  .‘.BRO  .‘.THE  RIGHT  REVEREND  C.  ROBERT  TOWNSHEND 

“Lord,  when  did  we  see  you  hungry  and  feed  you  or  see  you  thirsty  and  give  you 
drink?”  (Matthew  25:37) 

In  a  Bible  class,  two  men  were  called  upon  to  recite  the  Twenty-third  Psalm.  One  was 
an  accomplished  speaker,  trained  in  the  techniques  of  speech  and  drama.  He  intoned  the 
Psalm  with  great  beauty  and  power: 

The  Lord  is  my  shepherd,  I  shall  not  want; 

He  makes  me  lie  down  in  green  pastures. 

He  leads  me  beside  still  waters; 

He  restores  my  soul. 

He  leads  me  in  the  path  of  righteousness  for  His  Name’s  sake. 

Even  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death, 

I  fear  no  evil; 

For  thou  art  with  me; 

Thy  rod  and  thy  staff,  they  comfort  me. 

When  he  had  finished,  his  audience  applauded  with  enthusiasm  and  asked  him  to  repeat 
the  verses  that  they  might  again  hear  his  wonderful  rendition.  Then  the  second  man 
recited  the  same  words: 

“The  Lord  is  my  shepherd; 

I  shall  not  want....” 

But  when  he  finished,  not  a  sound  came  from  his  audience.  Instead,  the  people  sat  qui¬ 
etly,  in  a  deep  mood  of  prayer  and  devotion.  Then  the  first  man  rose  and  said,  “I  have  a 
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confession  to  make.  The  difference  between  what  you  have  just  heard  from  my  friend 
and  what  you  heard  from  me  is  that  I  know  the  Psalm:  my  friend  knows  the  Shepherd.” 

The  parable  of  the  last  judgement  in  today’s  Gospel  lesson  confronts  us  head-on  with 
one  of  the  great  paradoxes  of  our  Christian  Faith.  It  is  one  which  many  of  us  have  yet  to 
grasp  even  though  we  have  been  members  of  the  Church  all  our  lives.  To  put  it  as  sim¬ 
ply  as  possible:  the  very  best  way  to  know  and  experience  the  Presence  of  the  Lord  who 
is  our  Shepherd,  the  very  best  way  to  make  the  inward  journey  to  God,  is  through  the 
outward  journey  to  others.  Or,  as  one  of  the  early  Church  fathers  put  it  centuries  ago, 
“The  prodigal  son  cannot  fully  experience  the  Father’s  Love  until  he  has  walked  the 
Jericho  Road  with  the  Good  Samaritan.” 

Jesus  said,  “....the  Son  of  Man  came  not  to  be  served  but  to  serve,  and  to  give  His  life  as 
a  ransom  for  many.”  (Matthew  20:28).  He  did  this  throughout  His  entire  life  and,  ulti¬ 
mately,  on  the  Cross.  And  He  made  it  clear  in  His  teaching  that  those  who  are  His  fol¬ 
lowers  are  to  be  women  and  men  for  others  also.  This  teaching  appears  more  powerfully 
in  the  “Parable  of  the  Last  Judgment”  which  we  have  just  read  from  the  Gospel  of 
Matthew. 

One  of  the  reasons  Matthew’s  Gospel  was  placed  first  in  the  New  Testament  is  that  it  is 
the  most  inclusive  of  Jesus  teachings. 

The  Sermon  on  the  Mount  is  found  only  in  Matthew’s  Gospel.  And  only  Matthew’s 
Gospel  contains  this  “Parable  of  the  Last  Judgment”.  This  is  a  key  parable  in  our 
Christian  experience.  In  order  to  understand  this,  we  need  to  celebrate  for  a  moment. 

We  need  to  celebrate  the  reality  of  God’s  amazing  Grace.  We  need  to  celebrate  the  fact 
that  God,  who  is  the  Creator  of  the  heavens  and  the  earth,  is  a  God  who  is  continuously 
offering  us  His  loving  Presence  as  the  Source  of  meaning  for  our  lives.  And  while  most 
of  us  have  to  discover  it  the  hard  way,  the  Gospel  truth  is  that  the  meaning  of  our  lives 
is  not  derived  from  our  money  and  possessions,  not  from  our  reputation  in  the  world, 
not  from  our  worldly  achievements,  but  from  our  experience  of  the  Love  of  God.  And 
only  to  the  degree  that  we  experience  God’s  Love  do  our  marriage  and  our  family  and 
our  career  and  our  possessions  and  all  the  other  things  of  life  take  on  their  true  meaning. 

God,  in  His  goodness,  has  given  us  many  ways  in  which  to  position  ourselves  to  experi¬ 
ence  His  love  for  us.  Prayer  is  a  shining  example.  But,  ultimately,  when  all  is  done  and  we 
stand  before  the  throne  of  God,  the  only  question  remaining  is,  “Did  you  feed  the  hun¬ 
gry...  where  you  there  when  they  needed  you...  did  you  serve  Me,  love  Me  in  this  way?” 

When  we  hear  this  parable  about  clothing  the  naked  and  feeding  the  hungry  we  tend  to 
think — and  rightly  so — of  the  physical  situations  of  life  and  the  structures  of  society 
that  need  to  be  improved.  But  we  forget  that  Jesus  often  “loaded”  His  words  with  deep 
meaning.  There  are  many  husbands  and  wives,  many  children,  many  people  close  to  us 
who  are  starving  for  emotional  and  spiritual  support,  starving  for  acceptance,  starving 
for  forgiveness,  starving  for  understanding.  There  may  be  persons  very  close  to  us  who 
hunger  and  thirst  for  the  discovery  of  meaning  in  their  lives.  Yes!:  a  ministry  of  love  to 
the  world.  But  also  a  ministry  of  love  to  those  who  are  closest  to  us. 

The  story  is  told  of  a  king  who  could  not  decide  which  of  his  three  sons  should  succeed 
him  to  the  throne.  He  resolved  to  leave  his  kingdom  for  a  year  during  which  time  he 
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would  put  his  sons  to  a  t^.  He  gave  each  of  them  a  package  of  precious  seeds,  telling 
them  to  guard  the  seeds  well  while  he  was  gone.  The  first  son,  who  was  a  very  cautious 
lad,  looked  at  the  seeds  and  said  to  himself,  “I  will  take  these  seeds  and  put  them  in  the 
strongest  safe  I  can  build.  I  will  carry  the  key  to  the  safe  on  my  person  at  all  times. 
When  my  father  returns,  the  seeds  will  be  secure.  He  will  see  how  careful  I  am.”  The 
second  son,  a  very  clever  fellow,  looked  at  the  seeds  and  said  to  himself,  “These  seeds 
will  be  old  and  dried  when  my  father  returns.  They  are  very  valuable  seeds  so  I  will  sell 
them  now  in  the  market  place  and  guard  the  money  I  receive.  Next  year,  when  my 
father  returns,  I  will  buy  fresh  seeds  for  him.  He  will  see  how  clever  I  am.”  The  third 
son,  a  simple  boy,  looked  at  the  seeds  and  said  to  himself,  “I  must  plant  these  precious 
seeds  in  the  garden.”  He  knew  his  father  loved  flowers  and  he  rejoiced  when  he  saw 
how  well  the  seeds  began  to  flourish.  “My  father  will  be  happy  when  he  sees  these 
flowers,”  he  thought.  When  the  year  had  ended  and  the  king  returned,  the  first  son 
brought  his  father  the  seeds  from  the  safe.  “Now  I  shall  be  king  because  I  was  so 
careful.”  he  told  himself.  The  second  son  brought  his  father  the  package  of  new  seeds 
he  had  bought,  saying  to  himself,  “Now  I  shall  be  king,  I  did  not  return  old,  dried-up 
seeds  to  my  father.  I  gave  him  fresh,  new  seeds  because  I  was  so  clever.”  The  third  son 
took  his  father’s  hand  and  led  him  into  the  garden.  “Look  father,”  he  said,  “look  at  all 
the  beautiful  flowers.  I  know  you  love  flowers  and  so  I  planted  the  seeds  to  please  you.” 
The  father  then  made  his  judgement:  “Because  my  first  son  was  too  careful,  his  seeds 
are  dead.  My  second  son  was  too  clever.  His  seeds  are  not  the  same  seeds  I  had  given  to 
him.”  Then,  placing  his  crown  on  the  third  son’s  head,  he  said,  “This  son  of  mine  plant¬ 
ed  the  seeds  out  of  simple  love  for  me.  He  gave  me  flowers  to  enjoy  and  new  seeds  to 
be  gotten  from  these  blooms.  He  did  this  from  love  and  it  brought  abundance.” 

The  Lord  God  Almighty,  in  His  infinite  goodness,  has  implanted  deep  within  us  the  pre¬ 
cious  seeds  of  His  mercy  and  love.  If  we  nurture  them  and  allow  them  to  flower  in  our 
inmost  being,  they  will  produce  new  seeds  for  us  to  plant,  out  of  simple  love  for  others. 

Feeding  the  hungry,  giving  drink  to  the  thirsty,  giving  clothes  to  the  naked,  visiting 
those  who  are  sick  and  imprisoned,  showing  hospitality  to  the  stranger — these  are  ways 
of  experiencing  the  Christ  Presence  in  our  lives  most  deeply,  most  abundantly.  When 
we  lose  ourselves  in  a  ministry  of  love,  we  find  ourselves  not  just  knowing  the  Psalm, 
but  knowing  the  Shepherd. 

Out  of  the  French  Revolution  came  the  story  of  a  mother  who  had  wandered  through  the 
woods  for  three  days  with  her  two  children,  trying  to  survive  on  roots  and  leaves.  On 
the  third  day,  she  heard  some  soldiers  approaching  and  quickly  hid  herself  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  behind  some  bushes.  The  sergeant  in  charge  prodded  the  bushes  to  see  what  was 
stirring  behind  them.  When  he  saw  the  starving  woman  and  children  he  immediately 
gave  them  a  loaf  of  brown  bread.  The  mother  took  it  eagerly,  broke  it  into  two  pieces 
and  gave  one  piece  to  each  of  the  children.  “She  has  kept  none  for  herself.”  the  sergeant 
said.  “Because  she  is  not  hungry.”  a  soldier  replied.  “Because  she  is  a  mother.”  the 
sergeant  said. 

In  the  Parable  of  the  Last  Judgment,  the  lesson  goes  deeper  than  that.  We  offer  our¬ 
selves  in  loving  service  to  those  who  hunger  and  thirst  for  our  spiritual,  emotional  and 
physical  support,  not  merely  because  we  are  mothers  and  fathers  and  Good  Samaritans. 
We  feed  the  hungry  and  give  drink  to  the  thirsty  because  in  them  we  see  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ.  Because  we  know  the  Good  Shepherd,  they  shall  not  want.

INTRODUCTORY  COMMENTS

Illustrious  Brother  Chairman,  Most  Worshipful  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master,  Illustrious 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Honoured  Guests,  Ladies,  and  my  Brethren: 

Voltaire  said,  “The  greatest  privilege  of  a  human  being  is  to  be  able  to  do  good  work.”

ADDRESS  OF  NEWLY-CORONETED 
HONORARY  INSPECTOR-GENERAL

Illustrious  Brother  Chairman,  Most  Worshipful  Honorary  Past  Grand  Master,  Illustrious 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Honoured  Guests,  Ladies,  and  Brethren:

The  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of 
Canada  met  in  Annual  Session  at  9:00  a.m.,  in  Rooms  4-8,  ground  floor  of  the 
Winnipeg  Convention  Centre,  375  York  Ave.,  Winnipeg,  Manitoba.

SGC  Martin  pointed  out  that  one  of  the  highlights  of  the  Session  is  to  have  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  meet,  greet,  and  hear  from  our  brethren  representing  Craft  masonry,  concordant 
bodies,  and  sister  jurisdictions,  and  called  upon  the  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies  to  con¬ 
duct  our  visitors  from  the  dias  to  the  altar  so  that  they  may  be  formally  introduced  by 
the  Grand  Marshal  and  welcomed.

of  you.  (Applause) 

SGC:  Thank  you  very  much  Ill Bro Kruger.

The  close  association  we  have  with  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction  is  very  dear  to  my  heart  and  one  that  I  know  will  continue  for 
many  years  to  come.

That’s  pretty  nice  as  next  week  is 
our  Supreme  Council  Session  and  I’ll  be  going  through  much  of  what  all  of  you  have 
been  going  through  of  this  week.  So  I’ve  watched  to  learn  how  to  do  it  right  and  I’ll  try 
to  emulate  you  to  the  extent  possible.

It’s  getting  to  a  point,  and  I  think  a  wonderful 
point,  where  Susann  knows  the  ladies  so  well  that  they  are  starting  to  exchange  personal 
gifts,  they’re  starting  to  shop  together  and  they  are  becoming  close  personal  friends,  as  I 
feel  I  have  been  able  to  do  with  many  of  you.  I  do,  of  course,  bring  you  the  official 
greeting  of  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  membership  and  my  personal  greetings  as 
your  Grand  Representative  as  well  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  That’s  a  position  I 
hope  I’ll  be  able  to  hold  for  many,  many  years  beyond  holding  this  position  as 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  You  have  a  wonderful  organization.  I  know  it  was  men-

Matthew  Glen  who  is  the  Grand  First  Principal  of  the 
Royal  Arch.  I  got  mixed  up  with  the  two  Glens  and  I  was  talking  to  him  as  a  Royal 
Arch  Mason.  I  want  to  thank  you  for  the  most  cordial  welcome,  your  gracious  hospitali¬ 
ty,  and  all  the  courtesies  extended  to  me  during  my  stay.  I  bring  to  you  the  official 
greetings  of  the  Grand  Imperial  Conclave  of  Canada  and  the  Knights  of  the  Masonic 
and  Military  Order  of  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine  and  appendant  bodies.  (Applause) 

The  Grand  Marshal  introduced  R.Wor.Bro.  John  Fergusson,  33°,  Provincial  Grand 
Master  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  and 

an  Honorary  Inspector-General  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

SGC:  Provincial  Grand  Master,  it  is  so  nice  to  have  you  here  with  us.  It  seems  that  we 
bump  into  each  other  fairly  frequently.  It  is  indeed  a  great  pleasure  for  me.  I  am  a  mem- 
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her  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  but  I’ve  been  travelling  across  this  country  so  much 
the  last  two  or  three  years  that  I  haven’t  had  a  chance  to  attend  my  own  group  in  British 
Columbia.  Please  come  with  me  to  the  podium.

Ill  .’.Bro  .'.Norman  Byrne,  you  will  be  installed  as  our  new 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  we  are  looking  forward  to  Scottish  Rite  carrying  on 
and  being  the  leaders  in  Freemasonry.  I  know  that  if  you  bring  to  Scottish  Rite  the  same 
enthusiasm  and  leadership  that  you  brought  when  you  were  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  we  have  a  great  future  ahead  of  us  in 
Freemasonry  and  especially  in  Scottish  Rite.  Thank  you  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
for  your  very  kind  hospitality.  Thank  you  brethren.  (Applause) 

SGC:  We  are  at  that  part  of  the  ceremony  which  is  in  many  ways  the  most  important 
segment  of  it  all.  This  is  the  opportunity  for  this  Supreme  Council  to  recognize  through 
presentation  the  leaders  of  the  local  Scottish  Rite  bodies  here  in  Winnipeg  and  it’s  just 
wonderful  to  have  them  here  with  us. 

GM  Gilmour:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  my  record  indicates  there  should  be  three 
brethren  here,  so  I  hope  I  choose  the  right  two.  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.Gordon  L.  Greasley,  32° 
T.P.G.M.,  Winnipeg  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  Ill  .'.Bro  .'.John  N.C.  Campbell,  32°, 
M.W.S.,  Bethesda  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix. 

SGC:  Brethren,  again  it  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  welcome  you  here  to  this  Supreme 
Council  meeting  and  to  thank  each  one  of  you  for  the  work  that  you  have  done  and  that 
your  members  have  undertaken  on  behalf  of  Scottish  Rite  here  in  Winnipeg  and  the 
work  that’s  being  done  to  make  this  meeting  such  a  successful  one.  It  has  certainly  been 
that  so  far  and  I  know  it  will  continue  to  be.  Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Greasley  will  you  come  with  me 
and  say  a  few  words. 
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TPGM  Greasley:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders, 
Deputies,  Active,  Past  Active,  and  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme  Council  and  Guests, 
it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  the  Commander-in-Chief,  the  Most  Wise  Sovereign,  and  I 
on  behalf  of  all  the  members  of  Valley  of  Winnipeg  welcome  you  to  our  city  on  the 
occasion  of  the  126th  Supreme  Council  Session.  Once  again,  Commander-in-Chief 
Ill .’.Bro.'.

Thank  you  very  much 
brethren,  enjoy  your  stay.  (Applause) 

MWS  Campbell:  Ill.  Sir  would  you  meet  me  on  the  level?  This  is  a  memento  from  the 
Valley  of  Winnipeg.  It’s  the  early  form  of  transportation  that  the  Red  River  Valley 
Settlement  used  and  I  think  it  gave  rise  to  the  expression  “Get  a  horse  or  oxen”.  It  is  my 
pleasure  to  present  this  to  you  Sir. 

SGC:  Thank  you  very  much.  Brethren,  I’m  sure  you  will  come  by  and  have  a  look  at 
this  beautiful  work  of  a  Red  River  cart.  Actually  it  reminds  me  a  little  bit,  it  may  not  be 
the  same  vehicle  but  it  reminds  me  a  little  bit,  of  a  group  of  settlers  that  we  refer  to  as 
the  Overlanders  who  started  in  Ontario  and  many  of  them  came  through  Winnipeg  and 
went  north  to  Saskatoon  and  Edmonton  and  down  the  Thompson  River.  In  fact  the  first 
white  child  born  in  the  interior  of  British  Columbia  was  born  in  Kamloops  (laughter) 
when  those  people  came  down  on  a  raft.  So  I  consider  this  a  great  pleasure  to  receive 
this  from  you.  Thank  you  very  much. 

MWS  Campbell:  We’re  not  over  yet.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  I  understand  being 
coroneted  the  first  time  was  a  memorable  experience.  I  hope  being  coroneted  Winnipeg 
style  with  one  of  our  hats  is  as  memorable.  (Applause) 

SGC:  Isn’t  that  beautiful?  Thank  you  very  much  both  of  you.  I’ve  been  looking  with 
envy  at  these  hats  and  hoping  that  I  might  get  one. 
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SGC  Martin  then  called  upon  the  GSG  to  call  the  roll  of  the  Grand  Representatives  near 
this  Supreme  Council  of  the  Supreme  Councils  and  National  Grand  Lodges  in  Amity 
with  this  Supreme  Council.  The  SGC  called  upon  Ill /.  Bro Donald  A.  Murray,  33°, 
Grand  Representative  of  The  Supreme  Council  for  England  &  Wales,  to  respond  on 
behalf  of  the  Grand  Representatives. 

Ill .'.Bro.‘. Murray:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  M.Wor.  The  Honorary  Past  Grand 
Master,  Distinguished  Visitors,  Peers,  and  Brethren,  it  is  indeed  an  honour  for  me  to 
respond  on  behalf  of  the  Grand  Representatives  near  this  Supreme  Council.

SOVEREIGN  GRAND  COMMANDER 


Peers  and  Brethren: 

I 

Introduction 

Good  morning  everyone! 

Once  again,  and  for  the  last  time,  I  rise  to  extend  a  welcome  to  each  one  of  you  on  the 
occasion  of  this,  our  126th  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  I  know  that  you  join 
with  me  in  extending  thanks  to  the  Committee  on  Local  Arrangements,  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Ill.’.Bro.'.Rozin  Iwanicki,  33°,  for  the  many  courtesies  shown  us  since  our 
arrival.  The  exhibition  of  such  warm  hospitality  has  come  to  be  a  characteristic  of  the 
members  of  our  fraternity  in  this  great  city  of  Winnipeg. 

Winnipeg,  as  you  may  know,  has  a  wonderful  history.  Occupying  the  low  plain  where 
the  Assiniboine  River  flows  into  the  Red  River,  the  Porks  has  been  a  meeting  place  and 
campsite  for  centuries.  It  was  here  that  rival  fur  trading  forts  were  built  and  English- 
and  French-speaking  settlers  came  together.  The  turmoil,  which  led  to  the  Red  River 
Rebellion  in  1869,  was  eliminated  with  the  formation  of  Manitoba  as  a  Province,  in 
1870.  Winnipeg  was  made  the  provincial  capital. 
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For  many  decades,  now,  this  city  has  served  as  a  major  transportation  and  agricultural 
centre  and  has  been  aptly  called  “The  Gateway  to  the  West”.  In  the  early  years  of  the 
20th  century,  Winnipeg  boosters  referred  to  it  as  the  “Chicago  of  Canada”. 

Winnipeg  and  this  Scottish  Rite  Valley  have  played  an  important  part  in  the  life  of  our 
Supreme  Council.  The  first  meeting  held  here  was  in  1911,  the  year  that  Amundsen 
reached  the  South  Pole  and  the  Great  John  D.  Rockefeller  Trust  was  broken  up  into  sev¬ 
eral  oil  companies.  In  1951,  the  point  of  introduction,  by  Chrysler,  of  power  steering  in 
automobiles,  saw  176  members  come  together  to  plan  the  future  of  Scottish  Rite  in  our 
great  country.  Sixteen  years  later,  when  mining  of  the  Athabasca  tar  sands  began,  our 
attendance  had  risen  to  256.  At  the  time  of  our  last  meeting  here,  in  1980,  387  brethren 
were  present,  Josef  Broz  Tito,  the  President  of  Yugoslavia,  died  that  year. 

I  want  to  thank  you,  the  brethren  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg,  for  playing  such  an  impor¬ 
tant  part  in  our  history.  Your  contributions  to  the  success  of  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada  are 
well  recognized  and  very  much  appreciated. 

Special  Events 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  take  part  in  a  number  of  special  events  during  the  past  year. 
Of  special  interest  was  the  gathering  together  on  the  weekend  of  November  5,  1999,  of 
brethren  from  all  of  the  Valleys  of  Alberta,  with  guests  from  Saskatchewan  and 
Manitoba.  This  proved  to  be,  perhaps,  the  most  significant  125th  Anniversary  celebra¬ 
tion  to  which  I  was  invited  as  your  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  The  Lodge  of 
Perfection  degrees  were  communicated  in  excellent  form  by  teams  from  the  several  val¬ 
leys  in  Alberta.  Candidates  were  fortunate  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  presentation  of  the 
15°  degree  by  brethren  from  Regina  and  the  18°  degree  by  members  of  the  Winnipeg 
group. 

The  opportunity  provided  for  fellowship  among  the  brethren  was  exceptional  and  a 
number  of  most  pleasant  social  events  were  convened  with  our  ladies  in  attendance. 

Saturday,  November  14,  marked  an  historic  event  in  our  history  when  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasons  of  the  United  Supreme  Council,  A.A.S.R.,  Prince  Hall  Affiliation,  Northern 
Jurisdiction  paid  a  visit  to  the  Vancouver  Lodge  of  Perfection.  It  was  good  news  to  hear 
that  brethren,  in  our  most  westerly  province,  were  recognizing  the  existence  of  mutual 
amity  between  our  two  Supreme  Councils  in  a  pragmatic  fashion. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  events  of  November  15,  which  took  place  in  Montreal,  will 
be  remembered  as  an  example  of  the  vision  and  commitment  of  many  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasons  of  that  great  city.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  able  to  participate  in 
Ceremonies  of  Constitution  and  Consecration,  which  along  with  that  of  the  Installation 
of  the  Officers  of  the  Fleur  de  Lys  Lodge  of  Perfection  were  conducted  entirely  in  the 
French  language.  An  overwhelming  spirit  of  brotherhood  was  enjoyed  by  all  in  atten¬ 
dance  and  our  faith  in  the  strength  of  our  Order  renewed. 

Membership 

It  is  important  for  all  of  us  to  do  everything  possible  to  attract  new  members  to  the  Rite 
and  maintain  an  active  enthusiastic  membership.  I  am  confident  that  Valley  Officers, 
throughout  the  jurisdiction,  are  making  every  effort  possible  to  conduct  well-planned 
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meetings  and  meaningful  social  events  involving  families  and  the  community.  Open 
Houses,  Open  Installations,  portrayal  of  selected  and  approved  segments  of  our  ritual, 
and  Masonic  Plays  are  being  utilized  with  increasing  frequency.  Such  action  is  to  be 
commended. 

During  the  past  few  months  I  have  been  made  aware  of  two  programs  that  are  good 
examples  of  what  can  be  done  at  the  valley  level. 

A  special  program  has  been  developed  by  Ill.'.Bro.'.T.  Jacques,  32°,  of  Chatham 
Valley.  As  the  result  of  close  co-operation  between  the  local  Shrine  Club,  area  craft 
lodges,  and  the  Valley  of  Chatham  membership  rolls  have  stabilized  and  a  good  feeling 
of  fellowship  exists  among  all  participants. 

Here  in  Winnipeg,  a  Membership  Action  Program  is  underway  with  the  formation  of  a 
special  committee  made  up  of  Masons  representing  Grand  Lodge,  participating  craft 
lodges,  and  the  Scottish  Rite.  The  objective  is  to  have  members  work  with  specific  indi¬ 
viduals  in  their  craft  lodge.  The  challenge  is  to  seek  out  and  recruit  at  least  one  eligible 
prospective  member  among  the  relatives,  friends,  or  community  organizations  known  to 
them.  A  set  of  Membership  Action  Program  procedures  has  been  worked  out  and  are  in 
the  process  of  implementation. 

John  Ross  Matheson  Award 

One  year  ago  I  was  pleased  to  recommend  the  creation  of  a  special  award  named  after 
one  of  our  most  distinguished  citizens,  John  Ross  Matheson.  Through  the  special  efforts 
of  Ill. '.Bro.'. Richard  D.  Quinton,  33°,  and  the  members  of  his  committee,  definition  of 
award  criteria  and  design  have  been  completed. 

The  award  is  to  be  presented  to  those  heroes  among  us  who  best  exemplify  a  continued 
commitment  of  distinguished  service  to  community,  country,  and  mankind. 

I  am  pleased  to  announce  the  year  2000  winners  and  first  recipients  of  the  award.  They 
are  Ill  Bro Samuel  Gilmour  of  the  Valley  of  Toronto  and  Ill  .‘.Bro  .'.Leslie  R. 
Peterson  of  the  Valley  of  Vancouver. 

Leadership  Training 

I  want  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  advances  that  have  been  achieved  in  leadership 
training  throughout  our  jurisdiction. 

In  January  of  this  year  the  Illustrious  Deputies  were  asked  to  appoint  training  commit¬ 
tees  within  their  jurisdictions  with  the  purpose  of  examining  local  training  needs  and  the 
development  and  implementation  of  suitable  programs. 

The  Leadership  Training  Committee  of  this  Supreme  Council,  under  the  direction  of 
Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Clark  M.  Gilmour,  33°,  and  Ill .‘.  Bro  .‘.R.  William  Headen,  32°,  have  devel¬ 
oped  an  excellent  training  manual  that  is  available  to  all  valleys.

During  the  past  several  months  a  number  of  opportunities  have  arisen  to  strengthen  the 
bonds  of  fratemalism,  which  exist  between  this  Supreme  Council  and  other  organizations. 
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It  was  the  good  fortune  of  Ill Bro .'.Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  and  myself,  to  attend  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council,  33°  A.&  A.S.R.,  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey.  We  truly 
appreciate  the  hospitality  shown  us  by  Commander  Ralston  and  his  Officers. 

Shortly  after  the  above  noted  visit,  we  were  able  to  travel  to  Washington,  D.C.  for  the 
purpose  of  attending  the  Supreme  Council  Session  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the 
United  States.  As  has  been  the  case  in  the  past,  the  many  courtesies  shown  us  on  that 
occasion  were  greatly  appreciated. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be  able  to  represent  Canada  at  an  interim  meeting  of  the 
English  Speaking  Supreme  Councils,  held  in  London,  England  from  July  7  to  July  9,  of 
this  year.  Eight  Supreme  Councils  were  in  attendance.  An  excellent  opportunity  was 
provided  for  international  fellowship  and  growth  in  knowledge  of  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  in  a  number  of  countries  throughout  the  world. 

On  Monday,  April  17,  2000  an  historic  meeting  of  Masonic  leaders  was  held  at  the 
International  Shrine  Headquarters  in  Tampa,  Florida.  I  was  pleased  to  attend  as  the  rep¬ 
resentative  of  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada.  Other  invitees  included  the  Grand  Commanders 
of  the  Northern  Masonic  and  Southern  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  and  several 
Grand  Masters  from  throughout  the  United  States.  The  Grand  Master  of  Alberta  was 
also  in  attendance. 

The  result  of  the  meeting  was  an  agreement  to  form  a  voluntary  alliance  of  Masonic 
organizations,  to  be  called  the  Intra  Fraternal  Masonic  Alliance.  Everyone  present 
agreed  to  personally  support  the  new  organization  and  to  encourage  membership  of  his 
respective  body.  The  Shrine’s  Imperial  Divan  also  tendered  its  support  of  the  Alliance 
and  agreed  to  take  a  proactive  position  with  the  Representatives  at  the  Imperial  Council 
Session  in  Boston,  to  be  held  in  July.  It  was  clear  that  the  suggestion  to  promote  a 
“social  membership”  in  the  Shrine  would  not  be  followed  up  and  that  everything  possi¬ 
ble  would  be  done  to  maintain  concordant  body  membership  requirements  in  those 
Temples  that  had  not  yet  made  changes  such  as  we  had  seen  here  in  Canada. 

The  stated  purpose  of  the  Masonic  Alliance  of  North  America  was  to  promote  and  eval¬ 
uate  ways  and  means  to  increase  Masonic  membership  and  fratemalism,  thus  continu¬ 
ing  Masonry’s  position  as  the  world’s  premiere  fraternal  organization. 

I  left  the  meeting  with  a  profound  appreciation  of  the  efforts  of  those  who  had  con¬ 
ceived  of  the  Alliance  and  a  rising  sense  of  confidence  that  Masonic  groups  would 
finally  be  working  together  towards  a  common  good. 

A  further  meeting  was  convened  in  St.  Louis,  MO,  on  May  16,  2000.  Your  Lieutenant 
Grand  Commander,  Ill. ’.Bro .'.Byrne  accompanied  me  on  this  occasion.  To  my  great 
surprise  and  dismay,  the  members  of  the  Imperial  Divan  in  attendance,  began  their  pre¬ 
sentation  in  a  belligerent  mode  and  denied  previous  statements  that  every  effort  would  be 
made  to  halt  the  move  toward  an  alteration  in  Shrine  membership  requirements.  Needless 
to  say,  this  change  in  position  came  as  a  surprise  to  the  remainder  of  the  group  present. 

I  want  to  commend  Commander  Ralston  and  his  Deputy  for  Massachusetts,  Robert  W. 
Clarke,  for  their  leadership  during  this  portion  of  the  meeting,  ensuring  that  the  concept 
of  a  Masonic  Alliance  of  North  America  remained  alive. 
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In  spite  of  the  changes  in  Shrine  membership  requirements  that  were  set  in  Boston,  a 
few  weeks  ago,  I  look  forward  to  the  development  of  a  strong,  voluntary  and  properly 
funded  Masonic  organization  dedicated  to  the  promotion  of  increased  membership  and 
good  will  throughout  our  fraternity.  I  encourage  this  Supreme  Council  to  extend  what¬ 
ever  support  is  required  for  a  successful  conclusion  to  this  venture. 

During  the  past  few  months  it  has  been  possible  to  attend  the  Annual  Sessions  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  British  Columbia  and  Yukon,  Order  of  the  Eastern  Star,  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  British  Columbia  and,  only  a  few  weeks  ago,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in 
the  Province  of  Ontario. 

That  a  number  of  our  brethren  of  the  Concordant  Bodies  have  been  able  to  accept  our 
invitation  to  attend  this  communication  is  most  satisfying.  Thank  you  for  coming! 

We  are  again,  disappointed  that  Commander  Kleinknecht  cannot  be  with  us  this  year. 
We  realize  that  his  busy  schedule  makes  it  impossible  to  attend  all  of  the  sessions  for 
which  invitations  have  been  received.  The  disappointment  we  feel  is  made  up,  however, 
by  the  presence  of  Ill  .’.Bro.'.  David  Kruger,  33°,  Grand  Secretary  General  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States.  Ill Bro Kruger,  you  are  most  welcome. 

Commander  Ralston,  and  Ill.'.Bro.'.Berquist,  it  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to 
welcome  you  from  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction.  As  I  have  stated  many  times 
before,  ours  is  a  special  relationship.  One  that  we  treasure! 

My  Brethren,  please  take  some  time  to  study  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Fraternal 
Relations  presented  by  Ill  .‘.Bro. '.John  V.  Lawer  33°.

The  continued  support  of  brethren  in  Valleys  across  our  great  country  is  accepted  with 
thanks  and  an  appreciation  of  the  dedication  of  the  members  concerned.  Your  willing¬ 
ness  to  be  of  assistance  will  never  be  forgotten. 

My  special  thanks  goes  out  to  the  Officers  of  each  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix  and  Consistory  who  have  performed  their  respective  duties  with  care  and  concern 
for  their  members.  The  strength  of  the  Rite  lies  at  the  local  level  and  it  is  only  through 
the  continued  efforts  of  these  leaders  that  we  will  survive  and  grow. 

Without  the  assistance  of  the  Illustrious  Deputies  in  a  number  of  provinces  my  task 
would  have  been  impossible  to  complete.  Thank  you,  so  much,  for  the  many  courtesies 
shown  Mary  and  me  during  the  past  year.  The  opportunity  we  have  had  to  know  each 
other  better  will  be  invaluable  in  the  years  to  come. 
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Recognition  is  afforded  those  Deputies  and  other  Officers,  who  for  various  reasons, 
have  decided  to  retire  from  their  current  responsibilities.  Many  thanks,  my  brethren,  for 
acting  as  part  of  my  team  during  the  past  several  years. 

A  special  thanks  is  also  extended  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  Robert  G.  Wands, 
33°.  Your  support  and  advice  over  this  triennium  has  been  greatly  appreciated!  It  is 
hoped  that  your  health  continues  to  improve. 

As  Executive  Secretary,  Ill  .‘.Bro.‘.  Donald  D.  Thornton,  33°,  your  duties  have  been 
performed  with  care  and  attention.  For  this  I  extend  my  thanks.  Please  extend  the  thanks 
of  Supreme  Council  to  Ms.  Margaret  Tweedle  and  Ms.  Irene  Forbes,  for  the  efficient 
manner  in  which  they  perform  their  duties  on  our  behalf. 

I  wish,  also,  to  recognize  the  help  of  my  wife  Mary,  who  provides  support  and  encour¬ 
agement  on  a  regular  basis.  She  has  been  most  willing  to  accompany  me  on  my  Official 
Visits,  whenever  possible. 

Conclusion 

As  we  move  into  a  new  millennium,  our  organization  will  face  a  number  of  challenges, 
such  as  those  dealing  with  membership  and  intra-fratemal  relationships.

As  men  of  varied  backgrounds,  with  a  desire  for  adventure  and,  who  have  resting  in 
their  hearts  and  minds  a  strong  belief  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of 
Man  I  know  we  will  succeed.

It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Bros.  Byrne  and  Lawer,  that  the  Allocution  be  received 
with  thanks  and  appreciation,  be  printed  in  the  Proceedings,  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  to  report  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  rul¬ 
ings  and  recommendations  contained  therein  pursuant  to  ART.  22.  (s)  of  the  Statutes 
and  Regulations.  Carried. 

PSGC  Crosby  then  returned  the  gavel  to  SGC  Martin. 

The  GSG  announced  that  copies  of  the  Allocution  would  be  distributed  to  the  brethren 
leaving  the  room. 

SGC  Martin:  I  will  now  call  on  Ill.'. Bro.'. Richard  Quinton  to  present  the  report  of  the 
special  Committee  on  Special  Awards. 

Ill  .'.Bro. '.Quinton  presented  the  report  of  the  special  Committee  on  Special  Awards 
and  then  asked  SGC  Martin  to  join  him  on  the  level. 

Bro.  Quinton:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Distinguished  guests,  brethren,  this  award 
is  named  after  a  most  distinguished  Canadian  and  brother  of  this  Supreme  Council, 
Ill.'.  Bro  .'.John  Ross  Matheson.  He  is  a  man  who  has  given  so  much  of  himself  for  the 
good  of  mankind.  If  I  may  I  would  like  to  repeat  a  quote  regarding  his  feelings  on  being 
made  a  Mason.  “This  was  the  start  of  a  journey  of  imagination  wherein  every  character, 
figure  and  emblem  may  be  seen  to  bear  some  moral  connotation,  where  every  brother  is 
invited  to  serve  purposes  greater  than  himself.  God  accomplished  His  mighty  design  in 
and  through  men  through  ordinary  folk  like  ourselves.”  Certainly  anyone  who  receives 
this  award  will  have  made  major  contributions  in  one  or  more  of  the  requirements  for 
consideration.  This  year’s  recipients  as  read  out  earlier  by  our  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  are  Ill .'.  Bros .'. Leslie  Raymond  Peterson,  33°,  from  the  Valley  of 
Vancouver  and  Samuel  Gilmore  from  the  Valley  of  Toronto.  Bro.  Peterson  has  distin¬ 
guished  himself  in  Craft  Masonry  for  some  thirty  years.  His  service  to  his  province  con¬ 
sisted  of  being  elected  as  a  member  for  sixteen  years  in  the  British  Columbia 
Legislature  and  serving  as  Minister  of  Labour,  Education,  and  Attorney  General.  In  his 
community  he  has  served  as  President  of  his  church  and  Y.M.C.A.,  Past  Honorary 
President  of  the  John  Howard  Society,  Past  Honorary  Chairman  of  the  Canadian  Child 
Health  Association.  Brethren  I  could  continue  for  some  time  listing  the  services  of  this 
brother,  however  let  me  assure  you  they  are  many  and  involvement  is  thorough.  He  is  a 
great  credit  to  our  fraternity. 

SGC:  Would  Ill  .'.Bro .'.Leslie  Raymond  Peterson  please  come  forward  along  with 
M.Wor.  Bro.  John  T.  Harper,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  A.F.  &  A.M.  of 
British  Columbia.  This  is  indeed  a  thrill  for  me  Les  to  be  able  to  be  here  to  make  the 
presentation  to  you  of  the  John  Ross  Matheson  Award.  I’m  going  to  wait  for  our  Grand 
Master  to  get  here.  Brethren  I  know  you  will  have  an  opportunity  to  see  this  award.  It  is 
a  beautiful  thing.  Good  morning  Grand  Master.  It’s  so  nice  to  have  you  here.  This  is  the 
award.  I  know  you  can’t  see  it  as  I  hold  it  up  but  I  hope  our  brethren  will  be  around  and 
wear  this  in  such  a  manner  that  it  will  be  recognized.  I’d  like  to  place  this  in  your  pock¬ 
et.  A  very,  very  special  award  and  on  behalf  of  this  Supreme  Council  to  a  very,  very 
special  person  and  I  want  to  congratulate  you. 
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Ill  .'.Bro.*.  Peterson:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Distinguished  East,  and  brethren, 
this  is  indeed  a  great  honour  for  me  and  I  accept  it  with  deep  humility  because  I  am 
confident  that  in  this  distinguished  assembly  of  Freemasons  there  are  others  whose 
works  have  probably  not  been  as  well  known  and  therefore  are  not  receiving  the  award 
but  probably  are  more  well  qualified  than  I  to  do  so.  Whenever  I  receive  an  honour  such 
as  this,  I  always  bring  myself  back  to  earth  by  remembering  that  I’m  just  a  poor  farm 
boy  from  Alberta,  who  once  thought  he’d  always  be  milking  cows  and  walking  behind 
harrows  and  driving  horses  and  going  from  farm  to  farm  with  the  threshing  crew  pitch¬ 
ing  bundles.  There  have  been  some  times  in  my  career  when  I’d  wished  I  was  back 
there  doing  that.  Nevertheless,  I  think  we  live  in  such  a  great  country  that  regardless  of, 
as  the  old  saying  goes,  what  side  of  the  tracks  you’re  from  there  are  opportunities  here 
that  don’t  exist  in  other  parts  of  the  world  and,  I  can  only  say,  that  if  everyone  in  public 
service  was  required  to  be  a  Freemason,  we  would  be  doing  a  much  better  job  in  this 
world  than  we  are  presently  doing. 

G.M.  Harper:  I’m  extremely  grateful  and  we  are  honoured  in  British  Columbia  to  have 
such  a  distinguished  citizen  who  has  done  such  a  great  job  for  Freemasonry  and  I  do 
want  to  congratulate  him  in  acceptance  of  this  award.  (Applause) 

SGC:  I  just  want  everybody  to  know  that  he  doesn’t  come  from  Kamloops.  (Laughter) 

Bro.  Quinton:  Would  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.Samuel  Gilmore  please  come  forward  along  with 
M.Wor.  Bro.  Robert  J.  McKibbon,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario.  To  declare  this  nominee,  Bro.  Gilmore  has  aptly  displayed  his  ded¬ 
ication,  humility,  and  love,  not  only  to  the  Valley  of  Toronto,  but  also  to  his  family  and 
community.  He  is  loved  by  everyone  whose  path  he  has  crossed.  He  was  born  and 
raised  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  initiated  into  Fort  Garry  Lodge  No.  130  in  1945.  He  has 
served  our  Craft  with  distinction  during  this  time  and  is  still  a  very  active  man.  He  is  a 
fifty-year  member  of  the  Valley  of  Toronto,  retiring  last  year  as  Almoner  after  eighteen 
years  faithful  service.  He  is  still  the  Foundation  representative  and  the  Benevolence 
Chairman  in  Toronto.  The  Gilmores  have  been  members  of  the  Lansing  United  Church 
for  forty  years  serving  as  Treasurer  and  a  member  of  the  Board,  and  he  is  presently  on 
the  Ministry  and  Personnel  Committee.  In  the  community,  his  wife,  Janet,  and  Sam 
have  had  a  long-term  commitment  to  the  Meals  on  Wheels  program,  as  well  as,  trans¬ 
porting  cancer  patients  to  the  hospital  for  treatment.  Words  can  instinctively  be  applied 
to  some  people,  and  the  words  “dedication,  humility,  and  loyalty  can  be  justly  applied 
to  our  two  recipients  of  the  John  Ross  Matheson  Award.  (Applause) 

SGC:  I  know  you’ve  got  a  lot  of  things  there  but  I’m  going  to  put  this  one  in  there  any¬ 
way.  Thanks  for  coming  Bob.  Congratulations  again.  Brethren  would  you  please  be 
seated.  (Applause) 

SGC  Martin:  Brethren  I’m  sure  you  all  know  that  this  provides  me  with  a  great  deal  of 
personal  gratification,  not  only  to  have  the  creation  of  an  award  that  recognizes  the 
heroes  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada,  but  also  one  that  I  have  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  be  part  of  the  presentation  of  the  first  two  awards. 

I’d  like  now  to  ask  Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Philip  Berquist  to  join  me  on  the  level. 

Brethren,  this  brother  has  been  a  great  friend  of  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in 
Canada.  Philip  Berquist  from  the  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  is  a  hard  worker,  very 
active  in  that  jurisdiction  concerned  with  the  community,  concerned  with  the  Children’s 
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Learning  Centres  to  a  great  degree  and,  before  I  make  the  presentation,  I  would  like  to 
ask  Commander  Ralston  to  join  us  here  as  well. 

I  am  about  to  present  to  Bro.  Berquist  a  certificate  that  indicates  that  he  is  an 
Honorary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  and  a  decoration  to  wear.  It  is  a 
great  pleasure  for  me  to  have  the  honour  of  presenting  this  Honorary  Membership  to 
you,  and  I  know  the  great  work  that  you  have  done  and  will  continue  to  be  helpful  to 
this  Supreme  Council.  Thank  you  Commander  Ralston.  (Applause) 

Ill. ‘.Bro .‘.Berquist:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Distinguished  East,  Peers  and 
Brethren,  I  am  greatly  honoured  by  you  Sir  and  certainly  this  Supreme  Council  and 
express  my  sincere  and  heartfelt  appreciation.  A  couple  of  days  ago  I  was  reminded  of 
the  tenth  commandment  as  your  SGC  was  looking  at  my  necktie.  I  would  not  want  him, 
certainly  in  the  presence  of  our  Grand  Prior,  to  violate  that  commandment.  I  therefore 
have  a  presentation  to  make  of  the  official  necktie  of  our  32°  Masonic  Learning  Centres 
for  Children  doing  wonderful  work  in  26  centres  for  overcoming  the  affliction  of 
dyslexia  among  children.  I  hope  Sir  you  will  wear  this  ever  remembering  that  all  ten 
commandments  are  very  important  but  particularly  the  tenth.  (Applause) 

SGC:  Thank  you  very  much.  It’s  wonderful. 

Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Clayton  presented  the  report  of  the  special  Committee  on  Valley 
Publications  and  asked  the  SGC  to  present  to  the  winning  Valley  Representatives  a 
plaque  recognizing  their  achievement.  The  winners  were:  St.  John’s,  Nfld  (1-150); 
Saskatoon,  Sask.  (151-400);  Edmonton,  Alta.  (401-1000);  and  London,  Ont.  (over 
1000). 

SGC  Martin:  Brethren  this  presentation,  the  first  time  we  have  made  such  a  presenta¬ 
tion,  is,  I  think,  very  significant  because,  as  Bro.  Clayton  has  said,  we  need  to  do  every¬ 
thing  we  possibly  can  to  increase  the  level  of  awareness  of  our  members  at  the  local 
level,  at  the  Supreme  Council  level,  and  at  the  level  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable 
Foundation.  While  the  beginning  may  be  small,  we  expect  that  this  will  increase  in 
many  ways  the  quality  of  the  notices  and  newsletters  sent  to  our  members.  It  gives  me  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure  to  present  these  plaques  to  the  winners.

SGC  Martin:  Would  Ill.’.  Bro.‘.  John  Lawer  and  Commander  Ralston  please  join  me  on 
the  level.  Brethren  we  have,  I  guess,  in  all  Supreme  Councils  around  the  world,  the  cir¬ 
cumstance  in  which  Grand  Representatives  are  appointed  and,  usually,  that  happens  as  a 
result  of  correspondence  between  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  one  Supreme  Council  to  another  Supreme  Council.  It’s  not  very 
often  possible  for  the  Grand  Representative  near  our  Supreme  Council  to  receive  his 
certificate  from  that  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  We  have  that  opportunity  here 
because  Ill .’. Bro .’.John  Lawer  who  is  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Northern 
Masonic  Jurisdiction  near  our  Supreme  Council  and  Commander  Ralston  is  going  to 
make  the  presentation. 

SGC  Ralston:  Brethren  this  is  the  Certificate  of  Acknowledgment  that  Ill. ’.Bro .’.John 
Vincent  Lawer  has  been  approved,  based  on  a  recommendation  of  your  Supreme 
Council,  as  Grand  Representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction  near  your  Supreme  Council  and  we  are  all  pleased  with  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  and  of  the  ability  to  approve  it.  Congratulations  John  and  we  look  forward  to  being 
with  you  for  many  years. 

PSGC  Lawer:  Thank  you  very  much  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ralston  for  the  pre¬ 
sentation.  It  is  a  great  honour  to  be  your  representative.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit 
your  Supreme  Council  many  times.  I’ve  always  enjoyed  your  hospitality  and  the  ability 
of  the  members  of  your  Supreme  Council  to  promote  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.  I  look 
forward  very  much  not  only  continuing  to  be  your  representative  but  starting  out  in  a 
week’s  time  in  Pittsburgh.  Thank  you  both  very  much.  (Applause) 

SGC  Martin  announced  that  we  would  now  move  on  to  the  reception  of  reports  and 
explained  that  all  of  the  reports  appearing  in  the  booklet  of  Preliminary  Reports  had 
been  carefully  considered  and  adopted  in  Executive  Session.  Since  copies  of  these 
reports  had  been  distributed  in  the  registration  package  for  all  to  read,  they  would  now 
be  presented  in  precis  form.  Any  changes  that  occurred  in  the  Executive  Session  would 
be  included  in  this  presentation.  This  is  an  opportunity  for  the  chairmen  of  these  com¬ 
mittees  or  the  appropriate  officer  to  make  brief  comments  to  the  brethren  concerning  the 
reports.  The  SGC  reminded  the  brethren  that  while  the  legislative  body  of  this  Supreme 
Council  is  the  Executive  Session,  the  Honorary  Inspectors-General  are  encouraged  to 
comment  and  ask  questions  about  the  reports. 

The  GSG  gave  his  report  in  precis,  including  comments  on  the  progress  made  on  the 
computerization  of  the  membership  records  and  called  on  the  Grand  Secretaries  and 
Registrars  to  assist  when  the  need  arises.  The  Supreme  Council  Website  has  had  over 
78,000  user  sessions  since  its  inception.  We  continue  to  receive  many  favourable  com¬ 
ments  from  around  the  world  about  the  appearance,  sound,  and  contents  of  the  site.  We 
are  indebted  to  our  Webmaster,  Ill  .’.Bro  .’.James  Kirk- White  of  Barrie,  Ontario.  We 
comment  on  the  concerns  that  we  as  Masons  should  consider  in  using  modem  technolo¬ 
gy.  For  example  with  the  equipment  now  available  it  is  very  easy  to  prepare  audio  tapes 
and  video  tapes.  We  remind  our  constituent  bodies  of  the  admonition  in  our  Craft  obli¬ 
gation  “I  will  not  write  those  secrets,  indite,  mark,  print,  carve,  engrave  or  otherwise 
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them  delineate.”  Degrees  or  degree  lectures  whether  being  performed  or  exemplified 
must  not  be  taped.  We  supply  information  about  the  possible  change  of  the  Supreme 
Council  office  in  Hamilton. 

The  SGC  called  for  the  precis  of  the  reports  of  the  GTG,  and  the  Board  of  Trustees 
which  were  presented  by  Grand  Treasurer-General  H.  Edward  Standish.  With  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  auditor,  he  also  gave  the  Auditor’s  Report. 

The  SGC  then  called  in  turn  on  the  following  Illustrious  Brethren  to  present  in  precis 
the  reports  of  the  committees  that  they  represented: 

Robert  L.  Waddell  -  Committee  on  the  General  State  of  the  Rite 

John  V.  Lawer  -  Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations

FRIDAY  NOON,  SEPTEMBER  15,  2000 
FOUNDATION  LUNCHEON 

The  Luncheon  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  was  held  at  12:00  noon  in 
Rooms  1-3  &  9-13  of  the  Winnipeg  Convention  Centre,  with  President  John  V.  Lawer 
presiding. 

President  Lawer  asked  The  Right  Rev.  C.  Robert  Townshend  to  give  the  Invocation.  All 
enjoyed  a  light  lunch. 

Following  the  luncheon,  the  Chairman  introduced  the  head  table  guests.  The  Guest 
speaker  Dr.  J.  Steven  Richardson,  Ph.D.  of  the  University  of  Saskatoon  was  introduced 
by  Ill.'.  Bro.’.  Jack  Winch,  Ph.D.,  33°.  The  title  of  his  talk  was  “Alzheimer’s  Disease”. 
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Dr.  J.  Steven  Richardson,  Ph.D.,  is  a  Professor  in  the  Department  of  Pharmacology, 
College  of  Medicine,  University  of  Saskatchewan  in  Saskatoon.  Born  in  London, 
Ontario,  he  graduated  with  a  B.A.  in  1965  from  the  University  of  Toronto.  He  under¬ 
took  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Vermont  receiving  his  MA  in  1968  and  his  PhD 
in  1971.  In  1973,  he  accepted  a  position  in  the  College  of  Medicine  at  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan.  In  addition  to  his  undergraduate,  graduate  and  postgraduate  teaching 
commitments,  his  research  is  in  the  area  of  neuropsychopharmacology  and  the  neuro¬ 
chemical  analysis  of  brain  functions.  Also  he  has  published  94  scientific  papers  in 
national  and  international  journals  and  has  given  67  scientific  talks  on  his  research. 

Dr.  Richardson  began  by  stating  that  the  term  Alzheimer’s  Disease  was  first  used  90 
years  ago  to  refer  to  a  disorder  characterized  by  progressive  dementia  in  a  living  patient 
and  by  a  particular  pattern  of  unusual  inclusions  observed  in  certain  areas  of  post 
mortem  brains.  This  thesis  originated  from  Dr.  Alzheimer’s  study  of  the  brain  of  a 
deceased  patient  who  had  died  at  the  age  of  55  after  progressive  degeneration.  His 
examination  revealed  brain  inclusions  which  he  called  neuritic  plaques.  About  60  years 
later,  it  was  discovered  that  the  brains  of  people  with  what  had  been  called  senile 
dementia  also  had  these  plaques.  These  persons  are  now  identified  as  those  having 
Alzheimer’s  Disease.  The  recognition  of  the  disease,  while  rare  in  people  under  the  age 
of  65,  affects  over  20  percent  of  the  people  over  85. 

Some  forms  of  the  disease  seem  to  run  in  families  and  so  far  a  number  of  genes  have 
been  found  to  be  associated  with  the  disease.  In  contrast  however,  many  patients  with 
the  disease  do  not  share  the  disorder  with  other  family  members.  Thus,  there  must  be 
other  causative  agent(s)  than  genetics.  Many  possible  causes  of  the  disease  have  been 
investigated  but  to  date  none  have  resolved  the  problem. 

Based  on  the  research  in  his  laboratory  and  that  conducted  in  others,  it  is  now  widely 
accepted  that  molecules  of  toxic  forms  of  oxygen  known  as  Oxygen  Free  Radicals,  are 
involved  in  the  death  of  brain  cells.  Thus,  a  disease  process  based  on  progressive  free 
radical  damage  to  brain  cells  seems  to  be  the  common  pathway. 

One  source  of  these  oxygen  free  radicals  is  Beta  Amyloid,  a  protein  found  almost  exclu¬ 
sively  in  brains  of  Alzheimer’s  Disease  patients.  When  added  to  brain  cells  growing  in 
petri  dishes,  beta  amyloid  generates  free  radicals  which  kill  the  brain  cells.  However, 
only  a  small  segment  of  the  beta  amyloid  molecule  makes  free  radicals,  but  it  is  this 
segment  that  is  responsible  for  the  death  of  brain  cells. 

Research  has  shown  that  beta  amyloid  acts  on  neurons  in  the  living  brain  just  as  it  does 
in  tissue  cultures.  As  such,  we  tested  the  effects  of  Antioxidant  compounds  on  the 
action  of  beta  amyloid  and  found  that  these  compounds  protect  neurons  from  beta  amy¬ 
loid  toxicity.  Thus,  antioxidant  compounds  may  be  beneficial  in  slowing  or  halting  the 
progressive  death  of  neurons.  We  suggested  that  small  undetected  strokes  could  initiate 
the  disease  process  and  that  antioxidants  such  as  Vitamin  E  may  slow  the  progression  of 
Alzheimer’s. 

A  form  of  dementia  develops  in  30  percent  of  Aids  patients  which  is  similar  to  that 
associated  with  Alzheimer’s  Disease.  We  hypothesis  that  these  two  types  of  dementia 
might  share  neuropathological  similarities.  We  have  compared  the  amino  acid 
sequences  of  the  coat  protein  of  HIV-1  isolated  from  Aids  patients  with  and  without 
dementia.  The  data  suggest  that  certain  strains  of  HIV-1  are  capable  of  producing  neu- 
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rodegeneration  and  dementia  similar  to  that  found  in  persons  who  have  Alzheimer’s 
Disease.  This  area  is  under  investigation  in  our  laboratory. 

Before  the  luncheon  ended,  in  keeping  with  a  tradition  that  began  a  number  of  years 
ago,  President  Lawer  was  pleased  to  receive,  from  brethren  representing  valleys  across 
the  country  and  from  individual  brethren,  donations  amounting  to  $52,203.  for  the  capi¬ 
tal  fund  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Foundation.  The  Almoner  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  also 
included  the  funds  received  on  Thursday  in  the  Box  of  Fraternal  Assistance.  President 
Lawer  thanked  the  brethren  for  their  generosity,  not  only  at  this  meeting,  but  throughout 
the  year.

SATURDAY  MORNING,  SEPTEMBER  16,  2000 
GENERAL  SESSION 

The  Supreme  Council  resumed  labour  in  General  Session  at  9:00  a.m.  in  Rooms  4-8, 
Winnipeg  Convention  Centre. 

After  wishing  the  brethren  “Good  Morning”,  and  expressing  his  appreciation  to  the 
brethren  for  their  support  of  him  and  his  wife,  Mary,  during  his  term  as  Sovereign 
Grand  commander,  the  SGC  called  upon  Ill .'.Bro.’. John  V.  Lawer,  President  of  The 
Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  of  Canada  to  present  the  annual  report  of  the 
Foundation,  which  is  printed  in  full  in  the  Report  Section. 

Bro.  Norman  E.  Byrne  presented,  in  precis,  the  report  the  Committee  on  Jurisprudence 
and  Legislation  which  appeared  in  the  preliminary  booklet.  Bro.  Byrne  explained  a  little 
bit  of  Part  I.  In  short  Part  I  now  removes,  by  dispensation  of  the  Deputy  and  the  SGC, 
the  right  and  requirement  until  now  that  you  had  to  wait  six  months  before  a  Master 
Mason  could  apply  for  membership  in  the  Rite.  That  six  months  period  may  now  be 
very  easily  and  very  quickly  erased  and  the  various  lodges  throughout  Canada  have  a 
right  to  change  their  bylaws  accordingly.  Bro.  Byrne  included  in  his  presentation.  Part 
II  of  his  report  regarding  amendments  that  were  received  in  accordance  with  ART.  47.1 
(b)  and  which  were  approved  earlier  in  Executive  Session  and  appear  in  the  complete 
report  in  the  Report  Section  of  these  Proceedings.  Part  III  of  his  report  regarding  the 
Allocution  was  available  only  this  morning  and  which  was  approved  earlier  in 
Executive  Session  and  appears  in  the  complete  report  in  the  Report  section  of  these 
Proceedings. 

GSG  Wands:  I  would  like  to  thank  Ill Bro Douglas  Banks  of  London  for  the  amount 
of  work  he  put  in  preparing  Schedule  B  which  was  basically  changes  in  English  word¬ 
ing  in  the  Statutes.  It  was  a  great  deal  of  work  and  we  thank  him  for  it. 

Since  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Einance  was  not  included  in  the  booklet 
of  preliminary  reports,  Bro.  Phillip  Raymond  read,  in  full,  the  report  as  printed  in  the 
Report  section. 

SGC  Martin  then  asked  Ill. ‘.Bro .'.Quinton  to  meet  him  on  the  level  and  then  presented 
him  with  the  certificate  indicating  that  he  is  the  Grand  Representative  of  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Mexico  near  our  Supreme  Council.  (Applause) 

SGC  Martin:  Would  Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Crosby  meet  me  on  the  level.  I’m  sure,  that  whenever  it 
happens,  that  receipt  of  an  Honorary  Membership  in  a  Supreme  Council  with  which  we 
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are  in  amity  is  a  great  delight  for  the  recipient.  It  is  a  pleasure  for  me  to  present  to  you 
the  certificate  indicating  that  you  are  an  Honorary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
England  and  Wales. 

PSGC  Crosby:  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren.  SGC  thank  you  for 
presenting  to  me  the  certificate  which  evidences  my  honorary  membership  in  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Rite  of  Freemasonry  for  England  and 
Wales.  Following  our  Session  in  Niagara  Falls,  I  received  word  that  the  Supreme 
Council  for  England  and  Wales  had  elected  me  as  an  Honorary  Member  subject  to  my 
willingness  to  accept  the  appointment.  I  can  assure  you  that  I  responded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary  General  of  that  Supreme  Council,  that  without  hesitation,  I  would  willingly 
accept  that  appointment.  While  I  was  elected  and  appointed  an  Honorary  Member,  I 
don’t  consider  the  action  of  that  Supreme  Council  as  recognizing  anything  that  I  have 
done  in  particular  but  rather  an  indication  of  the  love  and  fraternal  affection  and  broth¬ 
erhood  that  exists  between  our  Supreme  Council  and  that  Supreme  Council.  In  the  past, 
we  have  been  honoured  by  the  presence  of  a  representative  of  the  Supreme  Council  for 
England  and  Wales  and,  SGC,  while  I’m  more  than  happy  to  receive  this  certificate 
from  your  hands,  I  had  rather  hoped  that  a  representative  of  that  Supreme  Council 
would  present  the  certificate  to  me.  Thank  you  very  much  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander. 

SGC  Martin  then  turned  the  gavel  over  to  Ill Bro George  C.  Schaef  to  conduct  the 
Ceremony  of  Installation  of  the  Officers  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  triennial  term.  Bro. 
Schaef  was  assisted  by  Ill  .'.Bros  .’.C.  Robert  Townshend  as  Grand  Prior,  John  I. 
Carrick  as  Grand  Master  of  Ceremonies,  W.  Alexander  Milligan  as  Grand  Marshal,  and 
John  V.  Lawer  investing  the  PSGC. 

The  officers  were  duly  installed  and  invested. 

PSGC  Martin:  As  a  person  from  British  Columbia  who  usually  has  a  lot  to  say,  I  have 
nothing  to  say  except,  to  my  brethren,  thank  you  for  allowing  me  the  privilege  of  serv¬ 
ing  this  great  body  for  the  last  three  years.  Thank  you  very,  very  much.  (Applause) 

SGC  Byrne:  I  would  like  to  extend  my  thanks  personally  and  those  of  the  recently 
installed  officers  to  you  George  Schaef,  and  to  Sandy  Milligan,  John  Carrick,  Robert 
Townshend,  and  John  Lawer  for  conducting  a  very  meaningful  installation.  Certainly  to 
me,  as  I  indicated  to  you  a  few  moments  ago,  there  is  no  one  I  would  rather  have  install 
me  than  you.  Thank  you  George.  (Applause) 

SGC  Byrne:  PSGC  Martin  would  you  meet  me  on  the  level  please.  Your  Supreme 
Council  has  received  a  missal  from  Mexico  and  this  is  a  quote  translation  of  what  that 
certificate  says:  “The  Supreme  Council  of  Mexico,  To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall 
come,  greetings  and  fraternal  best  wishes.  Know  ye  that  our  Illustrious  Brother  Glenn 
M.  Martin,  33°,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada, 
having  demonstrated  his  fraternal  good  feelings  for  this  Supreme  Council  and  whereas 
the  said  Illustrious  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°  having  been  made  an  Honorary  Member  of 
this  Supreme  Council,  this  is  to  certify  that  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°  is  hereby  designated  a 
Member  of  Honour  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Mexico.  Given  under  my  hand  and  seal 
this  28th  day  of  April  2000.  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.Julian  Gascon  Mercado,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Mexico.”  (Applause) 
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SGC  Byme:  It  is  my  very  distinct  privilege  and  pleasure  sir,  to  present  to  you  this  cer¬ 
tificate  from  your  Supreme  Council  acknowledging  the  great  service  that  you  have 
given  to  our  Council  from  1997  through  to  the  year  2000  as  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  We  know  that  you  will  keep  it  and  treasure  it,  that  it  will  reflect,  in  a  small 
way,  the  great  service  that  you  have  performed.  You  have  done  it  willingly,  you  have 
done  it  with  a  friendly  handshake,  and  we  thank  you  one  and  all  for  your  efforts  on  our 
behalf. 

PSGC  Martin:  Thank  you  very  much.  Thank  you  brethren.  (Applause) 

SGC  Byrne:  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Glenn  Martin,  as  I  assume  the  leadership  of  this  Supreme 
Council,  one  of  my  first  duties  is  to  recognize  the  great  leadership  you  have  given  to  our 
Supreme  Council. 

You  and  your  wife,  Mary,  have  travelled  from  one  coast  to  the  other  of  this  great 
country  of  ours.  You  have  visited,  as  envoys  of  our  Supreme  Council,  Europe,  England, 
South  America,  and  the  great  neighbouring  country  to  our  immediate  south,  and  all  of 
your  journeys  have  been  completed  as  ambassadors  to  the  world  of  our  beloved  Rite. 

We  congratulate  you  both  on  your  many  and  continued  efforts  to  represent  this 
Supreme  Council  of  Canada  so  very  well  wherever  you  have  gone.  We  thank  you  for 
your  dedication  and  the  service  you  have  given.  We  thank  the  Great  Architect  of  the 
Universe  for  the  continued  good  health  and  safe  travel  that  you  have  experienced. 

As  you  assume  the  title  of  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  you  may  feel,  at 
first,  a  feeling  of  sadness  that  it  is  all  over  so  quickly;  that  you  are  now  a  “Has  Been”  as 
you  join  the  ranks  of  all  of  our  several  very  distinguished  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commanders. 

You,  Sir,  are  not  a  “Has  Been” — you  have  now  graduated  to  the  rank  of 
“Consultant”.  Your  service  to  our  Supreme  Council  is  not  over,  it  continues  for  years  to 
come.  We  know  that  in  your  new  capacity  of  “Consultant”,  you  will  bring  with  you  a 
wealth  of  experience  and  understanding. 

Your  brethren  wish  you  well.  Illustrious  Sir, 

As  a  token  of  the  esteem  and  thanks  of  our  Supreme  Council,  and  as  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander,  I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  you  with  this  memento  of  your  service 
as  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  I  would  ask  that  you  open  this  gift  and  hold  it  up 
for  all  the  brethren  to  see.  I  will  then  tell  you  about  its  sculptor  and  its  significance. 

You  can  see.  Illustrious  Sir,  that  it  is  a  soapstone  carving  of  a  Canadian  polar  bear. 
This  bear  was  carved  by  a  world-recognized  Canadian  artist.  Tommy  Tukanie  Sr.,  who 
is  from  Cape  Dorset.  Tommy  is  an  Inuit,  and  the  significance  and  the  meaning  of  the 
polar  bear  is  reflected  in  his  fine  handiwork. 

The  Inuit  people  respect  and  revere  the  polar  bear.  It  is  respected  for  its  strength 
and  its  intelligence.  The  Inuit  feel  that  the  polar  bear  is  most  able  to  imitate  human 
behaviour. 

The  Inuit  believe,  in  their  mythology,  that  the  Shaman  or  camp  leader  can  change 
into  a  polar  bear.  The  Shaman  does  this  so  he  can  best  communicate  with  the  spirit 
world  and  ask  for  a  successful  hunt.  This  was  most  important  to  the  early  Inuit,  who  had 
to  find  food  from  the  land  on  a  daily  basis. 

To  the  Inuit,  the  Shaman  was  a  healer  or  a  doctor.  As  a  member  of  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession  and  as  a  leader  of  our  Supreme  Council,  we  felt  that  the  polar  bear  was  indeed  a 
symbolic  and  fitting  gift  to  portray  to  you  and  your  many  friends  that,  to  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Canada,  you  were  our  Shaman  or  doctor  or  leader.  We  hope  you  and  Mary 
will  enjoy  this  Canadian  native  soapstone  sculpture  for  many  years  to  come. 
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As  I  indicated,  it  was  carved  by  an  Inuit  whose  “Canadianized”  name  is  Tommy 
Tukpanie  Sr.  Tommy  lives  at  Cape  Dorset  and  has  been  carving  soapstone  for  many 
years.  He  is  64  years  old,  and  is  the  son  an  Iqualuit  artist,  Noah  Nuna.  Tommy’s  two 
sons,  Pauloosie  and  Tommy  Jr.  are  also  artists. 

He  has  had  a  series  of  exhibitions  of  his  work  all  over  North  America,  in  Colorado 
in  1984;  in  Binghampton,  New  York  in  October  of  that  year;  in  Calgary,  Alberta  in 
1987;  in  Vancouver,  British  Columbia  in  1998;  in  San  Francisco,  California  in  an  exhi¬ 
bition  “Images  of  the  North”  in  1990;  in  Seattle,  Washington  in  1991;  in  Zurich, 
Switzerland  in  1993;  and  in  an  exhibition  in  Hamilton,  Ontario  in  March  and  April 
1994.  He  has  presented  solo  exhibitions  in  many  places,  and  his  pieces  have  been 
acquired  by  public  galleries  in  Traverse  City,  Michigan;  in  Calgary,  Alberta;  and  in 
Hamilton,  Ontario. 

Tommy  Tukpanie  is  a  highly  skilled  Canadian  sculptor.  We  hope  that  you  and 
Mary  will  enjoy  having  this  “Shaman”  in  your  home  in  the  years  ahead. 

PSGC  Martin:  Thank  you  very  much  Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  It  is  beautiful.  I’m 
sure  that  some  of  you  know  that  I  am  a  lover  of  Inuit  soapstone  sculpture.  To  have  a 
polar  bear  carved  by  Tommy  is  really  a  great  delight  for  me  and  I  can  assure  you  that  it 
will  sit  prominently  within  our  collection  at  home.  Again  I  want  to  thank  everyone  here 
today  for  the  friendliness  and  hospitality  that  you  have  shown  Mary  and  I  and  to  let  you 
know  again  what  a  great  privilege  it  has  been  to  be  able  to  serve  you  all  over  the  years. 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  it’s  just  wonderful  to  be  able  to  shake  your  hand  as  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  this  organization.  (Applause) 

SGC  Byrne:  One  of  my  first  responsibilities  after  I  leave  Winnipeg  will  be  to  make  a 
presentation,  for  his  dedicated  service,  to  Ill .'.Bro.'. Robert  G.  Wands.  I  have  usurped 
that  particular  privilege  to  myself  and  the  time  and  place  will  come  and  you  will  all 
know  that  we  are  going  to  make  a  presentation  to  Bob  as  a  small  token  of  the  dedicated 
service  and  hours  that  he  has  given  to  our  Supreme  Council.  To  you  my  brethren,  I 
pledge  my  support  and  I  ask  for  yours  in  the  years  ahead.  I  would  like  to  congratulate 
the  newly-installed  and  invested  officers  of  this  Supreme  Council  with  particular  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  new  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Orlan  J.  Weber.  I  would  also 
like  to  thank  and  acknowledge  the  creation  as  Active  Members  of  this  Supreme 
Council,  and  I  would  ask  you  to  stand:  C.  Edwin  Drew,  Allard  B.  Loopstra,  John  A. 
Prosnick,  Donald  D.  Thornton,  Michael  Ward,  Robert  S.  Whitmore,  and  George  S. 
Young.  Brethren  these  are  the  newly-crowned  Active  Members  of  your  Supreme 
Council.  Brethren  I  look  forward  to  working  with  you  all.  (Applause) 

Some  of  you  may  have  noticed  that  I  seem  to  be  doing  a  lot  of  fussing  with  my 
lapel.  In  fact,  it  is  a  SGC’s  pin.  A  couple  of  years  ago  Isabel  Mortlock  sent  that  pin  to 
me  which  was  worn  by  my  true  friend,  the  late  Walter  Mortlock,  a  Past  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  of  this  Supreme  Council.  I  value  it  and  I  trust  that  I  may  wear  it  in 
health  until  my  term  and  my  responsibility  shall  be  finished. 

To  you.  Ill.  Sir,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Glenn  M.  Martin,  I  thank  you 
for  the  help,  counsel,  guidance,  and  the  many  things  you  have  done  to  allow  me  to  share 
in  your  thoughts  and  actions  as  you  led  our  Supreme  Council  into  your  term  which  has 
just  ended.  It  is  deeply  appreciated  and  I  will  never  forget  it.  Thank  you  Glenn. 
(Applause) 

I  extend  similar  thanks  to  Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Bob  Wands  who  has  kept  me  as  Lieutenant 
Grand  Commander  on  the  straight  and  narrow.  He  has  been  a  great  help  to  me. 
Unfortunately  he  has  had  this  bit  of  a  hip  problem  but  his  loss  is  my  gain  in  the  sense 
that,  I  have  become  a  thoroughly  accomplished  wheelchair  pusher  and  I  love  it. 
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(Applause)  Bob  has  brought  a  great  deal  of  dedication  and  accuracy  and  precision 
notwithstanding  his  discomfort.  Bob  is  a  very  proud  Mason  and  a  very  proud  man.  I 
value  his  friendship  and  I  know  that  it  will  continue  in  the  years  ahead. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  Bill  Newson  from  the  Hamilton  Valley.  Bill  has  started  a 
journey  from  the  Hamilton  Valley  to  come  to  Winnipeg  and  I  would  ask  the  members 
of  the  Hamilton  and  area  Valley  to  please  stand  up  that  I  may  recognize  you. 

Thank  you  brethren,  you  have  been  a  great  support  and  I  will  be  counting  and  rely¬ 
ing  on  you  in  the  future  along  with  the  rest  of  my  brethren  in  Canada.  (Applause) 

SGC  Byrne  proceeded  with  the  ritual  of  closing  Supreme  Council,  in  the  process  of 
which  he  first  called  Bros.  Iwanicki  and  Peters  to  the  lectern.

SGC  Byrne  then  called  upon  M.W.Bro.  Robert  T.  Crossley,  the  Honorary  Past  Grand 
Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba. 

H.P.G.M.  Crossley;  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Distinguished  East,  and  my  brethren 
all.  I  would  just  like  to  express  once  again  my  great  pleasure  in  being  allowed  to  attend 
these  Sessions  and  to  meet  many  old  friends  and  I  hope  to  have  made  some  new  ones. 
When  I  make  my  report  to  my  Grand  Master,  M.W.Bro.  Richard  A.  Porter,  it  will  be 
full  of  superlatives  of  all  of  the  appreciation  that  has  been  accorded  to  his  office  and  to 
our  Grand  Lodge.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  GRAND  TREASURER-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  present  the  Financial  Statements  and  the  Auditors’  Report  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  2000,  which  will  be  published  in  the  Proceedings  of  this  Session.  The 
Financial  Statements  constitute  both  a  general  and  detailed  report  of  all  revenues  and 
expenses  during  the  year  as  required  by  ART.  28.  (c)  of  the  Statutes. 

The  net  value  of  the  assets  of  Supreme  Council  as  at  June  30,  2000  consisting  of  cash 
on  deposit,  investments  at  cost  together  with  amounts  receivable  and  prepaid  items,  less 
liabilities  for  accounts  payable  and  Fees  paid  in  advance  totaled  $1,409,474  an  increase 
of  $51,833  from  the  balance  as  at  June  30,  1999. 

Total  operating  revenues  were  up  $62,01 1  over  those  of  the  preceding  year  while  oper¬ 
ating  expenses  decreased  by  $27,341  from  those  for  1999.  This  resulted  in  the  operating 
deficit  of  $34,360  (budget  deficit  $74,050)  compared  to  the  deficit  of  $123,712  for  the 
preceding  year.  The  income  from  Investments  totaled  $86,193  and  resulted  in  an  excess 
of  Income  over  Expenses  of  $51,833  for  the  year.  The  increase  in  per  capital  levy  and 
the  decrease  in  expenses  are  the  major  factors  in  this  improvement  of  $68,388  in  our 
results  for  the  year  (2000  an  excess  of  $51,833;  1999  a  deficit  of  $16,855).  The  difficult 
decision  regarding  the  increase  in  the  per  capita  levy  for  current  fiscal  year  is  the  major 
reason  for  the  improvement  in  our  financial  results  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2000. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  results,  there  was  investment  income  of  $86,221  compared 
to  the  investment  income  of  $80,066  for  the  prior  year.  The  increase  in  investment 
income  is  the  result  of  the  earnings  on  our  investments  in  Mutual  Funds  made  during 
the  prior  fiscal  year.  The  total  capital  investments  of  $1,175,399  as  at  June  30,  2000 
represent  an  increase  of  $34,587  over  the  balance  of  $1,142,812  as  at  June  30,  1999. 
The  increase  has  been  invested  in  Equities  which  now  represent  19%  of  our  investment 
portfolio. 

The  current  year  shows  a  net  surplus  of  $51,833  compared  to  the  net  deficit  of  $16,855 
for  1999.  The  budget  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  2000  projected  a  net  surplus  of 
$5,950.  The  Revenue  for  the  year  is  within  $1,000  of  the  Budget.  The  Expenses  are 
$39,000  less  than  the  Budget,  the  results  of  reductions  in  printing,  long  term  service 
pins,  travel  costs,  donations  (no  major  national  disasters)  and  the  annual  session  expens¬ 
es. 

The  budget  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  June  30,  2001,  reflects  a  break  even  position  in  that 
the  Revenue  and  Expenses  are  at  the  same  level.  The  Revenue  does  include  the  increase 
of  $0.25  in  the  per  capita  levy  as  approved  at  our  last  annual  session.  The  projections 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  2002  indicate  that  with  the  continuing  effort  to  con¬ 
trol  expenses  and  maintaining  our  current  level  of  investment  income,  the  per  capita 
levy  of  $3.25  will  remain  unchanged.  We  continue  with  our  efforts  to  maintain  the  cur¬ 
rent  break  even  budget  while  holding  the  line  on  expenses  and  any  increases  in  the  per 
capita  levy.  The  decease  in  membership  is  another  factor  affecting  our  revenue  and  it  is 
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one  that  is  not  within  our  control.  However  we  must  continue  with  our  policy  of  making 
every  effort  to  ensure  that  operating  costs  do  not  exceed  revenue  to  prevent  any  erosion 
in  our  Capital  base. 

My  Brethren,  I  realize  that  the  increases  in  the  per  capita  levy  was  and  is  a  difficult 
issue  with  the  Valleys  across  Canada,  but  it  was  a  decision  that  was  necessary  for  the 
well-being  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada.  I 
thank  you  for  your  support  and  co-operation  for  doing  your  part  in  bringing  this  year  to 
a  net  surplus  position,  thus  reversing  the  deficit  trend  that  started  last  year. 

I  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  Ill  .'.Bros  .'.Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  Donald  D. 
Thornton,  33°,  for  their  invaluable  advice  and  assistance  during  the  year  as  well  as  to 
Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle,  Ms.  Irene  H.  Forbes  and  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  who  continue 
to  serve  us  so  well  in  our  office.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Your  Board  of  Trustees  reports  that  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  2000, 
the  net  assets  under  its  charge  totalled  $1,409,474,  as  compared  to  $1,357,641  at  June 
30,  1999,  an  increase  of  $51,833  which  is  the  result  of  Revenue  exceeding  Expenses  by 
the  same  amount.  The  details  are  shown  in  the  Annual  Financial  Statements  attached. 

During  the  year  no  securities  matured  or  were  recalled  for  redemption.  We  did  sell 
$25,000  of  Farm  Credit  Corporation  Bonds  maturing  in  2000  for  a  loss  of  $28  and  rein¬ 
vested  these  proceeds  along  with  $32,000  in  cash  in  Equities.  Our  investment  in 
Equities  now  represent  19%  of  our  total  investments  which  is  within  the  guidelines  of 
our  investment  policy  of  having  10-25%  of  our  portfolio  in  Equities.  The  full  details  of 
the  securities  sold  and  purchased  during  the  year  are  disclosed  in  the  Annual  Financial 
Statements. 

All  securities  were  held  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  ART.  35.  (b)  of  the 
Statutes  and  the  income  therefrom  has  been  paid  to  Supreme  Council.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  GRAND  SECRETARY-GENERAL 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

The  Annual  Report  of  Membership  for  the  year  ended  May  31,  2000  shows  a  net 
decrease  (Lodges  of  Perfection)  of  1,023  or  3.9%  resulting  in  a  total  membership  of 
25,090.  In  the  same  period,  membership  in  Craft  Lodges  in  Canada  decreased  by  3,579 
or  2.9%. 

Membership  in  the  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix  decreased  by  832  or  3.6%,  and  in  the 
Consistories  by  596  or  2.9%. 

In  late  September  and  early  October,  we  travelled  first  to  Atlantic  City,  NJ,  and  then  to 
Washington,  DC,  to  attend,  with  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Martin  and  Lieutenant 
Grand  Commander  Byrne,  the  Annual  Communication  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  U.S.A.,  and  then  the  Annual  Communication  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction.  These  were  delightful  experiences  and 
useful  in  affording  the  opportunity  to  observe  how  other  Supreme  Councils  conduct 
their  annual  sessions. 

Computerization 

As  we  reported  last  year,  the  planned  computerization  of  the  procedures  in  the  office 
continues. 

We  are  still  in  the  midst  of  entering  the  data  from  our  membership  card  file  into  the 
Access  data  base  program.  We  are  keying  the  membership  by  province  and  when  a 
province  is  completed,  we  send  membership  lists  to  the  constituent  bodies  in  that 
province  to  be  compared  to  their  records  and  differences  accounted  for.  We  are  now 
keying  the  records  for  Ontario,  all  other  provinces  having  been  keyed. 

The  verification  of  our  membership  lists  is  not  a  difficult  procedure,  but  it  requires  the 
assistance  and  co-operation  of  each  Grand  Secretary  and  Registrar,  at  the  proper  time, 
to  account  for  his  membership  in  our  files.  The  length  of  time  it  takes,  depends  entirely 
on  the  level  of  co-operation  expended  by  the  Grand  Secretary /Registrar. 

We  expected  differences  and  they  do,  indeed,  exist.  Prior  to  May  31,  2000,  of  the  106 
constituent  bodies  in  Canada,  we  had  sent  out  membership  lists  to  70  bodies  to  be  veri¬ 
fied  as  of  May  31,  1999.  (The  remaining  36  bodies  are  in  Ontario.)  Of  the  70  sent  out, 
only  the  membership  of  38  bodies  have  been  verified.  We  sincerely  thank  the  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Registrars  of  those  38  bodies  for  their  co-operation. 

The  data  base  program  has  been  written  in  accordance  with  the  membership  require¬ 
ments  as  stated  in  the  Statutes  and  includes  the  ability  to  maintain  addresses.  The  pro¬ 
gram  is  available  for  use  by  constituent  bodies.  An  additional  module  is  required  to  be 
written  to  record  dues  information.  We  continue  to  be  indebted  to  Bro.  Kris  Nickerson, 
of  Grant  Thornton,  our  Auditors,  for  his  expertise  in  programming  the  data  base  and  in 
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making  any  changes  that  are  necessary.  We  thank  Mrs.  Katie  B.  Benton  for  returning  to 
our  office  to  key  the  membership  data  from  our  cards. 

Website 

In  September  1998,  Supreme  Council  opened  a  Website  on  the  Internet.  Our  Website 
was  designed  with  a  view  that  we  might  set  up  an  Internet  location  and  E-mail  access  to 
assist  communications  between  valleys  and  Supreme  Council  and  to  promote  Scottish 
Rite  Freemasonry  to  other  masons  and  to  the  public.  Up  to  the  time  of  preparing  this 
report,  there  have  been  over  78,000  user  sessions  recorded  on  the  site,  each  of  these 
users  averaging  a  look  at  10  or  more  of  our  pages  of  information  per  session.  We  con¬ 
tinue  to  receive  many  favourable  comments  from  around  the  world  about  the  appear¬ 
ance,  sound,  and  contents  of  the  site. 

We  are  indebted  to  Ill .’.Bro.*.  James  F.  T.  Kirk- White,  32°,  a  member  of  Barrie  Valley, 
who  designed  the  site  and  who  maintains  the  content  such  that  it  is  varied  and  interest¬ 
ing.  The  offer  has  been  made,  and  is  still  open,  to  each  valley  wishing  to  do  so,  to  also 
have  a  page  on  our  site.  By  sharing  the  site  and  its  costs,  all  valleys  will  be  enabled  to 
have  a  professional-looking  presence  on  the  Internet  at  an  affordable  price. 

Modern  Technology  Concerns 

While  we  are  promoting  the  use  of  modern  technology  to  improve  our  record  keeping, 
to  improve  our  communications,  and  to  improve  our  image,  we  must  ever  bear  in  mind 
our  Masonic  requirements. 

Although  we  are  promoting  the  use  of  E-mail,  we  should  point  out  that  ART.  69.  of  the 
Statutes  does  not  specifically,  at  this  time,  authorize  the  use  of  E-mail  to  send  notices  of 
meetings  to  our  members. 

We  have  received  inquiries  about  the  supplying  of  rituals  and  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations  to  our  constituent  bodies  on  computer  diskettes.  The  printed  rituals  and  the 
Statutes  and  Regulations  issued  by  the  Supreme  Council  office,  and  containing  the  seal 
of  Supreme  Council,  are  copies  of  these  documents  as  authorized  by  the  Executive 
Sessions  of  Supreme  Council.  To  issue  these  documents  on  computer  diskette  would 
leave  them  open  to  unauthorized  “revision”. 

With  the  equipment  now  available,  it  is  very  easy  to  prepare  audio-tapes  and  video¬ 
tapes.  We  remind  our  constituent  bodies  of  the  admonition  in  our  craft  obligation:  “ . I 

will  not  write . indite,  mark,  print,  carve,  engrave,  or  otherwise  them  delineate....”. 

Degrees  or  degree  lectures,  whether  being  performed  or  exemplified,  must  not  be  taped. 
This  reminder  does  not  preclude  the  taping  of  music,  where  deemed  necessary,  for  use 
in  a  degree  to  make  it  more  enjoyable. 

Supreme  Council  Office 

The  Supreme  Council  Office  is  located  in  a  house  owned  by  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  at  152  George  Street  in  Hamilton,  Ontario.  Our  occupancy  costs  include  the 
rent  plus  heat,  power,  and  maintenance.  While  our  computer  equipment  is  currently 
updated,  other  aspects  of  the  office  equipment  and  operation  require  improving.  Before 
proceeding  with  further  updating,  as  suggested  by  the  Advisory  Council  the  writer  has 
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been  negotiating  with  Towers  Inc.,  the  corporate  body  that  administer  the  building  com¬ 
plex  housing  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral,  to  ascertain  if  there  is  space  available  in  that 
complex  to  also  house  the  Supreme  Council  office.  If  feasible,  the  result  could  be  con¬ 
solidation  of  our  costs  and  a  more  efficient  office  location. 

Although  we  might  repeat  these  thanks  each  year,  they  are  no  less  sincere.  The  staff 
members  of  the  office  of  Supreme  Council  require  the  assistance  and  input  from  many 
sources  in  order  to  perform  our  tasks.  To  those  Grand  Secretaries  and  Registrars  who 
submitted  their  annual  reports  when  they  were  due,  I  extend  our  sincere  thanks.  I,  again 
this  year,  extend  sincere  thanks  to  the  Committee  Chairmen  and  the  Deputies  who  co¬ 
operated  by  submitting  their  reports  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  booklet  of  advance 
reports  and  to  our  auditors  who  completed  their  audit  in  record  time  and  had  the  finan¬ 
cial  statements  available  for  that  booklet. 

The  office  of  Supreme  Council  continues  to  benefit  from  a  knowledgable  and  dedicated 
staff.  I  thank  Ms.  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Ms.  Irene  H.  Forbes  for  continuing  their 
devotion  and  dedication  in  performing,  so  well,  the  tasks  required  in  this  office.  I  sin¬ 
cerely  thank  Ill .'.Bro.'. Donald  D.  Thornton,  33°,  Executive  Secretary,  for  his  contin¬ 
ued  co-operation  and  support  and,  particularly  this  year,  for  his  assistance  in  transcrib¬ 
ing  the  minutes  of  the  Supreme  Council  sessions.  I  extend  my  thanks  to  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  Glenn  M.  Martin  for  his  support  and  advice  during  the  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
AUDIT  AND  FINANCE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

ART.  40.  (a)  of  the  Statutes  details  the  duties  of  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance 
and  the  Committee  now  reports  to  Supreme  Council  on  the  discharge  of  these  duties. 

Constituent  Body  Financial  Returns 

The  major  activity  of  this  Committee  is  to  examine  and  report  on  the  annual  financial 
statements  of  the  constituent  bodies.  Each  valley  is  required  to  submit  the  financial 
information  that  is  given  to  each  of  their  members  annually.  They  are  also  required  to 
submit,  with  that  information,  completed  copies  of  the  six  AE  Eorms  prescribed  by  this 
Committee  of  Supreme  Council.  A  revision  of  these  six  Forms  was  completed  in 
December  1999,  in  an  effort  to  improve  the  consistency  of  the  information  received 
from  each  valley.  Some  valleys,  that  submit  audited  financial  statements,  are  exempted 
from  the  requirement  of  submitting  all  six  AF  Forms.  However,  every  valley  is  required 
to  complete  the  General  Form  (AFl)  that  contains  important  information  not  usually 
found  in  financial  statements.

This  year,  Annual  Returns  were  received  from  only  44  of  the  48  valleys  of  our  Supreme 
Council.  One  of  the  four  delinquent  valleys  has  not  submitted  a  return  for  the  last  two 
years,  and  our  concern  about  this  three-year  omission  has  been  expressed  to  the  Deputy. 
We  have  been  assured  that  the  other  three  outstanding  reports  will  be  submitted  shortly, 
and  we  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  review  them  at  that  time. 

The  chief  objectives  of  our  review  are  twofold.  First,  to  offer  information  that  may 
assist  the  constituent  bodies  in  their  financial  planning;  and  second,  to  be  assured  that 
every  member  of  that  body  is  adequately  informed  of  its  financial  position.  This  year’s 
annual  review  revealed  some  deficiencies  in  the  reports  of  a  few  valleys,  and  the 
reviewers  offered  constructive  comments  about  the  returns  received  from  several  other 
valleys.  Although  practically  all  of  the  valleys  continue  to  be  faced  with  declining 
membership  and  increased  administrative  expenses,  most  of  these  issues  are  being 
addressed,  and  our  review  of  the  returns  indicates  that  the  constituent  bodies  are,  gener¬ 
ally  speaking,  in  satisfactory  financial  shape.  However,  we  again  recommend  that  each 
valley  conduct  a  review  of  their  financial  position  at  regular  intervals,  and  that  a  five- 
year  financial  forecast  should  be  prepared  annually  to  assist  in  this  financial  planning. 
We  also  express  our  concern  about  the  proof  of  adequacy  of  Commutation  Funds,  and 
we  strongly  suggest  that  a  professional  actuarial  opinion  be  obtained  from  time  to  time. 
It  is,  in  our  opinion,  most  important  that  the  questions  relating  to  Commuted  Dues  pro¬ 
grams  on  the  AFl  Form  are  fully  answered. 

The  Deputies  of  Supreme  Council  will  again  be  provided  with  a  detailed  summary  of 
the  comments  made  by  the  reviewers,  and  we  urge  each  Deputy  to  create  an  opportunity 
to  discuss  these  comments  in  detail  with  the  appropriate  officers  of  the  constituent  bod¬ 
ies  within  their  jurisdiction. 

Constituent  Bodies  By-Law  Amendments 

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  has  reviewed  all  requests  for  By-Law  amendments  per¬ 
taining  to  financial  matters,  and  has  forwarded  comments  and  recommendations  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  concerning  these. 

Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  Grand  Treasurer-General, 
and  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Auditors 

The  Committee  have  examined  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  the 
Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  Auditor.  All  of  these  reports 
were  found  to  be  acceptable  and  the  Committee  recommend  their  adoption. 

Financial  Operations  for  the  Year  Ended  June  30,  2000 

The  financial  statements  of  Supreme  Council  for  the  year  ended  June  30th,  2000  were 
reviewed.  The  total  operations  for  the  year  resulted  in  an  excess  of  revenue  over 
expenses  in  the  amount  of  $51,833.,  compared  with  a  budgeted  excess  of  revenue  over 
expenses  in  the  amount  of  $5,950.  Operating  revenues  for  the  same  fiscal  year  were 
$4,478.  under  budget,  but  expenses  were  also  below  budget  in  the  amount  of  $44,168. 
This  resulted  in  a  net  operating  deficit  of  $34,360.  compared  to  the  budget  forecast  of 
$74,050.  Also,  our  investment  income  was  $6,193.  more  than  forecasted  resulting  in  a 
total  excess  of  revenue  over  expenses  in  the  amount  of  $51,833.,  an  improvement  of 
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$45,883.  from  the  budget  forecast.  The  operations  of  the  prior  year,  ended  June  30th, 
1999,  had  resulted  in  a  deficiency  of  revenue  over  expense  in  the  amount  of  $16,855. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  the  financial  statements  for  the  year  ended  June  30th, 
2000  be  adopted  as  presented. 

Budget  2000-2001 

The  Grand  Treasurer-General  presented  the  proposed  budget,  along  with  suitable  back¬ 
ground  information  on  the  various  revenue  and  expense  categories.  This  budget  for  the 
2000-2001  fiscal  period  projects  an  excess  of  revenue  over  expense  in  the  amount  of 
approximately  $1,000.  After  thorough  review,  we  recommend  adoption  of  that  proposed 
budget. 

The  Grand  Treasurer-General  then  presented  a  preliminary  budget  for  the  2001-2002 
fiscal  period.  It  was  also  a  “break-even”  budget  projecting  a  similar  excess  of  revenue 
over  expense  of  $1,000. 

As  recommended  last  year,  the  Budget  for  each  fiscal  year  beginning  on  July  1st  is  to  be 
prepared  by  the  end  of  February,  being  four  months  before  the  beginning  of  that  fiscal 
year.  The  Grand  Treasurer-General  prepares  it,  using  Administrative  Expense  estimates 
prepared  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  and  estimates  of  travel  expense  provided  by 
the  Officers  of  Supreme  Council.  After  consultation  with  the  Committee  on  Audit  and 
Finance,  the  Grand  Treasurer-General  then  presents  it  to  the  Annual  Executive  Session 
of  Supreme  Council  for  approval. 

General 

We  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the  considerable  assistance  given  to  us  by 
the  Grand  Treasurer-General,  the  Grand  Secretary-General,  the  Executive  Secretary, 
and  the  helpful  and  efficient  staff  in  the  Supreme  Council  Office  in  Hamilton.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  FRATERNAL  RELATIONS 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry 
of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

ART.  40.  (c)  of  the  Statutes  of  this  Supreme  Council  require  the  Committee  on 
Fraternal  Relations  to  keep  informed  with  respect  to  fraternal  relations  with  other 
Supreme  Councils  and  Masonic  bodies  throughout  the  world,  to  advise  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  with  respect  to  the  conduct  thereof,  and  to  report  thereon  to  this 
Supreme  Council  at  each  Annual  Session.  In  discharge  of  this  duty  imposed  upon  it,  the 
Committee  on  Fraternal  Relations  reports  af  follows. 

XVI  CONFERENCE  OF  SUPREME  COUNCILS  OF  THE  WORLD 

The  Conference,  hosted  by  the  Supreme  Council  of  Brazil,  was  held  from  May  23  to  26, 
2000  at  the  Sofitel  Rio  Palace  Hotel  at  Copacabana  Beach,  Rio  de  Janerio.  Rio  was  a 
particularly  appropriate  venue  for  the  holding  of  the  Conference  since  the  year  2000 
marked  the  500th  anniversary  of  the  Portuguese  discovery  of  Brazil. 

Representatives  of  seventeen  Supreme  Councils  from  Europe,  Western  Asia,  Africa  and 
the  North  and  South  American  continents  were  in  attendance.  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander  Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  accompanied  by  his  wife,  Nancy,  represented  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Canada. 

Papers  were  read  addressing  the  Conference  theme:  “The  permanent  struggle  against  all 
manner  of  preconceptions  and  prejudices  to  warrant  the  establishment  of  a  welcome  and 
universal  Peace  at  the  beginning  of  the  Third  Millenium”.  The  Canadian  paper  was 
written  by  Ill Bro Hon.  John  A.  Matheson,  33°.  Ill Bro  Byrne,  who  read  it  in  pre¬ 
cis  form  to  the  Conference  reported,  not  surprisingly  considering  its  authorship,  that 
many  delegates  told  him  it  was  the  best  paper  presented  at  the  Conference. 
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The  conference  Committee  on  Propositions  submitted  the  following  proposals  which 
were  adopted  unanimously  by  the  delegates: 

“In  order  to  focus  the  efforts  that  our  Rite  should  undertake  to  contribute  to  the  struggle 
against  prejudices  that  cause  conflicts,  it  seems  necessary  to  develop  the  human  and 
spiritual  abilities  of  the  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  and  for  this  purpose  to  turn  to  our 
ritualistic  practices,  complying  as  closely  as  possible  with  both  the  spirit  and  the  letter 
of  the  precepts  in  the  Constitutions  of  1762  and  1786,  which  remain  our  only  funda¬ 
mental  Laws. 

Furthermore,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  possible  developments  that  may  be  intro¬ 
duced  by  each  Supreme  Council  into  the  rituals  in  effect  within  its  Jurisdiction,  accom¬ 
panied  by  the  reasons  that  prompted  them,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  other  Supreme 
Councils  for  informative  purposes  through  the  Office  of  the  Presidency  of  the  World 
Conference,  which  handles  liaison  and  continuity  between  the  five-year  sessions. 

Moreover,  the  Commission  has  closely  examined  the  idea  put  forward  by  various 
Supreme  Councils  of  using  the  latest  information  technology  facilities  to  expedite  the 
practice  of  the  Rite  and  the  operation  of  the  Jurisdictions,  with  the  proviso  that  such 
facilities  should  be  fully  validated  in  terms  of  security,  integrity,  authentication  and  the 
protection  of  data  handled  in  this  manner,  within  the  framework  of  the  legal  arrange¬ 
ments  of  each  country.” 

The  Supreme  Council,  Ill Bro Luiz  Fernando  Rodriques  Torres,  33°,  and 
Ill .'.Bro.'.  Alberto  Mansur,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  President  of  the 
Organizational  Committee,  and  an  Honorary  Member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  are  to 
be  congratulated  for  hosting  a  most  successful  Conference. 

Conference  of  English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils 

The  10th  Conference  of  English-Speaking  Supreme  Councils  was  originally  scheduled 
to  be  held  in  Washington,  D.C.,  in  May  2000.  When  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  unilaterally  withdrew  its 
invitation  to  host  the  Conference,  consultation  among  other  Supreme  Councils  resulted 
in  an  invitation  being  extended  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  to  host 
a  meeting  in  London,  July  7-9,  2000. 

The  delegates  were  welcomed  at  10  Duke  Street,  St.  James,  by  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  M.'.P.’.Bro.'.Rev.  Canon  Richard  Tydeman,  33°.  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  Ill.'. Bro. ‘.Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°,  represented  Canada,  and,  in  addition, 
representatives  from  both  American  Supreme  Councils,  Denmark,  Finland,  Ireland,  The 
Netherlands,  New  Zealand,  Scotland,  and  Sweden  were  in  attendance. 

A  paper  entitled  “The  Ancient  and  Accepted  Rite  and  The  Technological  Revolution”, 
presented  by  V.'.P.'.Bro.'.R.  S.  E.,  Sandbach,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  England  and  Wales,  was  received  and  discussed. 

A  presentation  on  the  Irish  Constitution  was  received  from  M.'.P.’.Bro.’.the  Marquis 
of  Donegall,  L.V.O.,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of 
Ireland.  M.'.P.’.Bro..‘.R.  Aktokari,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  gave  a  presen¬ 
tation  on  Freemasonry  in  Finland,  and  Ill  .‘.John  E.  Moyers,  33°,  Grand  Master  of 
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Ceremonies  of  the  Supreme  Council,  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  made  a  plea  for 
financial  and  fraternal  support  of  Emerging  Supreme  Councils. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  conference  was  the  conferral  of  the  32°  on  two  of  the 
brethren  from  London. 

Your  Committee  commends  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales  for  agreeing 
to  hold  the  conference,  and  for  doing  so  so  very  successfully. 

Ancient  Arabic  Order  Nobles  of  the  Mystic  Shrine 

Last  year  your  committee  reported  that  several  Canadian  temples  of  the  Shrine  had 
received  permission  from  the  Imperial  Council  to  accept  into  their  membership  Master 
Masons  without  prior  qualifications  of  holding  membership  in  either  the  York  Rite  or 
Scottish  Rite. 

Following  the  uproar  occasioned  by  the  proposal  of  the  Imperial  Potentate,  Ralph  W. 
Semb,  at  the  Conference  of  Grand  Masters  of  North  America  in  Savannah,  Georgia,  on 
February  22,  2000  to  allow  non-Masons  to  become  Shriners,  a  meeting  was  convened  at 
Shrine  headquarters  in  Tampa,  Florida,  on  April  17,  2000. 

Present  were  representatives  from  the  Shrine,  ten  Grand  Lodge  jurisdictions,  the  York 
Rite,  and  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  and  Northern  Masonic 
Jurisdiction,  USA,  and  Canada.  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°, 
represented  Canada. 

The  result  of  the  meeting  seemed  to  be  unanimous  approval  for  a  proposal  sponsored  by 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  two  American  Supreme  Councils,  to  form  a 
voluntary  alliance  of  Masonic  organizations,  to  be  called  the  Intra  Fraternal  Masonic 
Alliance,  to  serve  as  a  central  clearing  house  for  Masonic  bodies  throughout  North 
America  to  seek  to  bring  unity  to  Masonry’s  efforts  to  build  membership. 

Encouraged  by  this  apparently  positive  response,  an  organizational  meeting  of  the 
Alliance  was  scheduled  to  be  held  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  on  May  16,  2000. 

At  St.  Louis,  where  the  meeting  was  attended  by  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Martin 
and  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  Byrne,  the  name  of  the  proposed  organization  was 
changed  to  Masonic  Alliance  of  North  America.  However,  the  Imperial  Potentate  stated 
that  the  Shrine  did  not  want  to  be  part  of  the  Alliance,  and  he  would  be  continuing  to 
push  for  “social  membership”  for  the  Shrine. 

Finally,  at  the  Imperial  Council  Session  held  in  Boston,  in  July,  the  Shrine  resolved  to 
admit  into  membership  Master  Masons  without  the  previous  requirement  that  applicants 
must  be  either  Knights  Templar  or  32°  Scottish  Rite  Masons. 

The  United  Supreme  Council,  A.  &  A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry, 

Prince  Hall  Affiliation,  Northern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  Inc. 

Following  discussions  between  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Samuel  Brogden,  Jr.,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  The  United  Supreme  Council,  A.  &  A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry,  Prince  Hall 
Affiliation,  Northern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  Inc.,  and  Ill  .’.Bro .’.Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°, 
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Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  the  following  resolu¬ 
tion  was  adopted  by  both  Supreme  Councils. 

“Having  recognized  the  fact  that  the  Supreme  Council  of  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  and  the  United  Supreme  Council  Ancient  and 
Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry,  Prince  Hall  Affiliation  Northern  Jurisdiction 
USA  are  regular  in  origin  and  legitimate  in  nature,  now  therefore  be  it  resolved  that: 

Each  Supreme  Council  will  retain  it  sovereignty  and  remain  autonomous  within  its 
respective  jurisdiction,  operating  as  heretofore,  with  its  separate  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  constitutions  and  regulations,  etc,  and 

Upon  approval  of  this  resolution  by  both  Supreme  Councils,  the  Supreme  Councils  will 
communicate  and  accord  visitation  rights  to  each  other  to  the  extent  that  the  several 
Grand  Lodge  jurisdictions  now  and  from  time  to  time  hereafter  agree  to  exchange  fra¬ 
ternal  recognition  and  rights  of  visitation  in  their  respective  jurisdictions,” 

Masonic  protocol  requires  that  a  younger  Masonic  Body  approach  an  older  Body  to 
seek  recognition.  It  was  originally  believed  by  our  Supreme  Council  that  we  were  the 
younger  Body,  Hence  we  requested  recognition  from  the  Supreme  Council,  Prince  Hall 
Affiliation.  Subsequently,  it  was  discovered  that  their  Supreme  Council  was  not  estab¬ 
lished  until  1881,  They  are  now  in  the  process  of  seeking  formal  recognition  from  the 
Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  which,  of  course,  will  be  immediately  granted  within  the 
terms  of  the  resolution  aforesaid. 

England  and  Wales 

Your  Committee  was  saddened,  as  was  the  entire  Masonic  world,  to  receive  the  news  of 
the  death  of  M.Mll.'.Bro.'. Sir  James  Stubbs,  KCVO  TD,  33°,  Sir  James  combined  an 
immense  Masonic  knowledge  with  great  personal  charm.  He  will  be  best  remembered 
for  his  years  of  service  as  Grand  Secretary  of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England. 
Eollowing  his  retirement  from  that  office,  he  served  for  a  time  as  Grand  Chancellor  of 
the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales.  Our  deepest  sympathy  is  extended  to  the 
Supreme  Council. 

On  a  happier  note,  your  Committee  is  most  pleased  to  congratulate  Ill Bro  Harold  E. 
Crosby,  33°,  Immediate  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  upon  his  election  as  an 
Honorary  Member  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  England  and  Wales. 

Ireland 

Your  Committee  extends  best  wishes  to  The  Most  Hon,  Marquis  of  Donegall,  L.V.O. 
upon  his  election  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  for  Ireland, 
and  to  Ven.  Archdeacon  Richard  Clayton  Stevenson,  M.A.,  whom  he  has  appointed 
Lieutenant  Grand  Commander. 

Philippines 

Congratulations  are  extended  to  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Philippines  on  attaining  its 
Golden  Anniversary  on  January  1,  2000.  We  hope  that  the  celebrations  of  this  achieve- 
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ment  timed  to  coincide  with  the  50th  Annual  Session  of  their  Supreme  Council,  May  9- 

I I,  2000,  were  most  enjoyable  and  successful. 

Russia 

Although  this  Supreme  Council  receives  no  communications  from  the  Supreme  Council 
of  Russia  despite  the  fact  that  the  Chairman  of  this  Committee,  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  attended  the  Ceremonies  of  Consecration  of  the 
Russian  Supreme  Council  in  Moscow,  on  July  6,  1996,  and  is  Representative  near  this 
Supreme  Council,  your  Committee  takes  note  of  the  circular  letter  issued  by  Ill.  C.  Fred 
Kleinknecht,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Supreme  Council  Southern 
Jurisdiction,  USA,  on  June  19,  2000. 

III.  Kleinknecht  drew  attention  to  the  dire  need  for  funds  by  both  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Russia  and  the  Supreme  Council  of  Russia.  He  has  established  the  “Russian  Masonic 
Centre  Restoration  Fund”,  and  has  offered  to  match  up  to  US$5,000.  for  any  contribu¬ 
tions  made  to  further  Masonic  activities  in  Russia.  Contributions  to  the  fund  can  be  sent 
to  his  office  and  they  will  in  turn  be  forwarded  to  the  bank  designated  by  the  Supreme 
Council  of  Russia. 

As  Ill.  Kleinknecht  says,  “This  is  an  opportunity  to  put  Masonry  into  action  by  helping 
our  Brethren  in  a  laudable  undertaking”. 

Slovenia 

Following  the  establishment  of  a  Grand  Lodge  in  Slovenia,  a  Supreme  Council  for 
Slovenia  was  installed  on  March  25,  2000.  The  ritual  of  installation  was  performed  in 
Ljubljana  by  the  Supreme  Council  for  Austria  with  the  assistance  of  the  Italian  Supreme 
Council.  Delegations  from  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA, 
France,  Germany,  Portugal,  and  Poland  attended  the  ceremony. 

A  request  for  recognition  by  the  Supreme  Council  has  been  received  from  the  Supreme 
Council  for  Slovenia.  It  would  seem  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Supreme  Council  are  regular 
but,  in  accordance  with  our  practice,  this  Committee  will  not  recommend  recognition 
until  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Slovenia  has  been  recognized  by  Canadian  Grand  Lodges.  We 
do,  however,  wish  the  new  Supreme  Council  well. 

Spain 

At  the  1998  Annual  Session  of  this  Supreme  Council,  recognition  of  the  Supreme 
Council  for  Spain  was,  on  the  recommendation  of  your  Committee,  suspended,  follow¬ 
ing  similar  action  previously  taken  by  a  number  of  Supreme  Councils,  including  those 
of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  USA,  Belgium,  and  France. 

It  would  appear  that  the  difficulties  in  Spain  which  precipitated  this  action  have  now 
been  amicably  resolved.  Several  Supreme  Councils  including  those  of  the  Southern 
Jurisdiction,  USA,  Belgium,  France,  Portugal,  and  Iran-in-Exile  have  re-established 
recognition. 

Your  Committee  recommends  that  this  Supreme  Council  withdraw  its  suspension  and 
again  extend  recognition  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  Spain. 
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Togo 

Your  Committee  has  received  word  that  on  August  5,  2000,  that  the  Supreme  Council 
for  France  will  consecrate  the  Supreme  Council  of  Togo  at  Lome. 

We  offer  our  congratulations  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  France  for  their  initiative,  and 
extend  our  best  wishes  to  the  newest  member  of  the  family  of  Supreme  Councils. 

Turkey 

Your  Committee  extends  congratulations  to  the  Supreme  Council  for  Turkey  on  the 
Dedication  and  Installation  of  a  new  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  the  Valley  of  Istanbul. 
The  chapter  took  the  name  “Irfan”,  and  is  to  work  the  15°  and  18°. 

“Irfan”  is  the  sixth  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  Istanbul  and  the  tenth  in  Turkey. 

United  States  of  America 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Ill  .’.Bro.'.  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander  Ill Bro Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  and  Grand  Secretary-General 
Ill.’.  Bro  .'.Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  reported  most  favourably  on  their  attendances  at  the 
1999  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council,  Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction,  held  in 
Atlantic  City,  New  Jersey,  and  at  the  Biennial  Meeting  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the 
Southern  Jurisdiction  in  Washington. 

Your  Committee  expresses  appreciation  to  the  two  American  Supreme  Councils  for  the 
courtesies  extended  to  the  representatives  of  this  Supreme  Council. 

We  look  forward  to  welcoming  their  representatives  to  our  2000  Annual  Session  in 
Winnipeg,  in  September. 

Concordant  Bodies 

Your  Committee  is  pleased  to  report  the  continued  excellent  relations  existing  between 
this  Supreme  Council  and  its  constituent  Bodies  and  the  Grand  Lodges  in  all  ten 
provinces,  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  and  all  Bodies  of  the  York  Rite  throughout 
Canada. 

Your  Committee,  together  with  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  the  other  officers 
of  this  Supreme  Council,  look  forward  to  welcoming  to  our  2000  Annual  Session  M.W. 
Bro.  Richard  A.  Porter,  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  A.  F.  & 
A.M.  of  Manitoba. 

Also  gracing  our  Annual  Session  will  be  Most  Eminent  Knight  and  Ill. ’.Bro .‘.Larry  J. 
Hostine,  G.C.T.,  32°,  Supreme  Grand  Master  of  the  Sovereign  Great  Priory  of  Canada

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  THE  GENERAL  STATE  OF  THE  RITE 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Introduction 

In  compliance  with  Article  40(d)  of  the  Statutes,  your  eommittee  is  pleased  to  submit 
this  annual  report  which  contains  matters  pertaining  to  the  State  of  the  Rite  throughout 
this  jurisdiction. 

The  source  materials  contained  in  this  report  were  gathered  from  the  sunmnonses  and 
newsletters  received  from  the  Grand  Secretaries/Registrars  from  the  valleys  in  Canada 
and  from  the  Reports  of  the  Deputies  received  at  year-end. 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  all  for  their  assistance. 

Across  Canada 

Our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  continued  his  visits  to  valleys  throughout  Canada  in 
1999  and  2000.  His  travels,  during  our  125th  Anniversary  year,  included  the  following 
stops. 

In  Quebec  City,  he  attended  the  1 10th  Anniversary  of  the  Quebec  Valley. 

In  Montreal,  he  conducted  the  ceremonies  of  Institution,  Constitution  and  Consecration 
of  the  new  lodge  called  La  Loge  Fleur  de  Lys. 

In  Ontario,  he  visited  the  Valleys  of  Barrie,  Hamilton,  Kingston,  North  Bay,  Sault  Ste. 
Marie,  and  Thunder  Bay. 

In  Saskatoon,  the  three  bodies  of  the  Valley  of  Saskatoon  honoured  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander  and  Mrs.  Martin  at  a  banquet  in  their  honour. 
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In  British  Columbia,  he  visited  the  valleys  in  Langley,  Castlegar/Nelson,  and  Prince 
George.  The  meeting  in  Prince  George  was  a  combined  meeting  for  the  valleys  from 
Prince  Rupert  and  Prince  George.

In  February,  the  officers,  members  and  ladies  from  the  Valley  of  Windsor,  Ontario  vis¬ 
ited  the  Valley  of  Detroit,  Michigan. 

In  April,  members  of  the  Valley  of  Sarnia,  Ontario  visited  Detroit,  Michigan.  The 
brethren  witnessed  the  25°  and  the  32°  as  part  of  the  “Millennium  Reunion”  for  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  in  the  U.S.A. 

In  April  the  consistory  of  the  Valley  of  Vermont,  in  Burlington,  visited  the  consistory  in 
the  Valley  of  Montreal  where  the  Burlington  brethren  portrayed  the  31°.  A  return  visit 
is  in  the  planning  stages. 

In  October,  2000  the  Valley  of  Calgary  is  planning  to  visit  Great  Falls,  Montana. 

Ventures  in  Ritual  -  Inter- Valley  Visits 

Your  committee  is  encouraged  to  see  the  number  of  inter-valley  visits  taking  place. 
Some  of  these  visits  are  mentioned  below. 

The  brethren  from  the  Isle  Royal  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  in  Sydney,  NS,  travelled  to 
Summerside,  PE  to  present  the  17°  as  part  of  the  Rose  Croix  reunion  in  Summerside. 

In  September  1999  members  from  the  Moncton  Lodge  of  Perfection  visited  Fredericton 
to  exemplify  the  12°.  In  April  2000,  brethren  from  Saint  John  Lodge  of  Perfection  visit¬ 
ed  Fredericton  to  exemplify  the  9°. 

In  April  brethren  from  Lethbridge’s  Chinook  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  presented  the  15° 
in  Medicine  Hat  for  the  first  time  ever. 

In  British  Columbia,  members  of  Colville  Lodge  of  Perfection  from  Nanaimo  travelled 
to  Campbell  River  to  present  the  14°  for  candidates  from  the  Strathcona  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  Colville  Lodge  of  Perfection. 

Brethren  from  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  travelled  to  Nanaimo  to  present  the  10°  for 
candidates  from  both  valleys. 
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We  extend  our  congratulations  to  the  valleys  that  arranged  these  fraternal  visits. 

Special  Events 

In  1999  the  brethren  from  the  Valley  of  Halifax,  in  co-operation  with  the  Alzheimer’s 
Society  for  Nova  Scotia,  entered  into  a  special  event  known  as  the  “Alzheimer  Project 
for  1999”.  The  members  of  the  valley,  properly  identified  as  members  of  the  Scottish 
Rite,  and  as  canvassers  for  the  Alzheimer  Society,  collected  over  $14,000. 

This  year  the  valley  had  more  members  volunteer  as  canvassers  and  they  collected  more 
money  for  the  Society.  It  is  now  considered  an  annual  event  for  the  valley. 

Congratulations  to  all  of  the  participants  from  the  Valley  of  Halifax.  Your  actions  have 
increased  awareness  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  your  communities.  Well  done. 

In  conjunction  with  their  1 10th  anniversary,  the  Valley  of  Quebec  had  printed  an  excel¬ 
lent  publication  on  the  history  of  the  Scottish  Rite  from  1889  to  1999  in  the  Quebec 
City  area. 

Our  125th  Anniversary  Activities 

Many  activities  were  planned  and  held  to  celebrate  the  125th  Anniversary  of  the 
Supreme  Council  in  Canada.  Three  special  events  are  given  special  mention. 

The  most  ambitious  undertaking  that  was  planned  and  held  was  the  “Celebration  in  the 
Rockies”,  which  was  held  at  Jasper  Lodge  in  Jasper,  AB,  on  Nov.  5-7,  1999.  Twenty- 
nine  candidates  were  present  to  receive  the  compulsory  degrees  in  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  The  degrees  were  prepared  and  presented  by 
degree  teams  from  the  Prairie  Provinces.

The  Valley  of  Vancouver  hosted  a  special  communication  to  celebrate  125  years  in 
British  Columbia  on  Oct.  21-23,  1999.  At  these  special  sessions,  candidates  from 
Vancouver  Valley,  Fraser  Valley,  Valley  of  Penticton,  Valley  of  Kamloops,  Valley  of 
Kooteney,  Valley  of  Prince  George,  Valley  of  Prince  Rupert,  Valley  of  Vernon,  and  the 
Valley  of  Victoria  received  the  following  degrees:  4°,  5°,  7°,  13°,  14°,  15°,  18°,  19°, 
21°,  30°,  31°,  and  32°.  One  hundred  and  fifty  one  candidates  were  eligible  to  receive 
their  degrees. 

This  was  a  monumental  undertaking  for  the  Valley  of  Vancouver  and  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Valley  are  congratulated  for  their  hard  work  and  dedication.

The  Committee  on  Jurisprudence  and  Legislation  is  required  by  our  Statutes  and 
Regulations  to  receive  and  consider  matters  referred  to  it,  specifically  amendments  to 
the  Statutes  and  Regulations  and  to  report  thereon  to  this  Supreme  Council. 

Part  I  covers  amendments  presented  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  and  published  in  a 
timely  manner  as  required  by  ART.  47.1  (a)  i.  and  ii.  and  this  committee’s  report  thereon. 

Part  II  of  this  report  covers  the  committee’s  report  on  the  allocution  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Commander. 
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Notes  Re  Special  Treatment  Of  Presenting  Amendments 

These  amendments  are  presented  in  a  new  format  to  make  them  easier  to  visualize  and 
understand.  The  presentation  code  is  as  follows  for  each  amendment:

Explanation:  The  explanation  presented  by  the  Deputy  for  Manitoba  is  attached  as 
Schedule  “A”  hereto.  Your  Committee  notes  that  in  the  Executive 
Session  in  Halifax,  in  September  1994,  an  amendment  in  some 
aspects  similar  to  the  above  proposed  amendment  was  defeated  and, 
accordingly,  was  not  dealt  with  at  the  General  Session  at  that  time. 
Your  Committee  is  aware  that  time  and  circumstances  may  affect  the 
consideration  of  any  particular  proposal  to  amend  the  Statutes  and 
Regulations,  and  finds  the  proposed  amendment  to  be  regular,  but  in 
reporting  favourably  on  this  amendment,  does  so  to  allow  this 
amendment  to  be  considered  and  voted  on  at  the  upcoming 
Executive  Session  of  this  Supreme  Council.

1 .  ART.  26.  (a)  iv.  (9)  hold  the  Easter  Sunday  meeting  on  a  day  other  than  Easter 

Sunday,  but  in  no  case  later  than  ten  (10)  days  following 
Maundy  Thursday; 
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2.  ART.  55.  The  regular  meeting  of  a  Chapter  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  its  By¬ 
laws,  but  every  Chapter  shall  meet  on  Maundy  Thursday  and  on 
Easter  Day,  subject,  in  the  latter  case,  to  a  Dispensation  to  the  con¬ 
trary  under  ART.  26.  (a)  iv.  (9).  Its  elections  shall  be  annually  or 
biennially  as  its  By-laws  may  provide. 

Explanation:  Easter  Day  ceremony,  when  held  in  the  morning,  interferes  with 

church  attendance,  and  when  held  in  the  afternoon  interferes  with 
family  reunions.  In  addition,  over  time  the  family  unit  has  become 
less  cohesive  and  more  widely  geographically  dispersed.  As  such, 
many  members  find  themselves  sojourning  great  distances  during  a 
long  weekend  national  holiday  (i.e.  Easter  weekend)  to  be  with  their 
families  and  loved  ones.  As  a  result  of  all  of  the  above,  many  mem¬ 
bers  find  it  increasingly  difficult  to  fulfil  their  obligation  to  attend 
the  Easter  Sunday  meeting  on  Easter  Sunday. 

Your  Committee  notes  that  substantially  the  same  proposed  amendment  was  presented 
to  this  Supreme  Council  last  year  (1999)  and  was  defeated  at  the  Executive  Session  of 
this  Supreme  Council.  The  Deputy  for  Quebec  has  seen  fit  to  represent  virtually  the 
same  proposed  amendments  slightly  varied  in  Art.  26  (a)  iv  (9)  as  proposed,  but  adding 
a  ten-day  deadline  following  Maundy  Thursday.  Your  Committee  reports  that  the  fore¬ 
going  amendments  would  appear  to  be  regular,  but  is  not  making  any  recommendations 
thereto,  and  leaves  the  subject  matter  of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Executive 
Session  of  this  Supreme  Council.

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SCHEDULE “A” 

Submission  in  support  of  proposed  amendment: 

Scottish  Rite  in  Manitoba  consists  of  two  valleys.  As  of  May  1,  2000,  the  Valley  of 
Winnipeg  had  804  members  and  the  Valley  of  Brandon  had  120  members. 

Declining  membership  is  a  concern  throughout  the  fraternal  community.  Without 
becoming  philosophical  and  attempting  to  rationalize  or  excuse  the  decline,  it  is  a  fact 
of  life  and  one  that  we  all  recognize.  The  purpose  of  this  submission  is  not  to  propose 
solutions  to  declining  membership  but  to  address  a  related  problem  encountered  by 
Scottish  Rite  in  Manitoba. 

During  the  period  that  membership  in  the  Rite  was  increasing  or  indeed,  stable,  a  “cool¬ 
ing  off’  interval  between  conferring  the  3°  and  4°  was  considered  necessary.  The  many 
cogent  reasons  given  for  the  interval  were  applicable  to  the  times. 

Times  have  now  changed  and  are  continuing  to  change.  The  Manitoba  valleys  have 
been  faced  with  a  substantial  loss  of  members  since  the  Imperial  Shrine  Council  made 
an  exception  to  its  membership  requirements  in  1999.  Membership  in  Khartum  Shrine 
in  Manitoba  only  requires  a  shriner  to  be  a  Master  Mason  and  not  a  member  of  either 
Scottish  Rite  or  York  Rite. 

Rather  than  make  this  a  prerequisite  for  only  new  applicants  to  the  Shrine,  the  Shrine 
went  further  and  permitted  Shriners  to  demit  from  the  concordant  bodies.  The  net  effect 
has  been  a  loss  in  membership  in  both  the  Rite  and  the  Shrine. 

Since  the  Shrine  changed  its  membership  requirements  in  1999,  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg 
suffered  a  total  loss  of  360  members  to  May  1,  2000.  The  Shrine  losses  to  date  are  over 
125.  There  were  no  winners  as  a  result  of  the  change. 

There  are  certain  factors  that  are  perhaps  unique  in  Manitoba  that  have  influenced  me  to 
make  this  submission. 

Manitoba  has  a  population  of  slightly  over  one  million  that  is  available  to  draw  upon  in 
order  to  increase  our  Masonic  membership.  While  the  population  has  increased  slightly 
in  the  past  3  years,  the  overall  participation  in  fraternal  and  service  organizations  has 
been  decreasing  for  the  past  30  years. 

During  the  peak  membership  years  between  1945  and  1970,  Master  Masons  in  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  reached  a  high  of  16,358.  This  number  has  dwindled  over  the 
past  30  years  to  5,002  Master  Masons, 

As  at  January  1,  2000,  out  of  the  5,002  Master  Masons  in  Manitoba,  924  are  members 
of  Scottish  Rite  and  2,150  are  in  the  Shrine.  The  Shrine  figure  includes  the  approximate 
300  Shriners  residing  under  the  jurisdiction  of  Ontario  that  form  part  of  Khartum. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  amended  its  By-laws  a  few  years  ago  to  eliminate  any 
interval  between  becoming  a  Master  Mason  and  joining  a  concordant  body;  the  change 
was  made  at  the  time  to  benefit  Scottish  Rite  and  York  Rite,  not  the  Shrine. 
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There  is  no  level  playing  field  between  the  three  now  competing  fraternal  organizations 
for  the  same  members.  Neither  York  Rite  or  the  Shrine  require  any  interval  between 
becoming  a  Master  Mason  and  becoming  a  member  of  their  respective  body. 

The  argument  that  the  three  Masonic  concordant  bodies  are  not  competing  is  wrong. 
They  are  competing  for  the  time  and  the  disposable  dollars  that  young  men  have  avail¬ 
able  in  today’s  society. 

In  previous  years,  the  membership  goal  of  the  concordant  bodies  was  “quantity”.  The 
more  members  on  the  roll,  the  better  the  financial  status.  I  consider  those  now  petition¬ 
ing  Grand  Lodge  as  potential  “quality”  Masons;  those  who  will  participate  in  Masonry 
for  what  Masonry  is,  not  as  a  shortcut  to  the  “playground  of  Masonry”.  These  “quality” 
Masons  are  the  ones  we  must  attract  to  the  Scottish  Rite  fraternity. 

The  average  age  of  men  petitioning  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  is  under  40  years  for 
the  first  time  in  decades.  For  the  most  part,  these  men  are  not  joining  only  to  become 
Shriners  in  due  course,  but  to  become  part  of  the  Masonic  fraternity.  They  have  young 
families  and  the  time  available  for  participation  in  organizations  must,  out  of  necessity, 
be  budgeted.  Therefore  should  they  elect  to  progress  in  Masonry  by  Joining  a  concor¬ 
dant  body,  their  choice  of  an  organization  may  depend  on  whether  they  can  move  for¬ 
ward  without  delay.  We  have  experiences  that  this  is  the  case,  as  recent  prospects  have 
chosen  York  Rite  over  Scottish  Rite. 

When  a  Master  Mason  in  Manitoba  is  elected  Worshipful  Master,  he  is  either  installed 
in  December  or  May.  Masters-elect  bring  in  new  members;  some  more  than  one,  others 
none.  The  trend  today  is  to  have  these  petitioners  move  through  the  process  to  be  raised 
as  a  Master  Mason  by  the  time  the  Master’s  year  is  over,  therefore,  some  petitioners 
receive  the  Master  Mason  degree  before  May,  others  before  December. 

Those  who  become  Master  Masons  in  December  will  qualify  to  be  accepted  as  candi¬ 
dates  in  Scottish  Rite  for  the  class  commencing  in  September  the  following  year;  a  wait 
for  9  months.  Those  who  are  raised  to  Master  Mason  in  April  or  May,  must,  by  virtue  of 
the  existing  requirements,  wait  18  months  or  more  from  the  time  they  are  raised  until 
they  receive  the  4°.  It  is  those  whom  we  lose.  They  either  apply  to  York  Rite  which  has 
no  interval  period  or  become  involved  in  the  Shrine  and  lose  interest  in  progressing  in 
Masonry. 

There  are  a  number  who  may  come  back  and  apply  to  the  Rite  in  later  years,  but  that  is 
a  hit  and  miss  thing. 

In  1999,  the  office  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  moved  to  the  Masonic  Memorial  Temple 
and  now  has  a  greater  visibility  in  Masonry  than  ever  before.  New  Masons  see  the  dis¬ 
play  we  have,  visit  the  office,  and  take  the  brochures  that  are  available.  They  ask  ques¬ 
tions  about  the  Rite  and  are  influenced  to  join. 

To  reject  applications  due  to  time  constraints  in  these  circumstances  is  an  affront  to 
those  prospective  members.  If  we  are  visible  to  them,  encourage  them  to  apply  and  if 
their  application  is  refused  due  to  the  interval  requirements,  they  will  look  elsewhere 
should  they  wish  to  continue  in  Masonry. 
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This  has  happened  previously  and  Scottish  Rite  has  been  looked  at  with  a  critical  eye 
not  only  by  those  who  were  refused  but  also  by  the  Scottish  Rite  members  who  spon¬ 
sored  them. 

I  recognize  that  amending  the  interval  between  degrees  is  not  the  solution  to  all  the 
problems  we  face  in  Manitoba,  however,  it  can  be  a  contributing  factor  to  stabilizing  a 
major  problem  and  ultimately  result  in  the  growth  of  the  Manitoba  Valleys. 

Accordingly,  I  am  recommending  that  ART.  89  be  amended  to  provide  that  each  con¬ 
cordant  body  or  valley  may  amend  its  By-laws  to  eliminate  any  interval  between 
becoming  a  Master  Mason  and  receiving  the  4°.  Until  such  time  as  the  amended  By¬ 
laws  become  effective,  a  dispensation  to  permit  this  to  happen  ought  to  be  granted. 

I  am  not  suggesting  that  it  become  the  absolute  right  of  a  constituent  body  or  valley  to 
receive  an  exemption.  It  should  be  a  privilege  contingent  on  the  approval  of  both  the 
Deputy  for  that  province  or  territory  and  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

There  may  be  circumstances  where  it  would  not  be  appropriate  to  approve  an  amend¬ 
ment  removing  the  interval  requirement.  By  the  same  token,  let  us  make  it  the  choice  of 
a  concordant  body  or  valley  to  eliminate  the  interval  as  each  body  and  valley  has  differ¬ 
ent  requirements  and  different  situations. 

The  situation  in  Manitoba  that  has  evolved  in  the  past  few  years  must  change.  This 
amendment  is  but  one  of  many  changes  that  we  are  considering,  but  is  the  one  change 
that  requires  the  help  and  goodwill  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°. 

It  would  be  trite  to  say  our  survival  depends  on  this.  It  does  not. 

It  does,  however,  improve  our  opportunity  for  growth. 


SCHEDULE “B” 

Submission  in  support  of  proposed  amendment: 

MEETINGS  AND  ELECTIONS 

ART.  55. — The  regular  meetings  of  a  Chapter  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  its  By-laws,  but 
every  Chapter  shall  meet  on  Maundy  Thursday  and  on  Easter  Day.  Its  elections  shall  be 
held  annually  or  biennially,  as  its  By-laws  may  provide,  at  the  regular  meeting  on  or 
next  preceding  the  thirty-first  day  of  January  or  on  such  other  date  as  its  By-laws  may 
provide. 

Comment:  The  commas  added  above  clarify  the  meaning.  This  suggested  addendum  is 

to  render  ART.  55.  compatible  with  ART.  51.  above,  and  the  suggested  chance  to  ART. 

59  below  does  the  same.  The  inclusion  of  the  words  or  on  such  other  date  as  its  By¬ 

laws  may  provide,  renders  the  Article  non-restrictive.  and  so  what  is  really  left  is  the 
“suggestion”  of  January. 
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MEETINGS  AND  ELECTIONS 

ART.  59. — The  regular  meetings  of  a  lodge  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  its  By-laws.  Its 
elections  shall  be  held  annually  or  biennially,  as  its  By-laws  may  provide,  at  the  regular 
meeting  on  or  next  preceding  the  last  day  of  February  January  or  on  such  other  date  as 
its  By-laws  may  provide. 

OFFICERS 

ART.  62. — (a)  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  no  member  shall  be  an  officer  in  more 
than  one  constituent  body  at  the  same  time  and  no  member  shall  hold  concurrently  more 
than  one  office  in  that  body.  (1988) 

(b)  A  member  may  at  the  same  time  hold  more  than  one  of  the  offices  of  Grand 
Secretary,  Registrar,  Grand  Treasurer,  Treasurer,  Grand  Prelate,  Prelate,  Grand 
Chaplain,  Grand  Almoner,  Almoner,  Grand  Tyler,  Grand  Sentinel,  Grand  Organist,  and 
Guard.  (1988) 

(c)  With  respect  to  the  first  three  ranking  officers  of  each  body,  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  may,  and  with  respect  to  other  officers,  the  Deputy  may,  under  special  or 
emergency  conditions  or  situations,  grant  dispensations  from  compliance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  Section  (a)  above.  (1988) 

(d)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  first  officer  First  Officer,  (The  Presiding  Officer,  i.e., 
Thrice  Puissant  Grand  Master,  Most  Wise  Sovereign  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  a 
Lodge  of  Perfection,  a  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  or  a  Consistory,  respectively),  of  any  con¬ 
stituent  body  to  preside  at  all  meetings  thereof,  and  appoint  all  committees.  He  shall 
discharge  all  the  duties  prescribed  for  him  by  the  Statutes,  Regulations,  and  Rituals  of 
this  Supreme  Council  and  the  usages  and  customs  of  the  Rite.  In  the  absence  of  the  fest 
officer  First  Officer  from  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  body,  the  duties  pertaining  to  that 
office  shall  devolve  upon  the  immediate  past  first  officer  First  Officer  or,  if  he  also  be 
absent,  then  upon  any  other  past  first  officer  First  Officer  present,  juniores  priores,  or,  if 
there  be  no  past  first  ■effteer  First  Officer  present,  then  upon  the  sSecond  eOfficer,  and 
in  the  absence  of  the  sSecond  eOfficer,  upon  the  tThird  eOfficer,  provided  that  the 
sSecond  eOfficer  or  tThird  eOfficer  shall  preside  from  their  respective  stations.  (1997) 

Comment:  While  usually  understood  bv  Masons  and  others,  the  definition  of  First 

Officer  in  the  above  enables  this  term,  and  the  term  Presiding  Officer,  to  be  established 

and  used  throughout  the  remaining  Statutes  with  accuracy.  There  is  an  argument  for 

defining  the  Second  and  Third  Officers,  but  these  definitions  may  be  inferred  from  the 

definition  of  First  Officer. 


(e)In  addition  to  the  officers  listed  in  ART.  50.,  ART.54.  and  ART.  58,  con¬ 
stituent  bodies  may  also  style  the  immediate  past  presiding  officer  as  an  officer  of  the 
body,  who  holds  office  by  right  of  service  and  not  by  election  or  appointment. 

Comment:  A  perusal  of  summonses  from  various  constituent  bodies  indicates  that  a 

number  of  them  list  this  officer.  For  several  good  reasons,  this  individual  is  a  valued 

participant  in  the  regular  and  other  meetings  of  the  bodies,  as  well  as  of  certain  commit¬ 

tees.  etc.  The  inclusion  of  this  amendment  would  validate  what  is  occurring  in  practice 
in  parts  of  the  jurisdiction. 
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ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS 

ART.  63. — (a)  All  elective  officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,  with  or  without  nomina¬ 
tions  as  provided  in  By-laws  of  the  body.  Appointive  officers  shall  be  named  by  the 
presiding  officer-elect  and  shall  be  installed  with  the  elected  officers  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  the  election  or  appointment  and  installation  of  their  successors.  An  elect¬ 
ed  officer  cannot  be  installed  by  proxy.  An  officer-elect,  not  present  at  the  installation, 
may  be  installed  thereafter  as  the  presiding  officer  may  direct. 

(b)  In  a  body  working  under  dispensation,  there  shall  not  be  an  election  of  any  of  the 
three  principal  officers  or  an  installation  of  any  officer. 

(c)  In  a  valley,  organized  with  either  a  valley  Executive  Committee  or  a  valley 
Advisory  Committee,  and  where  a  Valley  has  a  single  officer  designated  as  the  Valley 
Grand  Secretary /Registrar  or  Valley  Executive  Secretary,  it  may  be  considered  desir¬ 
able  to  have  the  valley  Grand  Secretary/Registrar  or  Executive  Secretary  compensated 
by  means  of  a  contract  and  conditions  of  employment.  In  such  cases  it  is  permissible  for 
the  bodies  in  the  valley  to  provide  in  their  respective  By-laws  for  the  elimination  of  the 
Grand  Secretary/  and/or  Registrar  as  an  elected  officer,  and  place  the  authority  for  the 
selection  and  engagement  of  these  officers  with  the  valley  Valley  Executive  Committee 
or  the  Advisory  Committee.  (1982) 

Comment:  Although  the  intention  here  is  to  approve  of  the  use  of  a  paid  official  and 

remove  those  he  replaces  from  the  list  of  officers  and/or  from  those  to  be  elected  if 

desired,  the  wording  assumed  that  where  there  was  an  Executive  Committee  or 

Advisory  Committee,  that  there  also  was  a  single  Grand  Secretarv/Registrar.  and  that  is 

not  necessarily  so.  It  seemed  appropriate  to  include  an  Executive  Secretary  under  the 

same  terms,  as  he  is  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and  the  permission  given  to  the  bodies 

to  change  By-laws  to  accommodate  such  an  officer  does  not  restrict  the  use  of  this  offi¬ 

cer.  See  also  the  comments  on  the  capitalization  of  the  word  Valley  in  the  introductory 
remarks. 


TRUSTEES  AND  AUDITORS 

ART.  64. — (a)  Each  constituent  body  shall,  at  each  election  of  officers,  elect  or  appoint 
one  or  more  trustees  and  one  or  more  auditors. 

(b)  Each  constituent  body  may  vest  ite  assets  in  a  corporate  body  instead  of  in  the 
names  name(s)  of  a  trustee  or  trustees  provided  that  the  Articles  of  Incorporation  com¬ 
ply  with  the  provisions  of  Article  95  of  our  Statutes  and  Regulations.  (1987) 

Comment:  ART.  64.  Trustees  and  Auditors,  appears  to  reflect  a  somewhat  constrained 

scenario  in  which  the  constituent  body  or  bodies  constitute  the  sole  occupant  of  a 

premises  or  where  the  premises  are  owned  directly  by  the  body  or  bodies.  There  are 

other  scenarios  where  a  representative  is  elected  to  a  corporate  Board  of  Directors,  and 

this  in  fact,  is  the  situation  in  London  Valiev.  So  long  as  it  is  assumed  that  the  trustee 

can  assume  a  title  other  than  that  of  trustee  provided  that  the  trustee  FUNCTION  is  ful¬ 

filled.  and  that  ONE  trustee  will  suffice  for  that  purpose,  then  the  amended  sub- Article 
(b)  should  suffice.  See  also  (c)  below.  B.  I  have  stricken  the  word  its  from  (b)  as  being 

too  restrictive  by  inferring  that  ALL  of  the  assets  are  to  be  vested  in  a  corporate  body. 

In  practice,  perhaps  only  the  real  estate  assets  may  be  vested  in  a  corporate  body,  as 
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occurs  here  in  London,  and  these  Statutes  should  permit  a  constituent  body  to  manage 

its  assets,  or  rather,  its  other  assets,  to  be  precise,  as  it  deems  appropriate,  especially  in  a 

body  with  commuted  dues  assets  to  manage. 

(c)  The  trustee  or  trustees,  and  the  First  Officer,  so  appointed  or  elected  shall  cause 
to  be  prepared  and  audited  financial  statement  of  the  body  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 
Such  audited  statements  shall  be  delivered  within  four  months  from  the  date  of  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year  for  consideration  and  approval  by  the  members  of  the  body  at  an 
appropriate  meeting  of  that  body. (1998)  Where  the  fiscal  year  for  a  constituent  body 
ends  not  later  than  October  3 1 ,  the  period  of  time  allowed  may  be  extended  from  four  to 
six  months.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article,  the  term  “audited”  shall  include  a  review 
engagements  as  well  as  a  full  audit. 

Comment:  A.  The  first  two  commas  are  inappropriate  and  are  merely  remnants  of  the 

amendment  process.  B.  In  practice,  the  Supreme  Council  asks  that  financial  statements 

be  included  in  the  Annual  Return  which  is  to  be  made  as  of  May  3 1  each  year,  as  in 

ART. 70..  and  it  has  been  assumed  that  these  are  to  be  subjected  to  an  “auditing”  pro¬ 

cess.  If  the  calendar  year  is  the  fiscal  year,  then  allowing  six  months  means  that  the 
financial  statements  in  a  Return  could  be  missed  with  impunity.  Four  months  “grace” 

permits  the  statements  to  be  included.  ALTERNATIVELY,  instead  of  the  suggested 

addendum,  the  following  could  be  substituted,  “provided  that  such  statements  are  deliv¬ 

ered  by  May  1  each  year”,  and  the  number  left  at  six  months.  C.  Professional  advice 
indicates  that  a  full  audit  as  indicated  in  such  professional  documents  as  the  ICAC 

Handbook  may  not  be  necessary  where  the  “materiality”  is  not  large,  and  that  there  is 

little  difference  between  a  “review  engagement”  and  an  “audit”.  As  well,  many  busi¬ 

nesses  are  turning  to  review  engagements  because  of  the  high  level  of  confidence  they 
have  in  review  engagement  statements.  Thus,  in  prudent,  wise  and  frugal  use  of  scarce 

assets  in  constituent  bodies,  various  bodies  are  actually  using  review  engagements. 

while  others  probably  are  using  trusted  amateurs  to  examine  the  financial  statements 

prepared  bv  the  Treasurer,  as  usually  occurs  in  Craft  Lodges,  and  they  should  not  be 

discouraged  from  doing  so.  It  is  also  recognized  that  the  term  “unaudited  financial  state¬ 

ments”  may  only  indicate  that  a  “non-professional”  review  of  the  financial  statements 
should  be  done,  and  this  is  most  appropriate  for  smaller  bodies  without  large  assets. 

RITUALS 

ART.  66. — (a)  All  rituals  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  used  in  this  juris¬ 
diction  shall  be  issued  as  approved  and  authorized  for  use  by  this  Supreme  Council. 

(b)  All  rituals  are  the  property  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  shall  be  returned  and/or 
delivered  to  the  Deputy  by  an  Officer  or  Member  of  the  constituent  body  at  the  demand 
of  the  Deputy.  (1995) 

(c)  The  Grand  Secretary  or  Registrar  of  each  constituent  body,  under  the  direction 
and  supervision  of  the  presiding  ©officer,  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  rituals  of  the 
A.&A.S.R.  sent  to  that  body  by  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  With  the 
approval  of  the  presiding  officer,  he  He  shall  distribute,  or  otherwise  make  available, 
authorized  copies  of  the  rituals  as  required  only  to  the  officers  of  the  constituent  body 
and  to  such  other  members  as  may  be  assisting  in  degrees  (with  the  approval  of  the  pre 
oiding  officer  of  the  body).  The  Grand  Secretary  or  Registrar  shall  instruct  each  recipi¬ 
ent  of  a  copy  of  a  ritual  that  such  ritual  is  the  property  of  Supreme  Council,  should  be 
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treated  in  a  confidential  manner,  should  be  returned  to  the  constituent  body  on  the  death 
of  such  officer  or  member,  and  that  such  officer  or  member  should  make  arrangements 
to  ensure  the  safe  return  of  the  ritual  copy  to  the  constituent  body  accordingly.  (1995) 

Comment:  A.  The  issue  of  capitalization  continues,  and  in  (c)  the  term  presiding  officer 

should  either  have  capital  letters  or  not,  (probably  not),  but  certainly  not  one  of  each. 

This,  however,  may  have  been  introduced  as  in  (b)  above  for  Officer  and  Member,  but 

consistency  should  prevail  in  the  Statutes.  B.  Re-arranging  the  location  of  the  stricken- 

out  phrase  is  necessary  for  clarity,  but  also  because  the  presiding  officer  does  not  in 

practice  “approve”  who  can  serve  in  a  particular  degree  and  who  cannot.  C.  In  London 

Valley,  a  sticker  is  placed  inside  the  front  cover  of  each  ritual  issued  noting  these  points 

and  providing  the  London  Scottish  Rite  Office  as  the  place  to  which  each  ritual  is  to  be 

returned.  By  the  way,  in  London  Valiev,  each  ritual  is  issued  only  upon  the  signature  of 

the  recipient  in  the  Register  of  Rituals. 

(d)  The  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary-General  shall,  without  charge,  furnish  each 
constituent  body  with  two  copies  of  any  rituals  in  the  English  language  revised  and/or 
reprinted  under  the  authority  of  this  Supreme  Council.  Any  additional  copies  of  the  ritu¬ 
al  shall  be  furnished  at  a  cost  to  be  set  by  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  (1997) 

GRAND  SECRETARY,  REGISTRAR  AND  GRAND  SECRETARY/REGISTRAR 

ART.  67. — (a)  The  Grand  Secretary,  Registrar  or  Grand  Secretary /Registrar  of  each 
constituent  body  shall,  within  ten  days  after  each  regular  or  special  Installation  of 
Officers  (whether  regular  or  opecial),  transmit  a  certificate  thereof  on  the  form  provided 
by  the  Supreme  Council  to  the  Deputy  for  the  province  or  territory,  and  to  the  Grand 
Secretary-General.  Thi#  certifieate  shftll-weliMie  the  date  of  installation,  and  the  mailing 
ft€klreft&  end  telephone -number  of  the  preoiding  officer  and  Grand  Secretary/Registrar  in 

each  case.  (1989) 

Comments:  A.  At  one  time,  a  heading  or  reference  to  “Grand  Secretary/Registrar” 

would  be  clearly  understood  to  mean  either  one  of  the  persons  named.  However,  since 

the  introduction  of  the  combined  office  of  Grand  Secretary /Registrar  the  tendency  is  to 

mean  only  the  combined  office  when  using  that  term.  Thus,  the  additional  words  for 

clarification,  and  to  ensure  that  the  Article  does  not  refer  only  to  those  in  the  combined 

office.  B.  The  transposition  of  regular  or  special  eliminates  a  parenthesis  but  also  clari¬ 

fies  the  statement.  After  all,  there  are  no  regular  or  special  officers.  The  last  sentence  is 
probably  unnecessary  as  the  appropriate  forms  are  supplied  by  the  Supreme  Council 

Office,  and  so  the  substance  of  the  sentence  was  inserted  above  where  it  is  more  appro¬ 

priate.  There  is  a  good  argument  for  including  this  Article  earlier.  Bv  the  way.  I  have 
not  included  Executive  Secretary  in  this  Article  although  some  thought  should  be  given 

to  the  implications  of  including  that  officer  here. 

(b)  i.  The  Grand  Secretary  or  Grand  Secretary /Registrar  shall  make  provision  for 
the  forms  containing  the  Oath  of  Fealty  to  Supreme  Council,  the  Obligation  to  the 
Lodge,  and  the  declaration  as  required  for  completion  by  each  candidate  before  receiv¬ 
ing  the  4°.  (1997)  By  a  decision  of  a  particular  Lodge  of  Perfection,  it  may  require  that 
the  Oath  of  Fealty  and  the  Obligation  to  the  Lodge  are  sworn  upon  the  altar  and  attested 
to  by  the  legal  signature  of  each  candidate  in  a  Register  kept  for  that  purpose,  together 
with  the  legal  signatures  of  two  witnesses  thereto.  In  such  case,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Grand  Secretary  to  keep  such  Register  in  safe  and  secure  keeping. 
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Comments:  A  The  addendum  in  (b)  i  was  necessary  because  of  the  change  to  the  previ¬ 

ous  sub-Article.  Bv  the  wav,  notice  that  the  Roman  lower  case  numerals,  e.g..  i.  ii.  iii. 
iv.  etc,  sometimes  are  in  a  parenthesis  and  sometimes  are  not  when  following  a  lower 

case  letters  e.g..  a.  b.  etc.  This  should  be  rectified  in  a  new  printing.  B.  Such  practice  as 
alluded  to  in  the  addendum  to  the  end  of  (b)  has  been  taking  place  for  many  decades. 

and  the  current  Oath  of  Fealty  Register  in  London  Valley  was  begun  in  1930.  It  is 

understood  that  the  revision  in  1997  was  designed  to  get  rid  of  the  requirement  that  the 

forms  be  kept  in  archives  in  perpetuity,  but  neglected  to  take  into  consideration  other 

long-established  practices  to  accomplish  the  same  thing,  and  in  the  opinion  of  many,  do 

a  better  job  of  engendering  solemnity  and  “mystery”  to  the  whole  proceedings,  as  an 

introduction  to  the  Scottish  Rite.  Merely  reading  and  signing  a  form  is  much  less 

impressive  and  memorable  than  taking  an  oath  or.  as  in  this  case,  two. 

ii.  He  shall  make  provision  for  the  necessary  form  containing  the  Profession  of 
Faith  for  completion  by  each  candidate  before  receiving  the  30°.  (1997) 

iii.  After  the  conferral  of  the  4°  and  the  30°,  he  shall  see  that  the  forms  completed 
by  the  candidates  be  disposed  of  by  shredding  and  reeye-ling.  (1997) 

Comment:  Recycling  is  an  admirable  and  universal  goal,  but  it  is  not  appropriate  to 

include  it  in  this  context.  In  practice,  it  may  not  be  possible  to  achieve,  and  therefore 

should  not  be  required.  Bv  the  wav,  shredding  implies  bv  hand  or  machine. 

(c)  He  shall  keep  a  correct  register  official  record  of  all  degrees  conferred,  specifying 
the  dates  thereof,  the  date  of  birth,  place  of  birth,  permanent  residence,  and  detailed 
information  of  the  occupation  of  the  candidate,  and  shall  report  annually  thereon  to  the 
Deputy  for  the  province  or  territory  and  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  He  shall 
record,  and  likewise  report,  all  affiliations,  restorations,  deaths,  suspensions,  expulsions, 
and  withdrawals  from  year  to  year. 

Comments:  A.  A  register  implies  a  bound  hard-cover  book,  whereas  an  official  record 

can  encompass  a  register,  a  filing  system,  a  file  card  system,  a  computer  file  or  perhaps 

something  more  esoteric.  Incidentally,  it  is  assumed  that  where  degrees  are  conferred  at 

Reunions,  that  a  separate  record  for  each  degree  is  not  implicit  herein,  but  rather  the 

degrees  taken  on  each  day  can  be  recorded.  B.  As  (d)  below  has  already  been  covered 

thoroughly  by  ART.  66..  (d)  should  be  omitted  and  (e)  should  be  re-numbered.  It  should 

be  noted  that  this  item  was  included  in  the  Statutes  prior  to  1997.  and  so  this  date  may 

be  inaccurate.  Because  the  Statutes  have  increased  by  a  number  of  pages  and  in  cost  to 

the  Lodges  of  Perfection  lately,  unnecessary  items  should  be  excluded,  especiallv-repet- 

itive  ones. 


(4)  He  shall  act  qg  Cu‘>te4ia«  of  Rituals  qg  provided  by  Article  66  hereof.  (1997) 

(d)  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  the  By-laws. 

RETURNS 

ART.  70. — (a)  Annual  Returns  to  this  Supreme  Council,  upon  forms  furnished  by  the 
Grand  Secretary-General,  shall  include  the  transactions  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  with 
the  thirty-first  day  of  May.  The  Financial  Returns  shall  be  prepared  as  at  the  last  fiscal 
year  end  of  the  body.  (1974) 
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(b)  One  copy  thereof  of  each  Annual  Return  shall  be  filed  in  the  archives  of  the  con¬ 
stituent  body  making  the  Returns. 

(c)  A  summary  One  copy  thereof  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Deputy  for  the  province 
or  territory. 

(d)  One  copy  Two  copies,  together  with  all  fees  and  dues  owing  to  this  Supreme 
Council  to  that  date,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General.  Returns  to  both 
officers  above  named  above  shall  be  made  not  later  than  the  fifteenth  day  of  June  in 
each  year. 

Comments.  A.  In  (b)  above,  the  word  thereof  refers  to  Financial  Returns,  and  so  the 

clarification  has  been  made.  B.  Instructions  on  the  Annual  Return  require  that  a  copy  of 

the  Return  be  sent  to  the  Deputy,  and  the  Statutes  should  conform  to  this  requirement  or 

vice  versa:  hence  the  change  proposed  to  (c)  above.  C.  Two  copies  of  the  financial 

statements  are  now  requested  to  be  sent  to  the  Supreme  Council  Office,  (although  it  is 

about  as  easy  to  send  an  extra  copy  of  the  entire  Return),  and  the  Statutes  should  reflect 

that,  as  in  (d).  The  re-positioning  of  the  word  above  in  Id)  is  simply  for  better  communi¬ 

cation  as  well  as  more  current  word  sequence. 

JURISDICTION 

ART.  72. — (a)  The  jurisdiction  of  every  constituent  body  shall  be  concurrent  with  that 
of  all  other  constituent  bodies  of  the  same  degree  throughout  Canada.  (1979) 

(b)  No  application  for  degrees  in  any  constituent  body  of  the  Rite  shall  be  received 
nor  balloted  on  if  the  applicant  has  not  had  his  permanent  or  principal  residence  within 
Canada  for  six  months  next  preceding  the  date  of  making  application.  (1979) 

(c)  If  the  applicant  has  his  permanent  or  principal  residence  in  a  foreign  jurisdiction, 
no  action  shall  be  taken  on  his  application  until  a  waiver  of  the  foreign  jurisdiction  has 
been  obtained  by,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  this 
Supreme  Council. 

Comment:  The  addenda  in  ART.  72.  above  and  ART.  73.  below  provide  conformity 

with  ART.  74.  below. 


ART.  73. — No  constituent  body,  nor  member  of  such  body,  shall  recognize  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  any  person  whose  permanent  or  principal 
residence  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Supreme  Council  who  shall,  while  so  perma¬ 
nently  resident,  receive  the  degrees  in  some  other  jurisdiction,  without  first  having 
obtained  the  consent  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  this  Supreme  Council. 
(1979) 


APPLICANTS 

ART.  74. — (a)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (c)  of  this  Article,  every  applicant  for 
the  degrees  of  this  Rite,  or  for  affiliation,  must  be  a  Master  Mason  and  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  a  Craft  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  and  whose  permanent  residence,  (or 
whose  principal  residence),  is  located  within  this  jurisdiction  at  the  time  of  application 
for  membership  in  the  constituent  body  of  this  Rite.  The  Such  permanent  or  principal 
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residence  shall  be  the  place  where  the  applicant  has,  by  his  past  history,  made  a  place  of 
permanence  in  the  community  of  Canada.  (1995) 

Comments:  A.  The  words  in  parenthesis  should  be  separated  from  the  rest  by  commas. 

even  if  the  parenthesis  were  removed,  which  it  probably  should  be.  B.  The  use  of  the 

word  such  helps  to  clarify  the  intent  of  the  sub-Article.  C.  See  also  ART.  72.  lb)  above 

for  another  version  of  the  same  rule,  and  the  two  should  probably  be  blended  into  ART. 

74..  where  it  can  be  found  more  appropriately  bv  those  looking  up  a  Statute  applying  to 

applicants. 

(b)  No  person  may  receive  degrees,  or  be  affiliated,  in  any  body  of  the  Rite  unless  he 
is  a  member  in  all  the  other  bodies  appropriate  to  the  degrees  he  has  received. 

(c)  A  Master  Mason  who  is  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  constituent  body  of  the 
Rite  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  or  of  the 
Northern  Masonic  Jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  who  is  a  Master 
Mason  in  good  standing  in  a  Craft  Lodge  situated  within  the  area  of  the  territorial  juris¬ 
diction  covered  by  one  of  those  Supreme  Councils,  may  apply  for  affiliation  in  a  con¬ 
stituent  body  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Supreme  Council  corresponding  to  the 
degree  he  holds  in  such  other  constituent  body.  Such  affiliation  will  not  permit  further 
degree  progression  in  a  Canadian  valley.  Such  application  shall  require  the  approval  of 
the  appropriate  Deputy  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  of  this  Supreme  Council,  under  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  latter  may 
prescribe.  The  said  terms  and  conditions  shall  at  least  be  a  requirement  for  the  affiliated 
member  to  produce  to  the  Grand  Secretary  or  Registrar  of  the  constituent  body  where 
he  has  affiliated,  on  or  before  December  31  in  each  year,  evidence  of  his  continued 
Craft  and  Scottish  Rite  membership  in  the  U.S.A.  (1987) 

Comments:  A.  Instead  of  being  a  separate  paragraph,  the  last  sentence  above,  identified 

by  redlining,  should  be  Part  of  (c).  and  has  been  moved  to  be  such.  B.  Affiliations  are 

made  to  individual  constituent  bodies  and  not  to  a  Valley  as  a  whole,  and  so  the  amend¬ 

ment  has  been  made  to  correct  an  inaccuracy. 

ART.  75. — (a)  An  application  to  a  constituent  body  or  bodies  for  degrees  or  for  affilia¬ 
tion  shall  be  by  application  in  the  approved  form,  signed  by  the  applicant,  stating  his 
full  name,  date  of  birth,  permanent  residence,  rank,  detailed  information  of  his  occupa¬ 
tion,  the  name  and  location  of  the  Craft  Lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  bear  the 
recommendation  of  two  members  of  the  body.  All  such  applications  shall  include  a  dis¬ 
closure  of  rejection  of  the  applicant  by  a  body  elsewhere.  (1981) 

(b)  An  application  to  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  for  degrees  shall  state  the  date  of  receiv¬ 
ing  the  degree  of  Master  Mason.  An  application  to  a  Chapter  or  a  Consistory  for 
degrees  shall  state  the  name  and  location  of  each  body  of  the  Rite  of  which  the  appli¬ 
cant  is  a  member  and  the  date  of  receiving  the  highest  degree  attained. 

(c)  Every  application  for  affiliation  shall  state  the  name  and  location  of  the  several 
bodies  of  the  Rite  of  which  the  applicant  is  or  was  last  a  member. 

(d)  i.  There  shall  be  added  to  the  official  application  form  for  all  three  degrees,  ([1] 
Lodges  of  Perfection,  [2]  Chapters  of  Rose  Croix,  [3]  Consistories),  a  statement  of  con¬ 
sent  and  a  release  signed  by  the  applicant  under  the  space  provided  for  the  oignatures  of 
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the  brethren'  recommending  the  applieont  and  to  be  oigned  by  the  applicant  separately 
and  distinctly  from  the  main  body  of  the  application  form  as  follows:  (199'1) 

In  consideration  of  your  receiving  this  application  for  membership,  I  consent  to 
investigations  being  made  from  any  source  relating  to  my  qualifications  for  membership 
in  the  Lodge/Chapter/Consistory. 

I  also  release  the  Lodge/Chapter/Consistory,  and  each  of  its  respective  members, 
and  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  A.&A.S.R.  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  from  all 
claims  which  I  may  have  arising  from  the  investigations  of  my  qualifications  or  my 
rejection  if  such  should  occur. 


Signature  of  Applicant 

ii.  Before  the  signature  on  the  application,  print  the  following  is  to  be  printed:  I 
have  also  signed  the  CONSENT  on  the  reverse  side  and  RELEASE.  (1994) 

Comments:  A.  As  there  are  two  different  concepts  herein,  they  have  been  separated  into 

(i)  and  (ii).  B.  There  are  different  forms  of  the  Supreme  Council  related  to  membership. 

and  so  the  addition  of  the  word  application  simply  clarifies  the  intent.  By  the  wav,  it  is 

to  be  assumed  that  without  further  clarification,  either  in  the  original  wording  or  in  the 

suggested  revision,  that  this  applies  to  applications  for  affiliation  as  well  as  for  initia¬ 

tion.  and  therefore  reference  should  also  be  made  to  Eorm  E5  on  page  63  in  the 
Regulations.  C.  The  direction  given  as  to  the  location  of  the  applicant’s  signature 

‘'under  the  space  provided  ...  applicant”  to  the  consent  and  release  is  not  appropriate 

for  those  Valleys  who  are  able  to  place  the  consent  and  release  on  the  back  of  the  appli¬ 

cation.  nor  is  it  appropriate  for  those  Valleys  who  have  an  appropriate  space  on  the 
front  of  the  application  other  than  at  the  bottom,  so  long  as  the  consent  and  release  are 

“separate  and  distinct”  and  have  been  properly  signed.  Therefore,  the  line  stricken  out  is 

unnecessary,  as  well  as  being  inappropriate  for  some  existing  conditions.  D.  A  direct 

“quotation”  such  as  the  wording  to  be  included  in  the  consent  and  release  should  be 

separated  from  the  preceding  sentence,  and  should  be  double-indented  for  visual  clarity. 

E.  Because  it  is  a  consent  and  release,  it  should  be  referred  to  as  such  in  the  direction 

given  before  the  signature  in  (ii)  above.  The  re-phrasing  of  print  is  more  appropriate  to 

Statutes,  and  the  striking  out  of  the  phrase  on  the  reverse  side  is  a  recognition  that,  as  in 

(d)(i).  not  all  releases  and  consents  are  on  the  reverse  side,  as  is  the  case  with  the 

London  Valiev  applications  which  were  approved  by  the  Supreme  Council  in  1995. 

Further,  if  left  as  it  was,  it  would  conflict  with  the  old  (d).  F.  Moving  the  date  simply 

places  it  at  the  end  of  the  sub-Article  instead  of  in  the  middle  of  a  sentence. 

(e)  Every  application  shall  be  presented  to  the  body  at  a  regular  or  special  meeting 
and  referred  to  a  Character  Committee  of  not  less  than  three  members,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  make  full  enquiries  as  to  the  character  of  the  applicant  and  any  other  relevant 
matters,  and  to  report  thereon  at  the  next  regular  or  special  meeting.  (1972)  This 
requirement  shall  be  deemed  to  be  fulfilled  if  the  three  members  of  the  Character 
Committee  have  investigated  and  appropriately  signed  the  application  form  of  the  can¬ 
didate  prior  to  its  submission.  In  this  case,  any  three  members  of  the  constituent  body  in 
good  standing  may  constitute  themselves  to  be  the  Character  Committee  for  a  particular 
applicant. 
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Comments:  A.  As  the  Character  Committee  is  named  in  ART.  84  without  having  been 

defined,  this  is  as  good  a  place  as  anv  to  remedy  that  omission.  B.  As  the  added  sen¬ 

tence  reflects  the  current  practice  implicitly  advocated  by  the  Supreme  Council  in  its 
design  of  Forms  F5.  F6.  F7  and  F8.  it  should  be  included  in  the  Statutes  to  authorize  the 

practice.  Bv  the  wav,  those  last  three  forms  do  not  conform  to  the  requirements  of 

Regulation  7.4  for  example,  where  the  degree  follows  the  signature. 

(f)  No  application  for  degrees  or  for  affiliation  shall  be  balloted  upon  by  the  body 
until  the  particulars  in  regard  to  the  applicant  prescribed  by  subsections  (a),  (b)  and  (c) 
hereof  have  been  mailed  or  delivered  five  clear  days  in  advance  to  each  member,  in 
or  with  the  summons  for  the  meeting  at  which  the  report  is  to  be  considered. 

Comment:  This  number  ten  is  not  in  conformity  with  ART.  69  (a)  and  ART.  79  (b).  In 

practical  terms,  no  constituent  body  will  be  prepared  to  mail  to  all  of  its  members  five 

days  apart,  so  the  number  of  days  should  be  the  same  in  all  three  Articles,  whether  five 

days,  ten  days  or  another  number  of  days. 

ART.  77. — If  an  applicant  for  affiliation,  not  a  member  in  good  standing  of  all  bodies 
appropriate  to  the  degrees  he  has  received,  be  elected  to  membership  in  any  body  of  the 
Rite,  such  election  shall  take  effect  only  upon  the  election  of  the  applicant  to  member¬ 
ship  in  good  standing  in  each  of  the  other  bodies  aforesaid. 

Comment:  As  good  standing  is  the  goal  to  be  achieved,  it  is  probably  helpful  to  include 

it  here  in  order  to  aid  the  understanding  of  such  applicant. 

ART.  78. — (a)  Except  as  provided  in  subsection  (b),  separate  applications  must  be  made 
and  ballots  taken  as  follows:  for  the  degrees  from  the  fourth  to  the  fourteenth  inclusive, 
in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection;  for  the  degrees  from  the  fifteenth  to  the  eighteenth  inclusive, 
in  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix;  for  the  degrees  from  the  nineteenth  to  the  thirtieth  or  the 
thirty  first  or  thirty-second,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  Consistory  of  Sublime  Princes  of 
the  Royal  Secret.  (1982) 

Comment:  Are  there  still  Consistories  in  Canada  that  do  not  offer  degrees  up  to  the  thir¬ 

ty-second?  If  not,  then  omit  this  historical  carry-over. 

(b)  Provided  the  By-laws  of  all  of  the  bodies  in  any  one  valley  so  provide,  a  single 
application  form  may  be  completed  for  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite  by  an  applicant 
for  all  of  the  constituent  bodies  in  that  valley.  A  favourable  ballot  in  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  shall  negate  further  ballots  being  taken  in  the  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  and  the 
Consistory  in  the  same  valley  unless  a  complaint  against  a  candidate  is  lodged  with  the 
Most  Wise  Sovereign  or  the  Commander-in-Chief  as  the  case  may  be.  (1982) 

ART.  79. — (a)  Unless  provided  by  the  By-laws  of  a  body  that  either  two  or  three  black¬ 
balls  shall  be  required  to  reject  an  applicant  for  initiation  or  affiliation,  no  person  shall 
receive  the  degrees  of  the  Rite  or  become  a  member  of  a  body  without  the  unanimous 
consent  of  the  brethren  voting  thereon.  A  body  may  provide  by  By  law  that  three  black 
bello  shall  be  required  to  reject  an  application  for  affiliation. 

Comment:  The  re-arrangement  of  the  words  avoids  repetition  and  thus  shortens  the  By¬ 

law  without  changing  its  meaning.  It  appears  that  the  last  sentence  may  have  been  an 
earlier  amendment  which  probably  should  have  been  incorporated  as  shown. 
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MEMBERSHIP 

ART.  82. — (a)  Every  candidate,  on  receiving  the  lowest  degree  conferred  by  a  con¬ 
stituent  body,  becomes  a  member  thereof  and  liable  for  the  payment  of  annual  dues 
where  that  body  collects  such  dues. 

Comments:  A.  Not  all  constituent  bodies  collect  dues:  many  have  commuted  dues  mem¬ 

berships.  Without  the  amendments.  ART.  82.  (a)  above  does  not  include  that  possibility. 
B.  The  addendum  to  (b)  below  clarifies  that  the  emphasis  is  on  the  word  grant,  and  that 

this  Article  does  not  prohibit  a  body  from  having  commuted  dues  memberships,  com¬ 

monly  called  life  memberships.  Although  (c)  below  may  be  considered  to  have  dealt 
with  this  matter,  it  is  understood  that  a  number  of  Valievs  had  commuted  dues  member¬ 

ships  long  before  1972  when  (c)  was  enacted,  and  so  the  amendment  to  (b)  assumes 
greater  significance.  C.  Mv  personal  preference  is  to  replace  the  redlined  on  in  (a) 

above  with  upon,  but  such  a  change  is  not  absolutely  necessary. 

(b)  No  constituent  body  shall  hereafter  have  power  to  grant  life  membership  without 
fee,  nor  shall  honorary  membership  be  granted  by  a  constituent  body  to  any  of  its  own 
members. 

(c)  Notwithstanding  subsection  (b)  hereof,  a  constituent  body  may  submit  a  plan  for 
commutation  of  dues  with  respect  to  the  payment  required  by  the  body  and  that  required 
by  this  Supreme  Council  and  with  the  provision  for  the  investment  and  disbursement  of 
any  fund  established  thereunder,  and  upon  the  said  plan  being  recommended  by  the 
Committee  on  Audit  and  Finance  and  approved  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  it 
may  be  adopted  by  the  body.  (1972) 

ART.  83. — (a)  Every  member  of  a  body  of  the  Rite  in  this  jurisdiction  admitted  to 
membership  must  be  and  remain  a  member  in  good  standing  of  a  Craft  Lodge  in  this 
jurisdiction,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  9  and  of  Article  74(c).  In  the  case  of  a 
member  referred  to  in  Article  74(c),  he  must  be  and  remain  a  member  in  good  standing 
of  a  Craft  Lodge  referred  to  in  such  subsection.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  84, 
a  member  may  obtain  a  demit  from  a  Consistory  in  this  jurisdiction  and  Chapter  in  this 
jurisdiction  and  remain  a  member  of  a  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  this  jurisdiction.  Any 
member  failing  to  observe  this  provision,  and  remaining  for  more  than  one  year  without 
membership  in  a  Craft  Lodge  in  this  jurisdiction  or  such  other  jurisdiction  as  the  case 
may  be  and  in  the  preceding  degrees  of  the  Rite,  shall  thereby  thereupon  stand  suspend¬ 
ed.  Such  suspension  shall  be  automatically  lifted  when  the  member  so  suspended  shall 
have  been  restored  to  good  standing  in  his  Craft  Lodge  and/or  in  the  preceding  degrees 
of  this  Rite,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  such  restoration  shall  be  duly  reported  in  the 
Annual  Return.  With  respect  to  a  member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  his  status  as  such 
shall  be  dealt  with  by  this  Supreme  Council,  and  where  any  demit  is  requested  by  a 
member  of  Supreme  Council  under  Article  83  or  84,  the  constituent  body  shall  notify  by 
registered  mail  the  Grand  Secretary-General  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  thereupon  this 
Supreme  Council  shall  take  appropriate  action.  (1987) 

Comments:  A.  The  first  thirty  words  of  this  Article  should  be  on  every  application  for 

membership.  B.  It  should  be  noted  that  there  is  no  standard  form  for  demission, 

although  some  Valievs  have  a  printed  form,  including  London  Valiev,  others  compose 

an  individual  letter  for  each  instance.  C.  It  is  unusual  that  the  restoration  of  a  member  in 

such  circumstances  should  not  have  been  included  heretofore,  as  it  involves  simply  the 
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removal  the  bar  to  his  good  standing  that  has  been  imposed  from  without.  I  suggest  the 

following  sub-Article  and  the  accompanying  re-numbering  of  ART.  83.  into  ART 
83.(a). 

ART  85. — (a)  The  name  of  q  A  member  may  be  removed  from  the  membership  roster 
suspended  if  he  cannot  be  located  and  is  deemed  “lost”,  provided  however  that  the  fol¬ 
lowing  conditions  are  complied  with: 

(e)  i.  that  three  years  have  elapsed  since  the  member  was  last  heard  from;  “lost”  to 
the  constituent  body; 

(^ii.  a  registered  letter  has  been  sent  by  first  class  mail  to  the  member’s  last  known 
address; 

(e)  iii.  a  careful  and  diligent  search  and  inquiry  has  been  instituted; 

(4)  iv.  due  notice  has  been  given  in  the  Lodge  Summons  that  the  member’s  name  is 
to  be  removed  from  the  membership  roster,  is  about  to  be  suspended. 

(b)  The  Grand  Secretary  or  Registrar  of  the  body  shall  notify  the  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  at  the  time  of  making  the  Annual  Returns,  of  the  name  of  the  member  removed 
from  the  membership  roster  so  suspended  and,  if  such  member  should  be  found,  his 
name  shall  be  restored  to  the  active  membership  rolls  and  included  in  the  next  Annual 
Returns  to  the  Grand  Secretary-General  as  reinstated. 

Comments:  A.  There  are  two  separate  thoughts  here,  and  so  they  have  been  separated 

into  (a)  and  (b).  and  so  further  re-numbering  is  required  as  shown.  B.  Over  the  years. 

this  Article  has  been  a  realistic  and  helpful  approach  to  the  problem  of  lost  members. 

but  the  realities  of  the  times  indicate  that  amendments  are  needed.  First  of  all,  there  is 

no  provision  elsewhere  for  removal  from  the  roster,  nor  should  there  be.  as  once  a 

member  has  joined,  that  historical  act  remains  an  irrevocable  fact.  Whether  a  member 

remains  in  good  standing,  withdraws  from  the  Rite  or  is  lost,  the  historical  record  must 

remain.  As  well,  actual  removal  from  a  roster  is  difficult  enough  on  the  printed  page  of 

a  register,  but  in  an  electronic  roster,  his  name  is  very  easy  to  remove  but  extremely  dif¬ 

ficult  to  restore  if  perchance  the  lost  member  is  found  or  the  member  returns  to  good 
standing,  perhaps  at  the  Craft  Lodge  level.  In  addition,  on  the  Annual  Return  there  is  no 

category  of  removed  from  roster,  and  so  in  fact  in  such  situations  as  described  the  mem¬ 

ber  is  reported  as  suspended,  especially  so  that  he  can  be  restored  if  possible.  Therefore, 
the  reality  should  drive  the  Statute,  and  the  word  suspended  should  be  used  therein. 

Several  amendments  have  been  made  within  the  Article  to  accomplish  this.  C.  The 

words  “last  heard  from”  in  (i)  do  not  adequately  describe  the  “lost”  condition  that  the 

Article  is  trying  to  establish,  as  in  practice  many  Valleys  do  not  hear  from  members  in  a 

verifiable  way  for  perhaps  decades,  especially  in  Valievs  with  commuted  dues  member¬ 

ships.  D.  Again,  an  issue  of  internal  congruence  arises  in  that  there  appears  to  be  a  dif¬ 
ference  between  this  Article  and  ART.  98..  which  does  not  require  a  registered  letter, 
and  just  specifies  “by  mail”.  In  most  cases,  the  return  of  a  mailed  item  only  gives  a  clue 

to  the  situation,  and  the  careful  and  diligent  search  for  the  member  is  the  most  important 

part  of  the  restoration  to  membership,  but  that  is  another  issue.  As  I  understand  it.  if 

mailed  First  Class,  a  letter  is  presumed  in  law  to  have  been  delivered,  whether  or  not 

this  is  realistic,  and  undelivered  First  Class  mail  is  to  be  returned  to  the  sender. 

However,  whichever  class  of  mail  is  decided  upon,  both  ART.  85  and  ART.  98  should 
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specify  the  same  thing.  D.  The  issue  of  Secretary  returns  in  this  Article,  but  has  already 

been  explained  in  ART.66.  E.  The  word  of  was  inserted  for  grammatical  reasons,  and 

the  words  so  suspended,  actiye  and  as  reinstated  haye  been  added  for  specificity. 

CONFERRING  DEGREES 

ART.  88. — (a)  The  following  degrees  of  this  Rite  must  always  be  conferred  in  extenso, 
yiz:  4°,  5°,  7°,  13°,  14°,  15°,  18°,  30°,  31°,  32°. 

(b)  All  degrees  conferred,  exemplified  or  communicated  by  constituent  bodies  shall 
be  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  rituals  prescribed  therefor. 

(c)  No  degree  shall  be  conferred,  exemplified  or  communicated  otherwise  than  in  a 
regular  constituent  body  of  the  Rite,  duly  conyened,  except  by  dispensation  of  the 
Soyereign  Grand  Commander,  and  then  only  in  the  presence  of  a  Soyereign  Grand 
Inspector-General. 

Comments:  A.  Conferral  denotes  that  an  actual  candidate  for  initiation  into  that  degree 

is  inyoWed.  exemphfication  means  that  the  supposed  candidate  already  has  the  degree. 

and  communication  signifies  that  a  summary  is  giyen  to  the  candidates  and  the  audi¬ 

ence.  as  from  the  Manual  for  Communicating  Degrees.  In  Valleys  such  as  that  of 
London,  because  all  of  the  mandatory  degrees,  (and  four  others),  are  conferred  at 

Reunions,  four  of  the  degrees  are  always  exemphfied  during  the  year.  This  suggested 

amendment  is  to  rectify  the  omission.  See  also  (f).  (g)  and  (h)  below.  By  the  way,  it  is 

to  be  expected  that  the  Manual  is  treated  as  ritual  as  far  as  (b)  is  concerned.  B.  Please 

note  the  change  from  or  to  nor  in  (d)  below  for  reasons  of  grammar,  and  the  insertion  of 

the  word  a  below  for  reasons  of  clarity. 

INTERVALS  BETWEEN  DEGREES 

ART.  89. — (a)  Except  as  hereinafter  proyided,  at  least  six  full  months  shall  elapse 
between  the  conferring  of  the  3°  and  4°.  Information  to  that  effect  shall  be  included  in 
eyery  application  for  the  Fourth  Degree. 

Comment:  These  additions  would  alleyiate  one  of  the  most  sensitiye  issues  affecting  new 

applicants,  particularly  the  first  addendum.  It  seems  unusual  to  place  this  Article  so  far 

away  from  those  dealing  directly  with  applicants.  Perhaps  the  order  could  be  rearranged. 

(b)  In  exceptional  circumstances,  and  on  On  application  of  a  constituent  body,  the 
Soyereign  Grand  Commander,  on  recommendation  of  the  Deputy  for  the  proyince  or 
territory,  may  grant  his  permission  and  the  Deputy  shall  issue  his  dispensation,  waiying 
the  interval  between  degrees.  The  name  of  the  person  for  whom  such  dispensation  or 
permission  is  asked  shall  be  stated  in  the  application,  with  reason  therefore  therefor,  and 
no  dispensation  or  permission  shall  be  granted  where  the  application  is  made  generally. 
In  each  case,  the  fee  stipulated  in  ArOc-Ie  ART.  41.  shall  accompany  the  application. 

Comment:  With  the  policy  in  place  de  facto  to  ayoid  waiying  the  interyal  or  a  part 

thereof,  it  seems  appropriate  to  add  the  cayeat  to  discourage  applications  therefor,  and  it 

would  also  clarify  the  circumstances  under  which  a  dispensation  might  be  granted.  The 

second  addendum  is  simply  to  correct  a  spelling  error.  The  change  from  Article  to  ART. 

has  already  been  explained  earlier. 
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FEES  FOR  CONFERRING  DEGREES 

ART. 90. — (a)  The  fees  for  conferring  degrees  to  be  charged  by  all  bodies  shall  be  not 
less  than  the  following:  (1977) 

4°  to  14°  inclusive  -  $75.00 
15°  to  18°  inclusive  -  $50.00 
19°  to  32°  inclusive  -  $75.00 

(b)  A  constituent  body  may  elect  to  membership,  without  admission  fee,  a  Master 
Mason  or  a  member  of  the  highest  degree  in  the  immediate  preceding  body  to  act  as 
Tyler,  Guard,  or  Sentinel  or  to  perform  any  other  designated  duty  in  such  constituent 
body,  but  only  with  the  approval  of  the  Deputy  for  that  body.  (1972) 

Comment:  As  originally  worded,  (b)  seemed  to  indicate  that  this  might  be  a  fairly  com¬ 

mon  practice,  whereas  it  should  be  an  extremely  rare  one,  and  practised  only  in  those 
constituent  bodies  which  have  very  few  members  or  who  are  required  to  have  an  out¬ 

sider  in  attendance,  and  so  the  addendum  provides  a  control  on  such  an  undesirable 
practice.  As  well,  this  sub-Article  seems  oddly  placed,  being  so  far  removed  from 

Articles  on  Officers,  e.g..  ART.  62..  and  being  part  of  an  Article  on  Fees  for  Conferring 

Degrees. 


OATH  OF  FEALTY 

ART.  96. — (a)  An  Oath  of  Fealty  shall  be  taken  and  signed  by  every  member  admitted 
from  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Supreme  Council  and  by  every  candidate  before  receiv¬ 
ing  the  fourth  degree.  The  Oath  may  be  likewise  required,  at  the  discretion  of  the  pre¬ 
siding  officer,  of  any  visitor.  Where  the  Oath  is  taken  orally,  the  words  “the  under¬ 
signed”  shall  be  omitted,  and  the  Candidate’s  legal  signature  shall  be  written  instead  in 
an  Oath  of  Fealty  Register,  together  with  the  signature  of  an  official  witness. 

(b)  The  Oath  of  Fealty  shall  be  as  follows: 

I,  the  undersigned,  do  swear  true  Faith,  Allegiance  and  Fealty  to  this  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Thirty-third  Degree  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada.  I  furthermore  solemnly  promise,  on  my  word  of  honour,  that  I 
will  support  and  abide  by  its  Constitutions,  Statutes,  Orders,  and  Decrees;  that  I  will 
hold  allegiance  to  this  Supreme  Council  and  be  loyal  thereto,  as  the  Supreme  Authority 
of  the  Rite,  so  long  as  I  may  continue  to  reside  within  its  jurisdiction;  that  I  will  hold  to 
be  illegal  and  spurious  every  other  body  within  the  same  jurisdiction  purporting  to  be  a 
Supreme  Council  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  but  which  does  not  hold  its  power  from  this 
Supreme  Council  of  Canada,  and  will  hold  no  communication  whatever  in  Scottish  Rite 
Freemasonry  with  any  member  of  the  same,  or  allow  him  to  visit  any  body  of  the  Rite 
of  which  I  may  be  a  member.  Should  I  violate  this,  my  solemn  Vow  and  Pledge,  I  con¬ 
sent  to  be  expelled  from  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry,  and 
deprived  of  all  rights  therein,  and  to  be  denounced  to  every  other  body  of  the  Rite  in  the 
world  as  a  traitor  and  forsworn. 

And  may  God  aid  me  to  keep  and  perform  the  same.  Amen. 


Witness 
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Comment:  As  noted  previously,  this  should  be  double-indented  for  clarity.  I  note  that 

the  wording  is  such  in  ART.  96.  ta)  that  the  London  Valiev  practice  of  having  all  of  the 

candidates  take  the  oath  at  the  altar  and  then  sign  the  Oath  of  Fealtv  Register  with  the 

names  of  the  two  official  witnesses,  does  not  contravene  the  Article  in  anv  way. 

although  ART.  67.  (b)  i.  muddies  the  understanding  somewhat.  See  the  comments  re 

ART,  67.  For  such  reasons,  where  appropriate,  the  words  the  undersigned  as  redlined 

above,  could  properly  be  omitted,  and  the  suggested  amendment  at  the  end  of  ART.  96. 

(aJ  does  so. 


DISCIPLINE 

ART.  97. — (a)  All  members  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite,  other  than  a 
member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  shall  be  amenable  to  the  several  bodies  to  which  they 
belong,  and  a  body  of  this  Rite  may  try  a  member  for  masonic  offenses  and  sentence 
him  to  reprimand,  suspension  for  a  stated  period  of  time,  or  expulsion.  (1984) 

Comments:  A.  The  redlined  words  are  open  to  different  interpretations,  and  probably 

should  be  clarified  bv  adding  the  words  Masonic  or  Scottish  Rite  between  them  depend¬ 

ing  on  the  perception  of  what  the  sub- Article  really  means.  B.  The  definite  article  the  is 
added  to  (b)  below  for  reasons  explained  previously. 

(b)  In  the  absence  of  prescribed  rules,  regulations,  and  forms  of  procedure  by  this 
Supreme  Council,  the  masonic  practice  and  procedure  for  trials  obtaining  in  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  where  the  accused  member  is  permanently  resident  shall  be 
followed,  mutatis  mutandis,  by  the  constituent  bodies  of  the  Rite 

(c)  Sentence  of  suspension  for  a  stated  period  of  time,  or  expulsion,  shall  have  effect 
in  every  Lodge,  Chapter,  and  Consistory  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Supreme  Council. 
(1984) 

(d)  A  member  sentenced  may  appeal  to  this  Supreme  Council,  but  pendance  the  pen¬ 
dency  of  the  appeal  shall  not  stay  the  sentence.  Where  the  appeal  is  successful,  restora¬ 
tion  to  membership  shall  be  by  order  of  this  Supreme  Council  and  it  shall  not  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  member  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  Article  97(f).  (1984) 

Comment:  The  spelling  of  the  word  pendance  has  been  corrected  as  indicated  above. 

and  as  spelled  correctly  as  previously  in  ART.  22  (u). 

(e)  When,  for  unmasonic  conduct,  a  member  is  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  Craft 
Lodge,  or  suspended  or  expelled  by  a  Grand  Lodge,  such  sentence  shall  be  recognized 
and  have  effect  in  every  Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Consistory  under  the  jurisdiction  of  this 
Supreme  Council.  (1984) 

(f)  Having  been  disciplined  as  set  out  under  (e)  above,  rftestoration  to  membership 
in  the  Rite  can  be  only  by  petition  as  provided  in  Article  75,  and  election  by  a  majority 
of  the  members  present  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  body  to  which  he  formerly 
belonged. 

Comment:  This  sub-Article  was  probably  devised  with  restoration  after  discipline  in 

mind,  whereas  in  my  experience  restoration  more  normally  follows  after  a  member  who 
has  been  lost  and  then  suspended  under  ART.  85.  makes  his  whereabouts  known,  thus 
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rendering  invalid  the  basis  for  suspension.  OR.  who  has  been  suspended  because  he  is 
no  longer  in  good  standing  in  the  Craft  Lodge  of  record  in  the  Scottish  Rite  records,  and 

then  restores  himself  to  good  standing  or  provides  the  name  of  the  Craft  Lodge  in  which 

he  holds  good  standing,  together  with  proof  thereof,  thus  once  again  rendering  invalid 

the  basis  for  his  suspension.  In  such  cases  it  is  inappropriate  to  require  a  petition  and 

election,  as.  in  practical  terms,  this  process  is  not  only  redundant,  but  will  tend  to  antag¬ 

onize  the  suspended  member  and  exacerbate  any  negativism  he  may  feel  toward  Craft 
and  Scottish  Rite  Masonry,  and  may  even  drive  him  from  us.  a  scenario  to  be  avoided  if 

at  all  possible.  Thus  the  addendum  above. 

(g)  When  charges  are  made  against  an  unaffiliated  member  of  the  Rite,  other  than  a 
member  of  this  Supreme  Council,  the  Deputy  for  the  province  or  territory  in  which  he  is 
permanently  resident,  on  finding  probable  cause,  shall  direct  that  he  be  tried  by  a 
constituent  body  of  the  highest  degree  to  which  such  member  has  attained.  (1984) 

Comment:  If  he  is  an  unaffiliated  member  of  the  Rite,  then  he  is  not  answerable  to  the 

Rite,  but  perhaps  only  to  a  Craft  Lodge.  In  that  case,  what  power  has  a  Deputy  to  direct  a 

Craft  Lodge  body  to  undertake  such  action?  The  addition  of  constituent  adds  specificity. 

ART.  98. — (a)  Suspension  of  membership  in  a  constituent  body  of  other  than  a  member 
of  this  Supreme  Council  may  be  voted  by  the  body  for  nonpayment  of  dues  after  notice 
by  mail  to  the  last  known  address  of  the  member.  The  notice  shall  be  posted  at  least  one 
month  before  the  date  of  the  regular  meeting  at  which  action  thereon  is  proposed  to  be 
taken.  Such  action  shall  be  mandatory  in  all  cases  of  members  in  default  for  two  years. 
With  respect  to  members  of  this  Supreme  Council,  the  constituent  body  shall  notify  by 
mail  the  Grand  Secretary-General  of  this  Supreme  Council  of  such  nonpayment  and 
thereupon  this  Supreme  Council  shall  take  appropriate  action.  (1990) 

(b)  Suspension  of  membership  for  nonpayment  of  dues  in  a  constituent  body,  while 
in  effect,  excludes  that  member  from  all  rights  and  privileges  of  the  Rite.  (1984) 

Comments:  A.  It  should  be  noted  in  passing  that  this  sub-Aiticle  refers  only  to  non-pav- 

ment  of  dues  in  a  Scottish  Rite  body.  It  does  not  affect  bodies  with  commuted  dues 

memberships,  nor  does  it  refer  to  nonpayment  of  Craft  Lodge  dues,  which  circumstance 

would  lead  to  lack  of  good  standing  and  thus  to  suspension  in  the  Rite,  which  is  not  the 

same  scenario.  Note  that  only  “by  mail”  as  redlined  is  specified,  and  not  “bv  registered 

mail”  as  in  ART.  85.  See  also  the  comment  re  ART.  85.  B.  In  (e)  below,  remitted  is 

considered  to  be  really  only  a  repetition  of  paid,  and  therefore  unnecessary.  In  fact. 

remit,  among  other  irrelevant  meanings,  means  to  send  in  payment  or  send  by  mail,  or. 

in  another  meaning,  to  postpone  or  defer.  It  would  seem  that  the  actual  payment  should 

remove  the  condition  for  suspension,  not  just  the  indication  that  it  was  on  the  way,  and 

so  remitted  has  been  stricken. 


(e)  Upon  dues  to  the  date  of  suspension  being  paid  or  remitted,  the  member,  after 
investigation  and  report,  may  be  reinstated  by  a  majority  vote  at  a  regular  meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 
ON  RITUALS  &  RITUALISTIC  MATTER 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

Since  the  last  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  your  Committee  on  Rituals  and  Ritualistic 
Matter  has  made  a  study  of  several  of  the  rituals  for  the  purpose  of  improving  them  by 
suggesting  appropriate  revisions  in  draft  form.  Drafts  of  the  translation  of  degrees  in 
French  have  been  reviewed.  Other  topics  of  concern  pertaining  to  rituals  have  also  been 
addressed.  The  report  of  the  Committee  is  submitted  for  your  consideration  and 
approval. 

1.  Approval  of  the  Draft  of  the  Revised  18°  -  Knight  Rose  Croix 

At  the  1999  Session  of  Supreme  Council,  revisions  to  the  18°  were  approved  and 
no  other  proposed  revisions  were  received  by  this  Committee  prior  to  November 
1,  1999.  In  the  1999  Report  your  Chairman  failed  to  recommend  that  the  final 
draft  be  approved  for  printing  and  copies  distributed  after  the  November  deadline. 

2.  Revision  of  Rituals  of  the  Degrees 

(a)  8°-  Intendant  of  the  Building: 

The  degree  has  been  reviewed  and  appropriate  changes  have  been  suggested  for 
revision.  Copies  of  a  draft  of  the  degree  will  be  available  for  those  who  wish  to 
review  it.  Please  submit  any  comments  to  the  Chairman  by  November  1  of  this 
year.  It  is  recommended  that  the  final  draft  be  approved  for  printing  and  distribu¬ 
tion  after  the  November  deadline. 

(b)  16°  -  Prince  of  Jerusalem  and  17°  -  Knight  of  the  East  and  West: 

Drafts  of  these  rituals  are  in  the  process  of  review  in  order  to  make  the  necessary 
revisions.  They  will  be  available  for  presentation  in  due  time. 

3.  Translation  of  Degrees  in  French 

French  versions  of  the  8°,  9°,  10°,  11°,  12°,  16°,  and  17°,  in  draft  form,  have  been 
reviewed  and  found  to  be  true  to  the  present  English  versions  and  acceptable  as 
such.  It  is  recommended  that  they  be  approved  for  printing. 
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This  Committee  appreciates  the  work  of  Ill.'.  Bros  .‘.Pierre  A.  Phaneuf,  33°,  and 
Philippe  A.  Decelles,  33°,  for  the  preparation  and  revision  of  the  drafts  of  these 
degrees.

I.O.:  Brother . ,  you  have  been  appointed  Grand  Historian  of  this  Lodge. 

Yours  is  a  responsible  charge.  It  will  be  your  duty  to  prepare  a  record  of  all  the 
significant  events  of  the  Lodge  in  order  that  the  brethren  of  the  future  may 
know  and  appreciate  the  past  history.  I  now  invest  you  with  the  insignia  of 
your  office.  (Done).  You  may  be  seated. 

5.  Valley  Open  Masonic  Events

The  purpose  of  the  presentation  is  part  of  a  program  to  provide  information 
about  the  Scottish  Rite.  An  outline  of  the  proposed  presentation  has  been 
included.  The  presentation  is  planned  for  March  2001. 

6.  Ritualistic  Music 

The  Committee  for  Ritualistic  Music  has  arranged  for  a  presentation  of  a  seminar, 
“Music  in  the  Degrees  -  A  Concord  of  Sweet  Sounds”  during  the  Friday  after¬ 
noon  workshop  session.  Thanks  to  the  Committee  for  preparing  and  arranging  for 
this  presentation. 

7.  Approved  Revisions  and  Amendments 

Again,  it  is  recommended  that  a  careful  review  be  made  of  the  current  and  past 
Proceedings  of  the  Supreme  Council  to  identify  and  to  make  the  necessary 
changes  and  revisions  which  have  been  approved.  It  would  be  appreciated  if  the 
Deputies  would  make  a  special  effort  to  bring  this  to  the  attention  of  all  con¬ 
cerned.

REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
LEADERSHIP  &  OFFICER  TRAINING 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

On  March  31,  2000,  the  Committee  on  Scottish  Rite  Leadership  and  Officer  Training, 
in  British  Columbia,  concluded  their  meeting  by  mailing,  to  each  provincial  Deputy,  a 
kit  comprised  of  instructional  material  which  would  enable  selected  members  to  pro¬ 
duce  a  leadership  training  seminar.  The  overall  objective  to  this  material  is  to  develop 
and  administer  training  programmes  that  will  ensure  quality  leadership  in  officers  to 
strengthen  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry  in  Canada. 

Each  jurisdiction  is  expected  to  select  suitable  persons  to  train  the  principal  officers  in 
the  various  valleys.  The  prototype  training  programme,  as  developed,  when  coupled 
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with  a  copy  of  the  Scottish  Rite  lodge  officers’  guide,  the  Supreme  Council  Statutes  and 
Regulations,  and  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  and  Masonic  renewal  instruc¬ 
tion  booklet  will  assist  trainers  generally. 

In  British  Columbia,  we  found  that  the  “Train  the  Trainers”  concept  was  ideal  owing  to 
the  large  geographical  area  to  be  served  which  includes  10  widely  dispersed  valleys.  It 
is  felt  that  this  concept  will  serve  other  jurisdictions  equally  as  well. 

We  are  presently  waiting  for  feedback  from  those  regions  established  in  British 
Columbia  where  trained  trainers  are  putting  their  talents  and  training  to  use.  When  this 
feedback  is  available  we  will  then  be  in  a  position  to  further  establish  what  worked 
well,  what  did  not  work  well,  and  suggestions  for  improvement.

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

There  are  many  ways  that  valleys  have  been  involved  in  reaching  beyond  their  member¬ 
ship  to  tell  about  Scottish  Rite  Freemasonry.  This  past  year  has  included  a  review  of 
what  is  being  done,  as  well  as  hearing  views  about  what  could  be  done — when  and  how 
and  where  and  for  whom. 

“Public  Relations”  covers: 

•  how  we  present  ourselves  to  each  other  within  our  “Masonic  family — craft 
lodges,  York  Rite,  DeMolay,  other  concordant  bodies  or  associated  bodies,  and 
the  Shrine; 

•  how  we  present  ourselves  to  our  own  “Masonic  family”,  families  (non 
masons) — spouses,  children,  grandchildren,  other  family  members,  even  co¬ 
workers,  neighbours  or  members  of  our  synagogues,  churches  or  mosques,  and 
the  folks  who  know  us  as  individuals  but  do  not  know  Freemasonry; 

•  how  we  present  ourselves  and  reach  out  to  the  public  at  large — most  who  do 
not  know  Freemasonry,  and  a  few  who  remember  a  friend  or  relative  who  was 
or  is  a  Mason,  and  the  curious; 

•  how  do  we  answer  our  critics? 

Thanks  to  some  volunteers,  we  have  some  photos  and  commentary  about  some  of  the 
efforts  made  this  year.  (Mall  shows  and  displays,  fall  fairs,  special  municipal  events  or 
exhibitions,  parades  (floats).  The  International  Plowing  Match,  as  well  as,  displays  at 
Masonic  events,  such  as,  communications  of  Grand  Lodges,  annual  sessions  of  York 
Rite  (Royal  Arch),  and  open  houses  and  family  days).  There  have  been  some  successes 
in  getting  into  print  in  university  news  publications  (Foundation  grant  presentations), 
and  in  smaller  rural  or  urban  “neighbourhood”  papers. 
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There  are  modem  portable  display  units  being  tried  through  the  Supreme  Council  office 
along  with  printed  material,  pictures,  and  banners.  These  can  be  shipped  from  Hamilton 
or,  for  major  distances,  the  same  type  of  display  can  be  rented  locally  and  suitable  pic¬ 
tures,  banners,  and  printed  material  for  display  can  be  sent. 

In  the  coming  year,  printed  material  will  be  reviewed  to  determine  what  could  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  each  of  the  public  relations  thrusts  that  we  identify. 

Letting  the  Deputies  know  what  is  available  and  where  it  has  been  tried  successfully 
will  be  a  first  step  for  2001.  Establishing  a  committee  with  the  necessary  expertise  in 
the  areas  that  are  identified  as  important  will  be  next.  So  far,  my  thanks  must  go  to  all 
who  have  forwarded  information  or  who  have  worked  with  or  visited  and  observed  at 
the  displays  and  functions  that  have  been  tried.  Their  “on  hand”  input  and  comments 
and  photos  are  valuable  and  have  been  appreciated. 

To  date,  besides  these  ad  hoc  volunteers.  Ill.’. Bro,'. Donald  R.  Pick,  33°,  from  Alymer, 
Ontario,  is  the  sole  member  of  this  committee. 

In  the  past  decade,  most  every  business  that  has  relied  solely  on  past  reputation  or  ser¬ 
vices  without  “reaching  out”  or  “marketing”  to  keep  the  phone  ringing,  interest  alive, 
and  people  coming  through  the  door  have  either  shrunk  or  disappeared  altogether.  Good 
public  relations  work  in  each  Scottish  Rite  valley  may  go  a  long  way  towards  creating 
and  building  a  new  and  positive  interest  and  view  of  Freemasonry  and  especially  our 
Scottish  Rite.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
THE  SUPREME  COUNCILLOR 

To  the  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

This  past  year  did  not  see  a  Supreme  Councillor  go  to  print.  The  Supreme  Councillor  is 
one  of  two  printings  sent  to  all  valleys  for  member  distribution  across  Canada.  The 
other  is  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  Newsletter. 

There  are  difficulties  for  the  valleys  in  the  way  in  which  these  two  are  coordinated  (if 
possible)  to  be  sent  out  together.  They  deserve  another  look. 

1.  In  order  to  reduce  costs,  the  Supreme  Council  office  tries  to  coordinate  the  print¬ 
ings  and  distribution  in  bulk  lots  of  both.  Valleys  receive  them  both  in  the  same 
delivery. 

2.  In  order  to  reduce  costs,  valleys  are  experimenting  with  ways  to  reduce  their  own 
printing  and  mailing  costs.  Some  valleys  use  quarterly  or  half-yearly  mailings — 
and  print  one  summons/program  covering  several  meetings,  or,  include  several 
individual  notices,  flyers,  etc.  in  the  one  mailing.  Larger  valleys  taking  advantage 
of  bulk  postage  or  pre-sorted  rates  are  still  able  to  hold  costs  down  and  get  a 
notice  into  the  hands  of  each  member  several  more  times  a  year. 

When  each  valley  receives  their  package  of  Supreme  Councillor  and  Foundation 
Newsletter — it  is  just  by  chance  they  arrive  in  time  to  be  included  in  the  current  valley 
mailing.  When  they  do,  the  weight  for  postage  consideration  means  choosing  if  both  or 
only  one  can  be  added  to  the  mailing.  If  only  one,  which  one —  depending  on  the 
weight.  It  is  more  important  that  the  Foundation  mailing  be  given  priority  in  fall  mail¬ 
ings  as  a  reminder  of  a  Masonic  charity  of  choice  as  the  tax-year  is  drawing  to  a  close. 

With  cost  savings  in  mind,  perhaps  only  one  of  each  should  go  out  each  year.  The 
Foundation  piece  in  the  fall  for  a  timely  reminder  towards  the  year  end,  and  the 
Supreme  Councillor  in  the  spring  each  year. 

For  those  with  web  access,  our  Scottish  Rite  website  could  offer  both  of  these  prints  as 
a  “download”,  as  well  as,  viewing.  Perhaps  we  could  download  them  to  a  national  fran¬ 
chise  printing  organization  (eg.  “PRINT  3”)  for  printing  in  a  local  area — no  freight  or 
delivery  costs. 

Costs  per  member  are  an  issue  for  all  valleys,  as  well  as,  our  Supreme  Council  office, 
and  significant  changes  and  improvements  are  being  accomplished.  Is  there  a  way  to  get 
the  Supreme  Councillor  (and  our  Foundation  Newsletter)  into  the  hands  of  every 
Scottish  Riter  in  Canada,  every  year  in  a  more  cost  efficient  and  practical  manner? 

Your  comments  and  suggestions  are  always  appreciated.

REPORT  OF 

THE  SCOTTISH  RITE  CHARITABLE  FOUNDATION  OF  CANADA 

To  The  Supreme  Council  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers,  and  Brethren: 

Occasionally,  fortunately  it  has  been  very  occasionally,  I  have  been  asked,  “How  long 
do  you  intend  to  solicit  donations  to  the  capital  fund  of  the  Foundation?”  My  response 
has  always  been  the  same,  “Forever”. 

I  visualize  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  as  a  mighty  river  system.  And  since 
the  harbour  of  Hamilton,  where  the  Foundation’s  office  is  located,  is  a  part  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  River  system,  I  liken  the  Foundation  especially  to  the  River  of  Canada. 

Rising  in  the  Lake  of  the  Woods  in  the  far  west  of  Ontario,  close  to  the  Manitoba  bor¬ 
der,  it  gains  strength  and  power  as  it  flows  through  the  Great  Lakes  and  is  fed  by 
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streams  and  other  mighty  rivers  as  it  passes  through  Ontario  and  Quebec  to  enlarge  into 
the  Gulf,  where  it  touches  all  the  provinces  of  Atlantic  Canada,  until  finally  it  reaches 
its  goal,  and  is  absorbed  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean  and  becomes  part  of  the  terrestrial  seas. 

So  too  is  the  Foundation.  From  the  source  of  its  initial  funding  in  1964  by  The  Supreme 
Council  of  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada,  it  has  been  fed  by  rivulets  of 
individual  donations,  rivers  of  special  donations,  and  mighty  torrents  of  bequests  until 
today,  its  capital  exceeds  8.6  million  dollars. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  the  capital  fund  increased  by  one  million  dollars  and  this 
capital  fund  produced  income  sufficient  to  enable  the  Foundation  to  donate  $560,000.  to 
The  Roeher  Institute. 

On  behalf  of  the  Directors  and  Members  of  the  Foundation,  and  on  behalf,  also,  of  the 
recipients  of  the  grants  and  bursaries,  and  of  all  persons  who  have  benefitted,  or  who 
will  in  the  future  benefit,  from  the  results  of  their  studies  and  research,  I  express  most 
sincere  appreciation  to  everyone  who  contributed  to  our  Scottish  Rite  charity  during  this 
past  year. 

I  commend  especially  those  valleys  of  the  Scottish  Rite  which  organize  special  events 
to  raise  funds  to  aid  the  Foundation.  I  think  particularly  of  the  Valley  of  Windsor,  which 
has  contributed  tens  of  thousands  of  dollars  raised  through  its  charity  bingos.  Other 
Valleys,  like  Toronto  and  Winnipeg,  have  followed  the  lead  of  London  Valley  which 
inaugurated  the  idea  of  an  annual  golf  classic.  These  events  and  others  are  a  fun  way  of 
raising  money  for  our  charity,  and  are  avenues  for  inviting  participation  from  persons 
who  are  not  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite. 

It  has  become  the  practice  to  present  cheques  from  the  various  fund-raising  activities,  as 
well  as  other  valley  and  individual  donations,  on  the  occasion  of  the  Foundation 
Luncheon,  held  annually  on  the  Friday  of  the  Annual  Session  of  Supreme  Council.  At 
the  1999  luncheon,  donations  totalling  $53,804.62  were  gratefully  received.  Details  of 
those  donations  were  published  in  the  December  1999  Edition,  No.  11,  of  The 
Foundation  Newsletter.  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  record  a  special  word  of  apprecia¬ 
tion  to  the  Valley  of  Niagara,  which  hosted  the  1999  Annual  Session  of  the  Supreme 
Council,  and  which,  in  recognition  of  its  distinguished  brother.  Dr.  Charles  A.  Sankey, 
made  the  magnificent  donation  of  $13,020. 

It  may  possibly  be  that  in  time,  benefits  will,  indeed,  flow  from  two  events  which 
occurred  in  Washington  this  past  spring  and  received  wide  media  coverage,  the  public 
epiphany  of  the  draft  of  humanity’s  genetic  code — the  genome  revolution,  and  the 
papers  and  deliberations  of  the  World  Alzheimer  Congress.  But  that  time  has  not  yet 
arrived.  Our  support  of  research  must  continue.  To  return  to  our  metaphor,  the  drop  of 
water  which  commenced  its  four  thousand  kilometre  long  journey  has  not  yet  reached 
the  open  seas.  But  let  us  rejoice  in  the  thought  that  it  is  continuing  to  travel  and  will 
eventually  arrive.  We  should  remember  also  that  for  much  of  its  course  the  St. 
Lawrence  system  is  an  international  waterway,  and  the  seas  wash  the  shores  of  most  of 
the  world’s  land  mass.  So  too  the  good  results  of  the  research  we  support  will  benefit 
not  only  those  of  us  blessed  to  reside  in  Canada  but  all  peoples  everywhere. 

As  a  result  of  presentations  solicited  by  Vice-President  Harold  E.  Crosby,  and  inter¬ 
views  held  by  him  and  the  President,  a  recommendation  will  be  made  to  the  Directors 
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and,  if  approved  by  them,  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Members  at  Winnipeg  in 
September,  to  retain  the  services  of  a  communications  specialist  to  advise  and  assist  us 
to  more  effectively  disseminate  our  needs,  our  successes,  and  our  goals.  Hopefully  one 
result  will  be  the  appearance,  finally,  of  a  brochure,  which  will  be  of  special  assistance 
to  our  representatives  in  the  valleys  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  in  telling  who  we  are,  what  we 
do,  and  how  donors  can  assist  us  to  accomplish  our  goals,  and  at  the  same  time  perhaps 
benefit  themselves. 

During  the  year,  the  directors  established  an  Investment  Committee  composed  of  the 
President,  Vice-President  and  Treasurer.  The  Committee  is  to  recommend  and  imple¬ 
ment  an  investment  policy  for  the  Foundation.  The  Committee  is  also  giving  considera¬ 
tion  to  recommending  retaining  the  services  of  investment  counsel  to  manage  some,  if 
not  all,  of  the  Foundation’s  portfolio. 

The  Directors  also  established  at  their  April  8,  2000  meeting,  a  Committee  to  be  chaired 
by  Director  Donald  R.  Thornton,  to  develop  new  application  and  information  forms  for 
grant  and  bursary  applicants,  as  well  as,  to  consider  dispersing  information  via  the  inter¬ 
net. 

It  is  with  profound  sadness  that  we  record  the  deaths  of  two  of  our  Directors  Emeritus 
during  the  past  year  in  the  persons  of  Walter  C.  McDonald  and  Gordon  L.  Bennett. 
Both  men  were  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commanders  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted 
Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada,  and  the  Foundation  benefitted  greatly  from  the 
wisdom  of  their  advice  generously  given  for  many  years. 

Three  Members  of  the  Foundation  also  died  during  the  year,  namely,  Norman  E. 
Auclair,  R.  Eldon  Greer,  and  William  Worwood.  Their  presence  at  our  Annual 
Meetings,  and  contributions  to  the  Foundation,  will  be  missed.  Eldon  Greer  served  for 
several  years  as  Editor  of  The  Foundation  Newsletter. 

On  a  happier  note,  I  am  most  pleased  to  congratulate  Dr.  N.  R.  Richards,  Past  President, 
and  now  a  Director  Emeritus,  of  the  Foundation,  upon  being  named  Alumnus  of  Honour 
by  the  University  of  Guelph  Alumni  Association.  Dr.  Richards  is  the  first  alumnus  to 
receive  this  special  recognition  of  honour. 

Also  on  a  happy  note,  we  extend  congratulations  to  Cam  Crawford  on  his  appointment 
to  the  Presidency  of  The  Roeher  Institute.  We  are  grateful  recipients  of  the  expert 
advice  we  continue  to  receive  from  him,  and  from  Roslyn  Ward,  at  the  Institute. 

On  behalf  of  the  Board  and  Members,  I  extend  sincere  appreciation  to  Glenn  M.  Martin, 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada,  on  the  support  he  has  given  throughout  the  triennium  of  his 
office. 

I  also  extend  a  thank  you  to  the  Officers,  Directors,  and  Members  of  the  Foundation,  the 
Valley  Representatives  ,and  Grand  Secretaries  and  Registrars,  and  to  the  secretaries  in 
our  Hamilton  office,  Margaret  L.  Tweedle  and  Irene  H.  Forbes,  for  their  devotion  and 
assistance  throughout  the  year. 

A  special  word  of  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Foundation,  John  W. 
Lowry.  He  has  advised  he  will  not  seek  re-election  as  Secretary  at  the  September  2000 
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Meeting  of  the  Directors.  On  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Members,  I 
express  a  sincere  thank  you  to  him  for  his  years  of  interest  in  and  devotion  to  the  work 
of  the  Foundation. 

Finally,  I  repeat  the  challenge  I  issued  to  the  members  in  the  December  1999 
Foundation  Newsletter.  The  challenge  is  for  each  Member  to  set  aside  just  $1.  per  week 
throughout  the  year  to  contribute  to  the  Foundation  as  a  special  millennium  project. 
Some  members  have  told  me  they  are  doing  so.  If  all  members  accepted  the  challenge 
the  Foundation’s  capital  would  increase  by  $1,350,000.  this  year  from  individual  dona¬ 
tions  alone. 

Once  again  I  say,  would  this  not  be  a  really  meaningful  way  to  commence  the  new  mil¬ 
lennium?  For  remember  that  millennium  commemorates  the  birth  of  Him  who  said, 
“Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have  done  it 
unto  me.”

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REPORT  OF  THE 

DEPUTY  FOR  ALBERTA  AND  NORTHWEST  TERRITORIES 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condition  and 
the  activities  of  the  five  Scottish  Rite  Valleys  in  Alberta 
in  accordance  with  ART.  26.  (d)  of  the  Statutes. 

Names  of  the  brethren,  who  passed  away  during  the  last 
year  are  inscribed  in  the  obituary  records  of  our  annual 
Proceedings.  To  their  families  we  extend  our  deepest 
sympathies. 

The  membership  numbers  continue  to  decline  from  a 
combination  of  demits,  deaths,  and  suspensions.  Demits 
have  increased  considerably  since  it  is  no  longer  neces¬ 
sary  to  maintain  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite  in 
order  to  maintain  membership  in  the  AAONMS,  The 
number  of  candidates  has  also  decreased,  especially  in 
the  two  largest  valleys,  Calgary  and  Edmonton. 

125th  Anniversary  Celebration  of  Supreme  Council 

The  highlight  of  the  year  in  Alberta  and  the  Northwest  Territories  was  the  celebration  of 
the  125th  Anniversary  of  the  Supreme  Council  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite 
of  Freemasonry  of  Canada  at  the  beautiful  Jasper  Park  Lodge  on  November  5,  6,  and  7, 
1999. 

Joining  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill  .’.Bro.'.  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°,  were  the 
Deputies  from  Nova  Scotia,  Ill Bro Phillip  H.  Raymond,  33°;  Manitoba, 
Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Donald  A.  Murray,  33°;  Saskatchewan,  Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Kenneth  S.  Orr,  33°; 
Alberta,  Ill.'.Bro.'.Orlan  J.  Weber,  33°;  Active  Members,  Ill .'. Bro .'. Stanley  J. 
Clayton,  33°  of  Alberta,  Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Norman  G.  Clarke,  33°,  of  Manitoba;  and  Past 
Active  Members,  Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Thomas  V.  Hannan,  33°,  of  Saskatchewan,  and 
Ill  .'.Bro. '.Thomas  W.  S.  Band,  33°,  of  Alberta.  Also  in  attendance  was  the  Grand 
Representative  of  our  Supreme  Council  to  the  Southern  Jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  Ill.  Jack  D.  Rehberg,  33°.  Representing  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  A.  F.  &  A. 
M.  was  M.W.  Bro.  J.  Arthur  Jones,  32°. 

The  setting  was  picturesque.  The  weather  was  typically  Alberta,  with  lots  of  sunshine,  a 
little  snow,  and  more  sunshine.  The  fellowship  and  hospitality  were  most  memorable, 
and  the  ritual  work  was  outstanding.  The  celebration  was  truly  an  inspiration  for  all  in 
attendance.  The  memories  of  the  event  will  last  a  lifetime,  especially  for  the  twenty- 
nine  candidates. 

The  compulsory  degrees,  4,  5,  7,  13,  and  14,  were  conferred  in  full  form  for  the  Lodge 
of  Perfection  by  Lacombe  (Central  Alberta),  Edmonton,  Calgary,  Lethbridge,  and 
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Medicine  Hat  respectively.  Regina,  Saskatchewan  conferred  the  15°,  and  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba  conferred  the  18°.  All  the  other  degrees  were  communicated.  All  the  degrees 
were  conferred  in  a  most  exemplary  manner. 

On  Friday  night,  there  was  a  get  acquainted  mixer  plus  a  silent  auction  which  raised 
over  $5,000.  which  helped  to  pay  some  of  the  organizing  costs  and  ensure  that  it  was  a 
financial  success  as  well  as  a  social  success.  On  Saturday  night,  there  was  a  banquet 
which  featured  some  entertainment  by  one  of  the  candidates,  Bro.  R.  Charles  (Chuck) 
Rose,  18°,  who  sang  some  ballads,  including  one  especially  written  for  the  125th 
Anniversary  which  brought  to  life  events  of  the  last  125  years.  Both  the  Toast  to  the 
Ladies  and  the  response  were  sung  by  Ill. ’.Bro .'.Lawrence  A.  McKercher,  33°,  and 
Mrs.  Lois  Brown  respectively.  Our  SGC  was  the  special  guest  and  speaker.  Greetings 
were  extended  from  the  Southern  Jurisdiction,  the  Mother  Jurisdiction  of  all  Supreme 
Councils,  by  Ill.  Jack  Rehberg,  33°,  the  Grand  Representative  of  our  Supreme  Council 
near  the  Southern  Jurisdiction. 

Calgary 

The  Lodge  of  Perfection  conferred  the  degrees  over  the  course  of  the  year  cumulating 
with  the  celebration  of  its  80th  Annual  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion  on  October  2, 
1999.  A  class  of  6  members  received  their  14°  which  was  conferred  in  an  excellent 
manner. 

The  Rose  Croix  degrees  are  conferred  throughout  the  year  culminating  with  the  confer¬ 
ral  of  the  18°  or  Rose  Croix  Degree  on  Maundy  Thursday  along  with  the  Feast  of  the 
Pascal  Lamb.  The  spouses  of  the  members  were  invited  to  the  Relighting  of  the  Lights 
Ceremony  on  Easter  Sunday. 

The  Consistory  degrees  were  conferred  at  a  Field  Day  commencing  on  Thursday, 
November  1 1,  with  the  conferral  of  the  19°,  Grand  Pontiff,  and  climaxing  with  the  32°, 
Sublime  Prince  of  the  Royal  Secret,  on  Saturday,  November  13,  1999.  In  addition  to  the 
19°,  the  20°,  Master  Ad  Vitam,  the  22°,  the  Prince  of  Libanus,  the  23°,  Chief  of  the 
Tabernacle,  the  26°,  Prince  of  Mercy,  and  the  29°,  Knight  of  St.  Andrew,  were  con¬ 
ferred  in  full  form  in  addition  to  the  compulsory  degrees.  The  degrees  were  all  con¬ 
ferred  in  an  excellent  manner.  The  class  consisted  of  22  members  from  Calgary  plus 
three  members  from  Alberta  Consistory.  This  much  larger  class  was  largely  due  to  the 
class  that  received  their  4°  to  18°  at  the  125th  Anniversary  Celebration  in  Jasper  the 
previous  week. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  number  of  candidates  for  the  next  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion 
to  be  held  in  October  2000,  will  be  only  one  or  two  members. 

Delta  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was  very  fortunate  to  receive  a  new  set  of  Collars  and 
Jewels  presented  by  Bro.  Ken  Lukes,  in  memory  of  his  father  Ill .'.  Bro .'.  Harold 
Norman  Lukes,  33°. 

Edmonton 

Edmonton  continues  to  hold  Field  Days  for  the  Lodge  of  Perfection,  Rose  Croix,  and 
Consistory,  degrees.  The  Lodge  of  Perfection  Reunion  was  held  on  the  last  weekend  of 
February  2000.  There  were  12  members  in  the  class  including  2  from  Yellowknife. 
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Several  candidates  from  Lacombe  (Central  Alberta)  received  some  of  their  degrees  in 
Edmonton  prior  to  their  reunion  in  April.  For  the  first  year,  in  living  memory,  a  couple 
of  the  degrees  had  to  be  communicated  rather  than  conferred  in  full  form.  This  was  also 
one  of  the  few  times  that  a  proper  program  was  not  printed  for  distribution  to  all  mem¬ 
bers  prior  to  the  Reunion.  This  was  not  well  received  by  most  of  the  members. 

Edmonton  had  the  reputation  of  having  one  of  the  fanciest  programs  of  all  the  valleys  in 
Canada,  and,  unfortunately,  there  is  a  great  desire  to  save  money  and  do  the  least  which 
is  acceptable  rather  than  maintain  a  level  of  excellence  even  when  the  valley  does  not 
suffer  from  a  lack  of  money.  This  was  further  reflected  by  having  neither  a  Ladies’  Tea 
nor  a  banquet  following  the  conferral  of  the  14°  as  has  been  the  tradition  and  custom 
since  the  first  reunion.  A  Fun  Casino  was  held  in  its  stead.  The  number  of  visitors  in 
attendance  at  the  14°  was  fewer  than  previous  years.  The  Active  Member  was  the  only 
out-of-town  visitor  in  attendance  at  the  Fun  Casino. 

The  Rose  Croix  Reunion  was  held  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday  preceding  Easter.  All 
four  degrees  were  conferred  in  full  form.  The  feast  of  the  Pascal  Lamb  was  held  imme¬ 
diately  following  the  Rose  Croix  Degree.  Approximately  100  members  attended  the 
Relighting  of  the  Lights  Ceremony  held  in  the  Penthouse  of  the  nearby  Howard  Johnson 
Hotel. 

The  Consistory  degrees  were  exemplified  on  the  last  two  weekends  in  November.  Most 
of  the  degrees  were  conferred  in  full  form.  Following  the  conferral  of  the  32°  degree 
there  was  a  banquet  followed  by  a  music  recital  by  one  of  the  students  from  Alberta 
College  where  three  $1,000.  Bursaries  are  awarded  each  year  to  students  in  the  music 
program. 

Edmonton  has  toiled  for  several  years  to  come  up  with  a  new  and  greatly  revised  set  of 
by-laws  which  more  effectively  spreads  the  leadership  in  the  valley  to  all  three  bodies 
rather  than  have  virtually  all  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection.  This  has 
finally  been  passed  by  the  membership  and  it  is  awaiting  approval  from  Supreme 
Council. 

Lacombe  (Central  Alberta) 

Central  Alberta  Lodge  of  Perfection  continues  to  confer  most  of  the  degrees  throughout 
the  year  and  had  a  good  class  of  candidates.  They  were  also  able  to  have  the  Valley  of 
Edmonton  confer  several  degrees  as  a  courtesy  for  candidates  who  were  unable  to  be  in 
attendance  at  some  of  their  degrees.  They  had  a  very  successful  reunion  which  paid  trib¬ 
ute  to  their  hardworking  Grand  Secretary,  Ill. ‘.Bro.’.  Verne  A.  Otto,  32°.  They  also  had 
an  interesting  Ladies’  Tea  which  was  enjoyed  by  the  wives  of  the  members  and  visitors. 

Central  Alberta  plays  host  to  all  the  other  valleys  in  Alberta  for  the  annual  golf  tourna¬ 
ment  in  June.  Each  year  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  also  celebrates  the  Feast  of  the  Pascal 
Lamb. 

Lethbridge 

Lethbridge  held  their  53rd  Annual  Reunion  on  February  5,  2000.  It  was  named  the 
“Charles  Andrews”  Reunion  after  a  well-known  local  farmer  and  well-known  Mason. 
He  will  receive  his  33°  in  Winnipeg  in  September  of  2000.  Ill.'. Bro Andrews  is  an 
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excellent  ritualist  and  it  is  always  a  pleasure  to  hear  him  quote  Masonic  ritual  or  well- 
known  poems  of  famous  poets. 

There  was  a  large  turnout  for  both  the  conferral  of  the  degree  and  the  banquet,  many  of 
whom  had  come  for  the  express  purpose  of  honouring  Ill .'.Bro.'.  Andrews.  There  was 
also  a  good  attendance  of  ladies  at  the  tea  held  in  conjunction  with  the  14°. 

The  Chinook  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  conferred  the  15°  in  March,  and  the  18°  on 
Maundy  Thursday.  The  chapter  had  an  open  Relighting  of  the  Lights  Ceremony  on 
Easter  Morning. 

Lethbridge  has  decided  to  have  officers  serve  two  years  in  the  presiding  office  and  the 
other  offices  as  may  be  necessary  since  they  are  having  difficulty  in  having  sufficient 
members  with  the  time  and  commitment  to  fill  the  offices  of  both  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  the  Rose  Croix  Chapter. 

The  membership  dropped  dramatically  for  both  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  Rose  Croix 
Chapter  where  the  decreases  were  15  and  29  to  totals  of  124  and  188  respectively,  a 
decrease  of  over  10%. 

The  valley  operated  at  a  slight  loss,  but  after  refunds  were  returned  early  in  the  year 
2000,  from  the  125th  Anniversary,  it  would  have  a  considerable  profit. 

Medicine  Hat 

Medicine  Hat  did  not  hold  a  reunion  in  the  past  year.  The  Valley  of  Medicine  Hat  con¬ 
ferred  the  14°  at  the  125th  Anniversary  Celebration  in  Jasper.  They  also  had  a  candidate 
from  their  valley  receive  all  the  degrees  in  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  at  Lethbridge  as  a 
courtesy  to  Medicine  Hat.  The  candidate  was  unable  to  attend  the  meetings  during  the 
week  in  Medicine  Hat,  but  was  able  to  get  away  from  work  to  make  the  Friday  night 
meetings  in  Lethbridge. 

An  official  visit  was  made  to  Medicine  Hat  in  November  by  the  Active  Member, 
Ill.'. Bro.'. Stanley  J.  Clayton,  33°.  He  was  accompanied  by  three  well-known  brethren 
from  Calgary. 

The  decline  in  membership  for  the  year  totalled  4  members  to  a  total  of  82.  The  interest¬ 
ing  statistic  here  is  that  there  was  only  one  death,  but  three  withdrawals  and  4  suspen¬ 
sions  while  there  were  4  new  members  receiving  their  14°. 

Membership 

Membership  continues  to  have  quite  large  decreases  in  all  the  valleys  in  Alberta.  In 
Edmonton,  the  decrease  in  members  was  60  for  both  the  Lodge  of  Perfection  and  the 
Mizpah  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  59  members  for  the  Consistory.  This  is  over  a  6% 
loss  for  each  of  the  three  bodies. 

In  the  Valley  of  Calgary,  membership  decreased  by  51,  48,  and  68  in  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection,  Delta  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  Southalta  Consistory  respectively.  This  is 
over  an  8%  loss  in  each  of  the  three  bodies. 
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In  the  Valley  of  Lethbridge,  membership  decreased  by  over  13%  in  both  the  Lodge  of 
Perfection  and  Chinook  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  to  124  and  188  members  respectively. 

Three  brethren  from  Alberta  will  receive  their  33°  this  year  in  Winnipeg.  They  are 
Ill.*. Bros David  A.  Bruce,  32°,  Calgary,  John  D.  Robertson,  32°,  Edmonton,  and 
Charles  R.  Andrews,  32°,  Lethbridge. 

Charitable  Donations 

During  the  past  year,  all  the  valleys  have  supported  charities  both  provincially  and 
locally.  All  the  valleys  continue  to  support  the  “We  Can  Help”  programme  in  co-opera¬ 
tion  with  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance.  This  programme  enables  teachers  to  provide 
instruction  in  some  basic  first  aid  education  for  grade  3  students  throughout  the 
province.  This  programme  is  jointly  sponsored  by  all  members  of  the  Masonic  family  in 
Alberta. 

In  Edmonton,  funds  were  provided  to  the  Provincial  Museum  in  the  amount  of  $6,000. 
for  publication  of  educational  material  for  some  major  exhibits  and  for  the  Discovery 
Room.  Scottish  Rite  is  given  credit  for  their  contributions  on  all  the  handouts.  The 
Public  Library  also  received  $7,000.  for  children’s  books  in  the  Penny  McKee  Branch. 
This  particular  branch  has  become  a  focus  point  in  one  of  the  older  parts  of  the  city 
where  many  new  immigrants  live.  In  addition  smaller  donations  were  made  to  the  fol¬ 
lowing  charities,  Edmonton  City  Centre  Church  Program,  $2,000.;  Youth  Emergency 
Shelter,  $500.;  Edmonton  Food  Bank,  $500.;  Bissell  Centre,  (a  drop  in  centre  for  the 
homeless)  $500.;  Salvation  Army  $500.;  and  Habitat  for  Humanity  $5,000. 

Charitable  Foundation 

Alberta  was  very  fortunate  this  year  to  see  two  major  grants  of  approximately  $35,000. 
each  awarded  for  research  in  Edmonton  and  Calgary.  Scholarships  were  also  awarded  to 
four  students  working  towards  Masters  or  Doctoral  degrees  plus  bursaries  for  several 
students  attending  Community  Colleges. 

All  the  valleys  continue  to  support  the  Foundation  through  the  blue  envelope  pro¬ 
gramme. 

Invitations 

Members  of  our  Supreme  Council  were  privileged  to  attend  a  number  of  functions  of 
other  Masonic  bodies  to  represent  our  SGC  and  to  bring  greetings  and  best  wishes  from 
the  Supreme  Council  33°  Ancient  &Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada 
to  their  sessions.  They  include  the  following:

I  have  attended  the  valleys  several  times  for  official  visits,  degrees,  regular  meetings 
and/or  social  functions  from  September  1999  to  June  2000.  The  officers  performed  their 
duties  very  well.  I  encouraged  them  to  maintain  their  high  standards  of  work  and  leader¬ 
ship. 

In  British  Columbia,  we  have  established  a  DeMolay  Liaison  Committee  with 
Ill .'. Bro .". S.  Douglas  Hargrove,  32°,  as  Chairman.  We  have  approximately  125 
DeMolay  members.  The  potential  for  growth,  however  is  definitely  there  with  the  sup¬ 
port  that  our  Committee  from  the  Valley  of  Vancouver  has  provided. 

The  Vancouver  Valley  recently  funded  a  leadership  conference  workshop  weekend 
which  was  attended  by  over  40  young  men  who  completed  the  course.  Our  financial 
involvement  in  this  was  $3000. 

Ill  .‘.Bro,*. Hargrove  has  been  in  communication  with  Bro.  Barker  who  looks  after 
Public  Relations  for  Canadian  DeMolay  and  has  advised  him  on  how  we  organized  our 
Committee  here  in  Vancouver.  We  still  need  to  appoint  volunteer  liaison  persons  to  our 
committee  from  the  other  valleys  in  British  Columbia. 
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One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year,  was  our  Reunion  celebrating  the  1 25th  Anniversary  of 
Supreme  Council  in  Canada.  There  were  146  candidates  from  ten  of  the  eleven  valleys 
in  British  Columbia  and  the  Yukon  Territory.  Virtually  every  area  of  British  Columbia 
and  the  Yukon  was  represented  as  there  were  candidates  from  45  different  cities — from 
as  far  north  as  Whitehorse,  Port  Alberni,  and  Campbell  River  on  Vancouver  Island 
being  the  most  westerly  ,  Masset  on  the  Queen  Charlotte  Island  in  the  northwest, 
Dawson  Creek  in  the  northeast,  and  Creston  in  the  southeast — just  to  name  a  few. 

The  Reunion  started  on  Thursday,  October  21,  1999,  and  continued  with  a  full  program 
of  degrees  starting  from  the  4°  and  concluding  with  the  conferral  of  the  32°  on  Saturday 
evening,  October  23,  1999. 

There  were  three  meetings  of  the  senior  officers  of  Grand  Lodge  and  the  concordant 
bodies  of  British  Columbia,  September  9,  1999,  October  15,  1999,  and  April  5,  2000,  at 
which  Ill. '.Bro.'.

I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  gratitude  to  all  members 
of  both  valleys  who  accorded  me  their  support  and  wise 
counsel  during  the  year.  Without  this  invaluable  sup¬ 
port,  my  duties  would  have  been  very  difficult  to  dis¬ 
charge  and  certainly  very  onerous  to  say  the  least.  Time 
and  space  precludes  me  from  listing  the  names  of  all 
whom  I  should  be  giving  special  recognition. 

Brandon 

This  valley  continues  to  struggle  with  membership  problems  with  a  loss  of  9  members 
and  no  creations  during  the  year  for  a  total  membership  of  129  as  at  fiscal  year  end.  ] 
Recruiting  efforts  continue  however,  the  craft  lodges  in  Brandon  are  also  experiencing  | 
membership  problems  which  in  turn  negatively  reflects  on  the  availability  of  potential  j 
new  Scottish  Rite  members. 

Ill Bro Grant  McMullan,  32°,  while  new  to  the  office  of  Grand  Secretary  for  the  val¬ 
ley  has  done  a  fine  job  during  the  year.  The  valley  is  fortunate  to  be  able  to  call  on  the 
time  and  talents  of  the  former  Grand  Secretary,  Ill  .‘.Bro. '.Glen  A.  Hotel,  33°.  Poor 
health  forced  him  to  resign.  However,  he  is  always  ready  to  offer  advice  and  counsel 
when  required  and  we  extend  sincere  thanks  for  his  continued  involvement. 

On  a  positive  note,  it  was  my  pleasure  to  travel  to  Brandon  for  an  official  visit  during 
which  I  was  called  on  to  present  a  50-year  medal  to  Ill.'.Bro.'.  W.  George  Mitrou,  32°. 
Bro.  Mitrou  was  most  gracious  in  his  acceptance  of  this  honour  and  gave  a  moving 
acceptance  speech  to  the  brethren  assembled. 

On  a  very  serious  note,  I  was  alerted  to  the  fact  that  a  notice  of  motion  was  about  to 
come  forward  to  the  members  of  this  valley  which  would  result  in  diverting  $50,000. 
from  the  assets  of  the  valley  to  a  fund  for  the  construction  of  facilities  to  accommodate 
the  Masonic  family  in  Brandon.  This  caused  sufficient  enough  alarm  for  me  to  review 
the  matter  with  Ill.'.Bro.'. Jerrold  L.  Gunn,  32°,  who  is  a  retired  lawyer  and  whose 
counsel  I  highly  respect.  The  matter  was  then  referred  to  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander  along  with  my  recommendation  to  give  me  the  authority  to  place  the  valley 
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in  receivership  and  allow  me  to  take  control  of  the  assets  and  prevent  the  illegal  diver¬ 
sion  of  valley  funds.  The  SGC  gave  me  this  authority  after  consultation  with 
111  Bro.*.  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

In  the  interest  of  time  and  space,  I  will  not  dwell  on  the  mechanics  of  resolving  this  dis¬ 
tasteful  issue  other  than  to  report,  that  after  meeting  with  the  members  of  the  valley  at  a 
regular  Lodge  of  Perfection  meeting  on  March  2,  2000,  the  notice  of  motion  was  subse¬ 
quently  withdrawn.  I  might  add  that  during  this  meeting.  Ill. ’.Bro. '.Gunn,  who  accom¬ 
panied  me  on  this  visit,  gave  a  sterling  and  in  depth  presentation  to  the  members  of  the 
valley  on  the  Statutes  of  Supreme  Council  and  the  reasons  for  the  proposed  notice  of 
motion  being  illegal.  After  observing  the  reaction  by  the  majority  of  members  in  atten¬ 
dance,  I  chose  not  to  place  the  valley  in  receivership  although  it  was  made  crystal  clear 
to  the  members  that  I  had  every  right  and  authority  to  exercise  this  power.  My  reasons 
were  further  predicated  on  the  negative  affect  it  would  have  on  the  reputation  of  the 
Masonic  community  in  Brandon  and  area  if  Scottish  Rite  were  suddenly  placed  in 
receivership.  I  did  however  appoint  three  agents  and  provided  them  with  very  strict 
reporting  guidelines  all  of  which  are  being  complied  with. 

I  am  satisfied  that  this  issue  is  at  rest.  However,  in  the  interim,  should  anything  of  an 
untoward  nature  occur,  I  will  not  hesitate  to  exercise  the  authority  granted  to  me  by 
placing  the  valley  into  receivership  in  order  to  protect  the  sanctity  of  the  valley  assets. 

I  cannot  express  enough  thanks  to  Ill.’.Bro.'. Jerrold  A.  Gunn,  32°,  SGC  Glenn  M. 
Martin,  33°,  PSGC  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  and  senior  members  of  the  Valley  of  Brandon 
who  provided  support  and  guidance  to  me  in  dealing  with  this  issue. 

I  commend  the  officers  and  members  of  the  valley  for  their  positive  attitude  and  will  to 
build  their  membership  and  to  keep  the  Valley  of  Brandon  alive  and  well  in  ensuing 
years. 

Winnipeg 

The  year  began  with  a  move  of  Scottish  Rite  from  the  Shrine  Temple  to  the  Masonic 
Memorial  Temple  in  June  1999.  The  Shrine  Temple  had  been  sold  and  there  was  insuf¬ 
ficient  space  available  in  the  new  Shrine  facility  to  accommodate  Scottish  Rite.  In  spite 
of  this,  all  three  bodies  adjusted  to  new  surroundings,  and  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  again 
enjoyed  another  good  year  of  excellent  quality  degree  presentations  and  very  good 
attendance  at  all  meetings. 

Council,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Ill. ‘.Bro, ‘.Robert  T.  Crossley,  32°,  continues  to 
meet  on  a  regular  basis  and  the  business  of  the  valley  is  conducted  on  a  meaningful  and 
effective  basis.  Council  meetings  are  always  well-attended  and  the  officers  of  all  three 
bodies  play  very  active  roles  in  making  sound  management  decisions. 

Membership  continues  to  be  an  area  of  concern  to  the  valley.  Deaths,  demits,  and  sus¬ 
pensions  take  their  toll  even  though  20  new  members  received  their  32°  collars  and  ten 
members  were  restored  during  the  year.  However,  on  the  down  side,  we  recorded  33 
deaths,  44  demits,  and  139  suspensions  for  an  unsatisfactory  loss  of  216  members.  We 
are  not  at  all  proud  of  the  latter  statistics.  In  this  regard,  I  have  submitted  a  proposed 
amendment  to  Supreme  Council  to  permit  a  constituent  body  or  valley  to  elect  to  elimi¬ 
nate  the  interval  of  6  months  required  between  the  3°  and  4°.  This  may  not  be  the  total 
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answer  to  membership  problems,  however,  it  can  be  a  contributing  factor  to  stabilizing 
a  major  growth  problem.  The  loss  in  membership  in  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  is  very 
alarming  and  one  of  major  concern.  We  are  attempting  to  do  everything  in  our  power  to 
recruit  and  retain  members. 

Valley  finances  and  budgets  continue  to  receive  close  attention  under  the  watchful  eye 
of  the  Grand  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Auditor.  All  finances  are  reviewed  in  detail  at 
council  meetings  and  are  carefully  scrutinized  by  the  committee  members.  We  are  for¬ 
tunate  indeed  to  have  the  wise  counsel  of  our  Treasurer,  who  is  also  a  chartered  accoun¬ 
tant  and  auditor. 

Easter  services  were  again  one  of  the  highlights  of  our  Scottish  Rite  year.  Maundy 
Thursday  was  attended  by  225  members,  while  Easter  Sunday  attendance  was  170 
members.  The  officers  of  Bethesda  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  did  a  superb  job  in  the  flaw¬ 
less  performance  of  both  ceremonies.  It  is  through  this  type  of  dedication,  commitment, 
and  performance  that  makes  Easter  such  a  special  time  for  the  valley. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill  .‘.Bro.’.  Glenn  M. 
Martin,  33°,  pay  two  visits  to  us  this  past  year.  On  one  occasion,  it  was  an  informal 
meeting  at  the  Winnipeg  Airport  where  he  gave  us  his  counsel  and  advice  on  a  serious 
matter  concerning  the  Valley  of  Brandon.  On  the  second  occasion,  he  attended 
Winnipeg  to  address  a  matter  of  importance  regarding  invited  guests  to  the  Supreme 
Council  Sessions  being  held  in  Winnipeg,  September  14  thru  16.  The  valley  is  grateful 
indeed  to  the  SGC  for  his  interest  in  matters  of  importance  to  the  valleys  in  Manitoba. 

Another  major  highlight  of  1999  was  our  attendance  at  the  125th  Anniversary  of 
Supreme  Council  in  Canada  Reunion,  entitled  “Celebration  in  the  Rockies”,  involving 
the  valleys  of  all  3  prairie  provinces  and  held  in  the  beautiful  surroundings  of  Jasper 
Park  Lodge.  It  was  an  honour  for  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  to  portray  the  18°  for  the  27 
candidates  who  attended  to  receive  degrees  4  through  18.  The  organizing  committee  for 
this  event  did  yeoman  service  in  handling  every  last  detail  and  it  was  through  their 
efforts  that  made  this  special  weekend  one  that  will  long  be  remembered.  It  was  not 
only  observing  the  presentation  of  all  degrees  but  to  be  part  of  the  18°  and  to  perform 
for  so  many  distinguished  Scottish  Rite  Masons  will  ever  remain  as  a  treasured  memory 
for  all  of  us.  I  would  be  remiss  if  I  did  not  give  honourable  mention  to  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.John 
A.  Fergusson,  33°,  18°  coordinator  for  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  for  his  superb  job  and 
for  giving  such  positive  direction  to  the  degree  team  which  all  culminated  in  an  out¬ 
standing  performance. 

The  officers  of  the  three  bodies  of  the  valley  again  hosted  a  most  successful  “Fall 
Supper”  last  fall  with  in  excess  of  $2,000.  profit  being  realized  for  the  Scottish  Rite 
Charitable  Foundation.  This  was  the  6th  annual  event  and  its  popularity  is  such  that  the 
two  dinner  sittings  are  usually  sold  out  well  in  advance.  This  is  an  afternoon  of  fun, 
good  food,  and  fellowship  for  everyone  and  an  event  that  we  all  look  forward  to. 

This  year,  we  again  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  at  the  St.  Boniface  Research  Centre  to 
meet  with  and  present  a  cheque  in  the  amount  of  $35,000.  to  Dr.  Francis  M.  Amara  on 
behalf  of  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation.  This  was  the  second  instalment  on  a 
research  grant  to  Dr.  Amara  from  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation  for  his  studies 
on  Alzheimer’s  Disease  and  related  dementia.  Dr.  Amara  was  most  gracious  in  his 
acceptance  of  the  grant  and  was  very  complimentary  in  his  praise  for  our  Foundation 
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and  the  funds  that  we  raise  to  assist  in  the  research  of  these  dreaded  diseases.  He  also 
took  time  out  of  his  busy  schedule  to  give  us  a  guided  tour  of  his  laboratory  and 
explained  the  equipment  and  their  uses  in  research  studies.  Similarly,  Ms.  Natalie 
Chabot  was  presented  with  a  $2,000.  bursary  for  her  continued  studies  at  Red  River 
Community  College  in  the  field  of  mental  health.  I  extend  personal  thanks  to 
Ill  .‘.Bro.*.  Keith  I.  Davidson,  33°,  who  is  the  Valley  Foundation  Chairman  for  his 
efforts  in  this  important  committee. 

On  March  9,  2000,  Ill  .’.Bro  .’.Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander, 
attended  the  valley  as  guest  speaker  at  our  annual  “Past  Commander-In-Chiefs  Night”. 
The  evening  was  attended  by  110  members  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  to  hear  Bro. 
Byrne  deliver  a  most  timely  and  meaningful  message.  The  evening  was  most  enjoyable 
in  all  respects  and  the  members  departed  with  a  renewed  sense  of  commitment,  dedica¬ 
tion,  and  involvement.  It  also  gave  the  LGC  an  opportunity  to  review  the  facilities  and 
plans  adopted  for  Supreme  Council  Sessions  hosted  by  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  in 
September  of  this  year.  We  look  forward  to  Ill. ’.Bro .’.Byrne’s  return  to  Winnipeg  this 
fall  when  he  will  be  installed  as  Sovereign  Grand  Commander. 

Ill.’. Bro.’.Rozin  D.  Iwanicki,  General  Chairman,  Supreme  Council  Sessions  has  pro¬ 
vided  solid  leadership  and  direction  to  all  of  his  committees.  Committees  meet  regularly 
and  all  bases  have  been  covered  right  down  to  minute  detail.  There  is  no  doubt  that  all 
attending  will  be  delighted  with  the  arrangements  and  the  comfort  of  the  facilities. 
Planning  for  this  event  has  been  in  process  for  the  past  6  years  with  all  detailed  work 
happening  on  an  active  basis  over  the  past  3  years.  Bro.  Iwanicki ’s  commitment  and 
dedication  to  the  total  success  of  these  Sessions  will  no  doubt  culminate  in  the  “Year 
2000  Sessions”  being  an  event  that  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 

Recipients  of  the  Walter  C.  McDonald  medal  for  meritorious  duty  to  the  Valley  of 
Winnipeg  were  Ill.’.  Bros  .’.Richard  L.  Gustafson,  33°,  J.  Allan  Swifte,  33°,  and  Donald 
W.  Steele,  33°.  The  medals  and  appropriate  certificates  were  presented  to  these  deserv¬ 
ing  recipients  by  Ill  .’.Bro  .’.Calvin  R.  Johnston,  33°,  Chairman  of  the  Walter  C. 
McDonald  Medal  Committee.  This  committee  consists  of  3  members  and  their  selection 
task  is  a  very  difficult  one. 

However,  their  choice  is  always  wise  and  is  based  on  sound  Judgement.  The  Walter  C. 
McDonald  Medal  is  presented  to  members  of  the  valley  who  have  contributed  above 
and  beyond  the  normal  call  of  duty  in  the  advancement  of  Scottish  Rite.  Incidentally, 
the  selection  is  held  in  secrecy  and  the  recipients  are  totally  unaware  that  they  have 
been  chosen  until  the  night  of  the  presentation  when  they  are  called  to  the  altar  to 
receive  this  high  honour. 

We  again  conducted  a  very  successful  joint  installation  of  officers,  in  May  of  this  year, 
which  was  well-attended  by  members  of  all  bodies.  The  ritual  used  has  been  in  place  for 
a  number  of  years  and  I  thank  Ill  .’.Bro. ’.John  A.  Fergusson,  33°,  for  undertaking  to 
review  and  update  the  ritual  for  future  presentations.  When  finalized,  the  ritual  will  be 
forwarded  to  Supreme  Council  for  approval  by  the  Committee  on  Ritual  and  Other 
Ritualistic  Matters.  The  installation  ceremony  is  impressive,  appropriate,  and  well- 
received  by  all  members  of  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg. 

Over  the  course  of  the  year,  I  have  had  the  honour  to  attend  as  the  Scottish  Rite  repre¬ 
sentative  and  to  bring  greetings  from  Scottish  Rite  to  the  Annual  Meetings  of  Royal 
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Arch  Masons,  the  Red  Cross  of  Constantine,  Annual  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Manitoba,  and  other  select  bodies.  It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  attend  these  func¬ 
tions  and  to  meet  and  greet  brethren  of  other  Masonic  bodies  who  have  similar  aims  and 
objectives  to  ours. 

Earlier  in  this  report,  we  recognized  those  of  our  members  whom  we  have  lost  through 
death  and  whose  names  are  recorded  in  the  obituary  records  of  our  annual  proceedings. 
In  this  regard,  I  would  be  totally  remiss  if  I  did  not  specifically  recognize  and  pay  trib¬ 
ute  to  Walter  Clifton  McDonald,  33°,  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  who  died  on 
November  7,  1999.  We  are  all  very  saddened  with  the  passing  of  this  great  man  who 
gave  so  much  to  Masonry,  to  Scottish  Rite,  to  his  family,  to  his  church,  and  to  his  coun¬ 
try.  He  was  a  man  of  vision,  of  wisdom,  and  of  commitment.  He  presented  the  unique 
quality  of  commanding  the  respect  of  all  those  who  ever  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting 
him  and  rejoicing  in  his  company.  He  is  sadly  missed  by  all  and  the  memory  of  this  fine 
and  highly  respected  man  will  live  in  our  memories  forever.  Pax  Vobiscum. 

In  closing,  I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  officers  and  members  of 
the  Valleys  of  Brandon  and  Winnipeg  for  their  support  during  the  year,  and  for  the  time 
and  commitment  they  have  accorded  their  respective  valleys.  We  again  confirm  our 
pledge  of  support  and  allegiance  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  and  to  Supreme 
Council  33°  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  of  Canada.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPUTY  FOR  NOVA  SCOTIA, 

PRINCE  EDWARD  ISLAND,  AND  NEWFOUNDLAND 

To  the  Supreme  Council  33°  of  the  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of 
Freemasonry  of  Canada 

Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Peers  and  Brethren: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  this  report  on  the  condition  and 
activities  of  the  five  Scottish  Rite  valleys  in  my  jurisdic¬ 
tion  in  accordance  with  ART.  26.  (d)  of  our  Statutes. 

Necrology 

The  Valley  of  Summerside,  Prince  Edward  Island,  along 
with  all  of  the  valleys  of  Canada,  were  greatly  saddened 
by  the  death  of  our  Illustrious  Past  Sovereign  Grand 
Commander,  Gordon  L.  Bennett,  33°,  on  February  11, 
2000.  As  an  educator,  and  as  a  Masonic  leader. 
Ill .’.Bro.'. Bennett  was  a  powerful  inspiration  to  a  great 
number  of  young  people.  We  were  also  saddened  by  the 
deaths  of  our  Ill  .‘.Bros  .’.Ernest  C.  Wilkes,  33°,  and 
John  Woodhouse,  33°.  Bro.  Wilkes,  who  received  his 
33°  in  1959,  and  rarely  missed  a  meeting,  was  unquestionably  the  senior  statesman  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  in  Nova  Scotia.  Bro.  Woodhouse,  our  faithful  organist  and  choir  direc¬ 
tor  for  many  years,  died  on  June  1,  2000,  following  a  lengthy  illness.  We  extend  our 
most  sincere  and  deepest  sympathy  to  each  of  their  families. 

Official  Visits 

This  year,  I  chose  to  schedule  the  annual  “official  visit”  to  each  of  the  five  valleys  in 
my  jurisdiction  during  the  month  of  November.  It  has  always  been  my  practice  to  pre¬ 
sent  a  summary  of  the  decisions  made  at  the  Annual  Sessions  of  Supreme  Council  as 
the  chief  topic  of  my  address  to  the  valley  at  these  visits.  So  this  year,  because  of  the 
major  increase  in  the  rate  of  dues  assessed  by  Supreme  Council,  I  wanted  to  hold  these 
meetings  as  early  as  possible  so  I  could  explain  why  this  increase  was  deemed  neces¬ 
sary  and  to  answer,  or  attempt  to  answer,  the  questions  asked. 

I  spoke  of  the  positive  accomplishments  of  Supreme  Council,  such  as,  the  formation  of 
two  new  Standing  Committees:  Leadership/Officer  Training  and  Community  Relations. 
I  also  mentioned  the  concurrent  workshops,  and  other  efforts  to  involve  more  honorary 
members  in  the  Annual  Sessions.  And,  of  course,  I  expressed  my  congratulations  to 
Ill. ‘.Bro. ‘.Matthew  F.  Todd,  33°,  on  his  election  as  a  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector- 
General,  and  an  Active  Member  of  our  Supreme  Council  for  the  Province  of  Nova 
Scotia. 

Valley  of  Halifax 

The  continuing  decline  in  both  the  total  memberships  of  this  valley,  and  the  attendance 
at  their  regular  meetings,  continues  to  be  of  great  concern.  Although  the  number  of  new 
members  in  the  annual  class  of  candidates  is  much  fewer  than  it  was  a  decade  ago,  it  is 
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apparent  that  a  greater  percentage  of  these  candidates  are  seriously  interested  in  broad¬ 
ening  their  Masonic  knowledge  through  membership  in  the  Scottish  Rite.  There  also 
appears  to  be  a  greater  interest  among  them  in  participating  in  the  degree  work,  and  in 
holding  an  office  in  one  of  the  constituent  bodies.  It  was  then  suggested  that  if  this  indi¬ 
cated  a  slight  demographic  change  in  the  newer  members,  we  should  consider  tailoring 
our  programme  schedules  to  accommodate  the  life-styles  of  these  younger  men  and 
retain  their  interest.  Based  on  this  suggestion,  a  committee  consisting  of  the  three  pre¬ 
siding  officers,  and  a  few  senior  members,  presented  a  proposal  for  a  new  meeting 
schedule  to  the  Valley  of  Halifax  Executive  Committee.  The  main  feature  of  the  pro¬ 
posal  was  to  have  fewer  meeting  nights.  This  would  be  accomplished  by  holding  meet¬ 
ings  of  two  constituent  bodies  on  the  same  evening.  One  being  strictly  a  business  meet¬ 
ing;  and  the  other  would  present  a  Degree,  or  educational  programme.  After  much  dis¬ 
cussion  the  new  schedule  was  approved  in  the  spring  of  1999  and  implemented  last 
September.  The  net  result,  not  counting  the  three  annual  reunions  and  the  Easter 
Ceremonies,  was  that  the  number  of  meetings  held  in  the  valley  from  September  to  May 
was  reduced  from  17  in  1998-1999,  to  10  meetings  in  1999-2000.  Responses  to  a  ques¬ 
tionnaire  sent  to  the  members  were  mixed,  and  there  were  too  few  in  number  to  indicate 
a  trend.  The  Executive  Committee  then  agreed  that  the  experiment  be  continued  for 
another  season,  with  some  improvements  to  prevent  the  meetings  from  being  too 
lengthy. 

Major  changes  in  traditional  practices  are  always  difficult,  with  strong  opinions  both  for 
and  against.  There  has  to  be  experiment,  and  adjustment,  over  a  sufficient  period  of 
time  before  any  changes  can  be  accepted,  or  discarded.  Halifax,  being  the  largest  valley 
in  Canada,  east  of  Ontario,  is  testing  the  wind  of  change,  and  the  result  of  that  test  may 
be  of  benefit  to  other  valleys.  I  applaud  them  for  their  leadership. 

In  March,  at  the  Scottish  Rite  Apartments  in  the  Freemason’s  Hall  in  Halifax,  the  Nova 
Scotia  Consistory  staged  a  presentation  of  the  24°,  Prince  of  the  Tabernacle,  and  invited 
Master  Masons  who  are  not  members  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  Supreme  Council  approved  a 
modified  version  of  the  ritual  and  the  event  was  widely  publicized  in  many  of  the  craft 
lodges.  The  room  was  packed  to  capacity,  and  the  fellowship  that  followed  was  most 
enjoyable.  Hopefully,  it  sparked  interest  in  the  Scottish  Rite  among  the  Master  Masons 
attending. 

Several  years  ago,  the  PCIC  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory,  Ill.’. Bro.’.  Jack  R.  Smart, 
33°,  stated  that  he  was  going  to  revive  the  presentation  of  the  19°  which  has  not  been 
seen  in  this  valley  for  many  years.  Sadly,  Jack  died  suddenly  six  weeks  before  last 
year’s  consistory  reunion,  and  that  degree  was  not  presented.  However,  PCIC, 
Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Roger  L.  Lintaman,  32°,  agreed  to  be  director  of  this  degree,  with  its  special 
props  and  a  cast  of  33  players,  and  it  was  presented  this  year  at  the  annual  reunion  that 
was  appropriately  named  in  honour  of  our  late  Ill .’.  Bro .’.  Jack  Smart. 

The  three  Scottish  Rite  Clubs  of  the  valley  held  their  usual  Maundy  Thursday 
Ceremonies  and  continued  to  be  active  this  year.  The  Northumberland  Club  presented 
degrees  at  each  of  the  three  annual  reunions,  and  the  South  Shore  Club  presented  the  8° 
at  a  meeting  held  in  Chester,  Nova  Scotia.  The  Annapolis  Valley  Club  hosted  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Victoria  Lodge  of  Perfection  in  Kentville. 

The  valley’s  “Alzheimer  Project”,  which  is  to  ask  our  members  to  assist  in  the  door-to- 
door  canvass  conducted  each  January  by  the  Alzheimer  Society  of  Nova  Scotia,  was 
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held  again  this  year.  This  project  which  was  held  for  the  first  time  last  year,  and  then 
considered  to  be  a  great  success,  was  even  a  greater  success  this  year.  More  canvassers 
came  forward,  and  those  canvassers  collected  more  money.  While  this  special  project 
offers  direct  assistance  to  a  worthy  cause,  it  also  increases  awareness  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  within  our  communities. 

In  July  of  1999,  a  Scottish  Rite  golf  tournament  was  held  at  the  private  Sherwood  Golf 
Club  outside  of  Halifax.  This  was  the  first  ever  golf  event  staged  by  the  Valley  of 
Halifax  and,  although  it  was  not  a  sell-out,  it  was  a  great  success.  Everyone  enjoyed  the 
golf  and  dinner,  and  over  $3,000.  was  raised  for  charity.  A  similar  event,  with  a  few 
improvements,  is  planned  for  July  2000,  and  it  appears  that  it  will  be  a  sell-out.  Because 
of  the  skill  and  energy  of  Ill,'.  Bros  .'.Theodore  L.  Fowler,  32°,  and  J.  H.  Vernon  Toole, 
32°,  in  planning  and  organizing  this  most  enjoyable  golf  tournament  and  dinner.  I  am 
sure  that  it  will  become  an  annual  event. 

Valley  of  Sydney 

My  first  visit  to  this  valley  was  in  November  at  the  annual  Installation  of  the  Officers  of 
the  Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection,  and  I  was  pleased  to  participate  by  delivering  the 
Proclamation.  The  meeting  was  held  in  the  lovely  Tyrian  Youth  Lodge  Room  in  Glace 
Bay.  It  was  also  my  official  visit  to  the  valley  and  I  was  given  an  opportunity  to  con¬ 
gratulate  the  newly  installed  officers.  I  was  also  invited  to  speak  to  the  brethren  about 
Supreme  Council  and  comment  on  the  proceedings  of  the  recent  Annual  Sessions  held 
in  Niagara  Falls,  Ontario.  My  second  visit  was,  in  May,  at  the  annual  reunion  of  the 
Cape  Breton  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  at  the  Anglican  Church  Hall  in  North  Sydney. 
Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Matthew  F.  Todd,  33°,  Active  Member  for  Nova  Scotia,  accompanied  me 
and  was  the  guest  speaker  at  the  reunion  luncheon. 

This  valley  is  doing  fine.  They  continue  to  attract  a  few  new  members  each  year  and 
their  meetings  are  always  conducted  in  an  exemplary  manner.  The  degree  presentations 
are  well  directed,  and  it  is  obvious  that  the  cast  members  take  great  pride  in  doing  their 
parts.  The  same  can  be  said  of  the  current  officers  of  the  lodge  or  chapter  when  they 
present  the  14°  and  18°.

Rosta”  (Hip  of  Roast  Beef).  I’m  told  it  was  a  grand  success,  with  everyone  having  a 
great  time  while  money  was  raised  for  charity. 

Valley  of  Summerside 

This  year  my  official  visit  to  this  valley  was  again  held  in  November  during  the  week¬ 
end  of  the  annual  reunion  of  the  St.  Lawrence  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix.  The  three  candi¬ 
dates  were  recipients  of  a  special  treat  in  being  conferred  with  the  17°  by  members  of 
the  Isle  Royale  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  from  the  Valley  of  Sydney.  The  Valley  of 
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Summerside  degree  team  conferred  the  15°,  and  the  officers  of  the  St.  Lawrence 
Chapter  conferred  the  18°. 

It  was  particularly  pleasant  to  see  so  many  brethren  from  Cape  Breton  attending  this 
reunion.  It  was  not  only  their  excellent  portrayal  of  the  17°;  it  was  their  complete 
involvement  in  the  entire  reunion.  Inter-valley  visits  such  as  this  are  most  certainly  to  be 
encouraged.  The  CIC  of  the  Nova  Scotia  Consistory  has  told  me  that  they  hope  to  visit 
Summerside  next  year  and  present  one  of  their  non-obligatory  degrees.

I 
took  the  opportunity  to  congratulate  the  candidates  on  their  progress  in  the  Rite,  and 
urged  them  to  take  part  in  the  ceremonial  work. 

My  second  visit  was  in  March  when  the  installation  of  the  officers  of  both  the  lodge  and 
chapter  was  held.  This  was  a  “joint  installation”  following  the  ritual  used  in  the  Valley 
of  Winnipeg,  with  modifications  because  there  are  two  bodies  instead  of  three.  That  cer¬ 
emony  was  first  used  in  Summerside  two  years  ago  but  had  some  shortcomings. 
Ill. ’.Bro.'. David  R.  Campbell,  33°,  and  I  discussed  the  procedure  and  the  officers  of 
the  valley  elected  to  do  it  again  with  some  improvements.  Ill. '.Bro. ’.Matthew  F.  Todd, 
33°,  the  Active  Member  for  Nova  Scotia,  and  I,  performed  the  installation  with  the  help 
of  their  Honorary  Members.  The  ceremony  was  fine,  and  I  was  greatly  impressed  by  the 
determination  and  skill  of  the  newly-installed  presiding  officers.  The  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island  was  present  and  he  echoed  my  congratula¬ 
tions  to  all  of  the  officers. 

Valley  of  Carbonear 

My  official  visit  to  this  valley  was  late  in  November  of  1999.  (I  had  already  met  with  a 
few  members  from  Carbonear  when  I  made  my  official  visit  to  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s 
earlier  that  month.)  I  was  accompanied  by  Ill  .’.Bro.’.  Boyd  G.  Trembled,  33°,  who  has 
been  re-appointed  as  “Deputy’s  Assistant”,  to  assist  me  with  communications  between 
the  Newfoundland  valleys  and  Supreme  Council.  This  November  meeting,  in 
Carbonear,  is  customarily  the  occasion  of  the  Installation  of  Officers.  However,  since 
all  of  the  officers  agreed  to  continue  in  office  for  another  year,  I  accepted  the  suggestion 
that  the  Installation  Ceremony  would  not  be  necessary.  Therefore,  after  the  brief  busi¬ 
ness  meeting,  I  spoke  to  the  members  about  the  recent  Supreme  Council  Sessions  in 
Niagara  Falls,  about  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Atlantic  provinces,  and  of  local  issues 
about  the  Valley  of  Carbonear  in  particular.  Following  my  address,  I  called  for  ques¬ 
tions  and  offered  answers,  or  promises  of  answers. 

After  the  meeting,  Bro.  Trembled  and  I  talked  with  a  few  of  the  officers  and  other  con¬ 
cerned  brethren  from  Carbonear  and  other  communities  in  the  Conception  Bay  area. 
They  are  somewhat  discouraged  about  the  lack  of  progress  of  their  valley.  There  have 
been  no  petitions  for  membership  this  year  and  they  are  having  difficulty  getting  a  satis¬ 
factory  turnout  at  their  regular  meetings.  At  their  request,  I  have  given  permission  to 
hold  meetings  less  frequently  than  once  a  month.  Without  including  the  annual  Easter 
Ceremonies  which,  of  course,  will  always  be  presented,  they  will  hold  at  least  four  reg¬ 
ular  meetings  each  year.  Although  all  their  financial  obligations  are  satisfied  at  present, 
they  do  not  want  to  incur  rental  or  other  expense  unless  there  is  a  sound  reason  to  do  so. 
We  had  a  forthright  discussion,  and  I  asked  them  to  talk  to  their  craft  lodges  and  contin¬ 
ue  to  promote  this  valley  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  I  also  said  that  I  would  be  in 
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Newfoundland  again  in  May,  and  we  could  again  review  the  matter  at  that  time. 
Furthermore,  it  was  suggested  that  they  should  share  their  concerns  with  the  Valley  of 
St.  John’s. 

Valley  of  St.  John’s 

This  year,  I  was  again  able  to  attend  a  meeting  in  this  valley  on  two  occasions.  Both 
were  meetings  of  the  Centennial  Lodge  of  Perfection,  with  the  first  being  my  official 
visit  in  November.  The  4°  and  5°  were  conferred  on  two  candidates  and,  following  that 
ceremony,  I  addressed  the  brethren.  I  reviewed  the  highlights  of  the  recent  Supreme 
Council  Sessions  in  Niagara  Falls,  and  congratulated  Ill .‘.Bro.‘. Charles  R.  Cook,  33°, 
who  became  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  at  those  sessions.  I  also  announced  that  our 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander  has  renewed  the  appointment  of  Ill  .‘.Bro.*.  Boyd  G. 
Tremblett,  33°,  as  Deputy’s  Assistant  for  the  Province  of  Newfoundland  and  Labrador. 
I  congratulated  the  candidates  on  their  decisions  to  become  members  of  the  Scottish 
Rite,  and  spoke  about  the  lifelong  benefits  of  active  involvement  in  our  noble  fraternity. 

My  second  visit  to  the  Centennial  Lodge  of  Perfection  was  at  a  weekend  reunion  in 
May  2000,  where  the  same  candidates  received  the  13°  and  14°.  It  was  named  the  “Leo 
A.  Marquis  Reunion”  and  I  included  a  tribute  to  our  late  Illustrious  Deputy  in  my 
remarks  to  the  brethren. 

During  this  visit.  Ill  .'.Bro  .‘.Tremblett  and  I  had  a  private  meeting  with  Ill.'.Bro.'.  W. 
Roy  Saunders,  33°,  and  other  leaders  from  the  Valley  of  Carbonear.  We  talked  about 
their  ongoing  discussions  with  the  Valley  of  St.  John’s  and  outlined  some  of  the  options 
available  to  them. 

General 

One  of  the  highlights  of  this  year  as  a  Deputy  of  Supreme  Council  occurred  outside  the 
geographical  limits  of  my  jurisdiction.  Last  November,  Eula  and  I  travelled  to  Alberta 
to  attend  the  “Celebration  in  the  Rockies”  held  at  Jasper  Lodge.  This  125th  Anniversary 
event  was  a  well-planned  weekend  involving  Scottish  Rite  valleys  in  all  three  Prairie 
provinces.  Besides  being  a  two-day  reunion  for  27  candidates  receiving  the  obligatory 
degrees  of  both  lodge  and  chapter,  it  was  an  outstanding  display  of  the  famous 
“Western  Hospitality”.  At  each  of  my  official  visits  I  spoke  of  this  event,  and  I  suggest¬ 
ed  that,  at  some  future  special  occasion,  we  might  stage  a  similar  event  and  display  our 
famous  “East  Coast  Hospitality”. 

In  May  2000,  I  held  an  informal  meeting  with  the  Honorary  Members  of  Supreme 
Council.  We  talked  about  the  state  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  our  respective  valleys,  and 
comments  were  made  regarding  the  new  experimental  schedule  of  regular  meetings  in 
Halifax.  We  discussed  membership  issues,  and  suggestions  were  given  about  attracting 
new  members  and  encouraging  the  younger  men  to  become  involved.  These  informal 
meetings  are,  from  my  perspective,  extremely  useful. 

During  the  year,  dispensations  were  granted  to  the  valleys  permitting  their  Rose  Croix 
chapters  to  invite  wives,  and  others  not  members  of  the  Rite,  to  attend  the  Easter 
Sunday  Ceremonies.  Dispensations  were  also  granted  to  the  Victoria  Lodge  of 
Perfection  to  hold  two  regular  meetings  outside  the  Scottish  Rite  Apartments  in  Halifax. 
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Also,  my  recommendation  for  the  approval  of  an  amendment  to  the  By-laws  of  the 
Valley  of  Halifax  was  sent  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  his  consideration. 

The  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Canada  was  represented  at  the  Annual 
Communication  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  Nova  Scotia,  and  of  Newfoundland  and 
Labrador;  and  we  also  accepted  invitations  to  attend  the  Annual  Convocations  of 
Provincial  Chapters  of  other  concordant  Masonic  bodies. 

In  conclusion,  I  express  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  encouragement  and  advice  offered  to 
me  by  our  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill.'. Bro.'. Harold  E.  Crosby,  33°,  and 
for  the  assistance  given  to  me  by  the  Active  Member  for  Nova  Scotia, 
Ill.'.  Bro  .'.Matthew  F.  Todd,  33°.  I  also  acknowledge  my  indebtedness  to  the  Honorary 
Members  for  their  strong  support  and  wise  counsel. 

The  assistance  received  frequently  from  the  office  in  Hamilton  throughout  the  year  was 
greatly  appreciated.  I  extend  my  gratitude  for  the  much  needed  help  received  from  the 
Grand  Secretary-General,  the  Executive  Secretary,  and  from  the  Supreme  Council 
office  staff.

Sarnia

For  the  past  five  years,  Woodstock  Valley  has  worked  at  reducing  costs  per  member  ‘ 
and  at  budgeting  all  social  events  toward  a  profit  or  a  break-even  minimum. 

Some  commuted  dues  valleys  have  successfully  appealed  to  their  members  to  voluntari¬ 
ly  help  to  “top  up”  their  commuted  dues  capital  fund.  Some  valleys  have  successfully  : 
changed  their  capital  fund  investment  profile  requirements  to  grow  their  capital  and  still  | 
maintain  a  reasonably  secure  position.  All  valleys  have  put  their  valley  expenses  I 
through  careful  scrutiny  to  find  an  acceptable  “More  For  Less”  profile. 

Somewhere  in  here,  I  have  to  confess  that  an  error  on  my  part  caused  me  to  show  up  at 
Woodstock  in  time  to  help  TPGM  Ill Bro Robert  W.  Oliphant,  32°,  lock  the  door. 
My  engagement  to  speak  at  the  reunion  was  for  their  noon  luncheon.  That  Oct.  30  date 
was  busy  enough  that  my  mind  decided  on  its  own  to  reschedule  me  for  an  evening  ban¬ 
quet  which  unfortunately  did  not  exist.

Masonic  districts.  It  has  in  place  a  Guelph  Valley  liaison  representative  for  each  of 
those  districts.  It  moved  some  of  its  meetings  and  social  events  to  a  convenient  site 
selected  within  one  of  these  districts  outside  of  Guelph.  This  “reaching  out”  has  been 
added  to,  this  year,  by  the  addition  of  a  committee  to  work  on  meeting  formats  and  con¬ 
tent  with  a  goal  of  attracting  a  larger  attendance  of  members  who  want  to  be  there. 

Guelph  Valley  always  has  social  events  each  year,  and  as  part  of  its  125th  anniversary 
salute  to  Supreme  Council,  it  expanded  the  annual  “Steak  Fry”.  The  1999  event,  “The 
Pig  Roast  and  Steak  Fry”,  was  held  at  the  Flora  Community  Centre.  This  event  included 
the  catering  skills  of  the  Fergus  members  of  the  Eastern  Star.  There  was  also  special 
music  and  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Master  of  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  M.Wor.  Bro.  Robert  J.  McKibbon,  33°,  and  his  wife,  Marjorie. 

The  May  1999  service  at  Knox  Presbyterian  Church  in  Guelph  also  celebrated  the 
Supreme  Council’s  125th  Anniversary  with  valley  members  directing  the  men’s  choir 
and  providing  a  bagpipe  duet,  as  well  as  the  reading  of  the  lessons  and  the  sermon. 

Much  careful  work  was  completed,  Jan.  1,  2000,  when  the  newly-revised  By-Laws  of 
the  Valley  of  Guelph  officially  came  into  effect.  This  new  version  is  very  easy  to  read 
and  the  format  provides  quick  access — good  work! 

Guelph  Valley,  this  year,  saw  the  retirement  of  long-serving  Bro.  Donald  W.  Jose,  18°, 
as  Grand  Secretary /Registrar,  and  the  installation  of  his  replacement.  Ill  .’.Bro. '.Joseph 
D.  Whiteley,  32°. 

My  thanks,  this  year,  to  Ill.". Bros. ".John  E.  E.  Winch,  33°,  and  N.  Richard  Richards, 
33°,  Past  Active  Members,  and  Alexander  W.  Watson,  33°,  Active  Member,  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance  through  the  years.  Thanks  also  to  Bro.  Donald  W.  Jose,  18°, 
who  served  Guelph  Valley  very  well. 

London  Valley 

London  Lodge  of  Perfection  (1,775) 

London  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  (1,826) 

London  Valley  continues  to  benefit  from  the  dedication  and  enthusiasm  of  its  officers 
and  a  host  of  willing  workers.  They  regularly  challenge  the  many  tasks  and  opportuni- 
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ties  that  continuously  present  themselves  to  both  lodges  and  chapters  of  the  size  repre¬ 
sented  by  London  Valley. 

The  officers,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Registrar  are,  of  course,  the  first  line,  but  London 
Valley  has,  over  the  years,  organized  an  effective  network  of  committees  and  councils 
that  include  a  wide  range  of  the  membership  and  serves  the  valley  well. 

The  London  Valley  annual  business  dinner  meeting,  in  November,  includes  brief 
reports  and  reviews  from  board  representatives  to  Masonic  Hall  (London)  Co.  Ltd.,  the 
property  committee  chairman,  the  Grand  Secretary,  the  Registrar,  the  TPGM,  and  the 
MWS.  What  follows  is  almost  a  highlight  and  focus  for  the  whole  meeting.  The  Grand 
Senior  Warden  and  the  1st  General,  each,  in  turn,  confirms  both  his  proposed  calendar 
of  events,  as  well  as  starting  officer  appointees  and  other  event  chairmen  for  his  year.

This  session  creates  a  deadline  for  plans  to  be  in  place  for  a  timetable  to  go  to  print.

Ill .‘.  Bro .’.  William  L.  Barnett,  33°,  for  their  continued  efforts  to  keep  valley  finances  in  I 
good  shape  and  able  to  handle  these  and  other  inevitable  increases.  ^

An  interesting  footnote  in  our  Scottish  Rite  history  book  took  place  in  St.  Thomas,  j 
Ontario,  on  Saturday,  Jan.  22,  2000.  On  that  date,  a  group  of  Active  and  Past  Active 
Members  of  Supreme  Council,  from  across  Ontario,  met  in  St.  Thomas  at  Metcalfe 
Gardens’  Residence  for  Seniors.  There,  in  a  room  specially  prepared,  and  with  a  group 
led  by  Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  Ill  .‘.Bro  .'.John  L. 
Brumpton  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  33°  with  due  ceremony.  Bro. 
Brumpton  was  unable  to  attend  in  Niagara  Falls  but  certainly  enjoyed  that  day’s  events 
in  St.  Thomas.  Bro.  Brumpton  celebrated  his  100th  birthday  in  the  summer  of  1999.  He 
is  so  well-known  in  St.  Thomas  district  that  he  has  been  made  an  honorary  member  of 
every  lodge  in  St.  Thomas  and  is  a  life  member  of  his  own  St.  Mark’s  Lodge  No. 94  in 
Port  Stanley,  Ontario,  where  he  served  as  Secretary  for  over  30  years.  The  local  St. 
Thomas’  paper  carried  pictures  and  the  headline  noting  that  the  well-known  “Jack 
Brumpton  turns  33!”.  My  thanks  to  all  who  made  that  day  possible  for  Bro.  Brumpton, 
and  to  St.  Mark’s  Lodge,  who  hosted  the  lunch  following,  and  to  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Donald  L. 
Cosens,  33°,  who,  along  with  Ill  .‘.Bro. ‘.John  K.  Baskey,  33°,  was  able  to  provide  the 
necessary  items  to  do  the  degree.  The  staff  at  Metcalfe  Gardens  report  that  Bro. 
Brumpton  takes  such  care  of  himself,  and  his  daily  routines,  that  they  think  he  is  trying 
to  reach  his  second  century.

Supreme  Council  members,  and  so 
many  committee  chairmen  and  members  that  do  so  much  for  Scottish  Rite  and  their 
brethren.  Every  valley  has  dedicated  individuals  that  make  Scottish  Rite  a  reality  in  . 
their  area.  London  is  blessed  with  an  impressive  number  of  willing  and  talented  mem¬ 
bers  that  give  it  a  great  strength  to  continue  the  work  of  the  Rite  in  an  exemplary  man¬ 
ner. 

Hamilton  Valley 

Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  (2,252) 

Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  (1,729) 

Moore  Sovereign  Consistory  (9,346): 

Hamilton  Valley  serves  a  fair-sized  area  with  a  lodge  and  a  chapter,  and  it  serves  a 
much  wider  area  with  its  consistory.  It  is,  in  fact,  the  consistory  home  for  almost  half  of 
the  32°  Scottish  Riters  in  Canada.  It  is  housed  in  a  unique  building  that  is  recognized  in 
Canada,  and  beyond,  as  a  Scottish  Rite  focal  point. 

In  answer  to  many  questions  about  the  “Scottish  Rite  Cathedral”  in  Hamilton,  a  brief 
history  was  prepared  and  printed  for  the  January  29,  2000  open  installation  of  officers 
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of  Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection.  The  following  condensed  excerpt  on  the  history  is  as 
follows: 

“The  Ancient  and  Accepted  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry  was  established  in  France  in 
the  last  half  of  the  18th  century  and  arrived  in  Canada,  almost  a  century  later  in  1868.  In 
July  of  that  year,  following  the  annual  communication  of  Grand  Lodge  in  London, 
Ontario,  three  Scottish  Rite  Bodies  were  formed,  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose 
Croix,  London  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory. 
Early  Hamilton  meetings  were  held  in  the  stone  block  building  on  the  northeast  corner 
of  John  and  Main  Streets,  and  later  were  moved  to  the  Masonic  Hall  on  James  St. 
North. 

The  land  on  which  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  stands,  known  as  4  Queen  St.  South,  was 
part  of  a  crown  grant  of  land  to  one  Caleb  Reynolds,  a  United  Empire  Loyalist,  on 
December  15,  1796.  It  was  then  sold  to  Jan  Baptiste  Rousseaux,  whose  widow  sold  500 
acres,  in  1816,  to  James  Mills  and  Peter  Hess.  James  Mills  settled  on  the  240  acres  west 
of  Queen  St.  and  built  a  log  house.  James  traded  small  hardwares  for  furs  with  the  area 
native  population  and  became  a  tailor  in  Ancaster.  When  he  married  Christina  Hess, 
they  moved  to  the  comer  of  the  present  property  where,  in  1833,  their  substantial  frame 
homestead  stood.  In  or  about  1835,  he  built  Hamilton’s  first  brick  house  where  the 
cathedral  stands  today. 

In  1884,  the  tmstees  of  the  Mills’  estate  sold  a  portion  of  the  land  to  George  L.  Tuckett, 
son  of  George  E.  Tuckett,  who  founded  Tuckett  Tobacco  Company  and  served  as 
Mayor  of  Hamilton  in  1886. 

In  1892,  George  L.  Tuckett  hired  architect  James  Balfour,  designer  of  the  James  Street 
City  Hall,  Tuckett  Tobacco,  and  the  old  YMCA  building,  to  design  and  build  a  resi¬ 
dence  for  him  on  the  property.  It  was  completed  in  1895,  and  this  building  is  now  the 
Scottish  Rite  Club.  Because  of  the  typical  “Balfouresque”  architecture,  the  building 
became  known  as  “The  Towers”.  The  image  of  the  tower  was  the  logo  of  Turret 
cigarettes  which  the  company  produced.  The  iron  fence  around  the  property  was  made 
to  replicate  that  at  Buckingham  Palace. 

The  oak  dining  table,  in  the  Coffee  Room,  is  the  original  table  made  to  order  for  George 
L.  Tuckett.  The  woodwork,  in  the  Club,  of  oak,  bird’s-eye  maple,  birch,  and  cherry,  was 
made  at  the  furniture  factory  of  Hohn  Heedless  &  Sons,  Hamilton.  The  wallpaper  was 
imported  from  Japan,  France,  and  Spain.  The  two  light  standards  and  one  of  the  flower 
urns  at  the  Queen  St.  door  of  the  Club  are  original. 

When  George  Tuckett  died,  the  property  was  in  the  hands  of  the  tmstees  of  the  estate. 
There  was  an  auction  of  the  contents  which  is  said  to  have  attracted  thousands.  In  1915, 
the  home  was  used  as  officers’  quarters  for  the  Third  Canadian  Regiment.  In  1916,  it 
became  the  headquarters  for  Red  Cross  work.  It  eventually  began  to  fall  into  disrepair. 

In  1920,  a  group  of  Hamilton  Scottish  Rite  Masons,  led  by  Sir  John  Morrison  Gibson, 
purchased  the  building  and  a  corporation  knows  as  Towers  Ltd.  was  formed.  The  archi¬ 
tectural  firm  of  Osgoode  and  Osgoode,  Grand  Rapids,  Michigan,  was  commissioned  to 
design  the  Cathedral  and  the  local  firm  of  Cooper  Construction  was  contracted  for  the 
work. 
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On  April  10,  1922,  the  sod  was  turned  and,  on  May  31st,  the  corner-  stone  was  laid  with 
full  and  impressive  Masonic  ceremony  by  the  Most  Worshipful  Lt.  Col.  W.  N.  Ponton,  | 
K.C.  (Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Ontario). 

On  May  7,  1923,  the  building  was  opened  and  dedicated  with  ceremony  by  Sir  John 
Morrison  Gibson,  33°,  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  for  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
accompanied  by  his  officers  and  many  members  of  Supreme  Council.  As  the  SGC  | 
advanced  to  the  East,  the  great  organ  pealed  out  the  one  hundredth  psalm  and  the  audi-  | 
ence  of  almost  one  thousand  joined  in  the  song  of  praise.  The  SGC  did  then  “formally  | 
dedicate  and  consecrate  the  new  building  to  the  uses  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry”.  (Moore  j 
Sovereign  Consistory  Minutes  -  June  1923)  i 

In  1923,  this  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral  was  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the  British  Empire. 
Today  it  is  considered  singular  and  one  of  the  best  of  its  type  in  the  Americas. 

This  legacy,  provided  by  distinguished  Masons  to  be  preserved  for  the  use  of  future  ! 
generations,  is  held  by  a  corporation  entitled  “Towers  Inc.”.  The  corporation  is  owned 
by  the  three  Scottish  Rite  bodies  which  meet  there.  As  noted  earlier,  Moore  is  the  home 
consistory  from  valleys  throughout  central  and  southwestern  Ontario. 

If  you  can  get  on  the  Web,  check  out  the  website  at  scottishritemasons-can.org  and  you 
can  take  a  tour  of  the  cathedral. 

Murton  Lodge  of  Perfection  held  another  successful  open  installation  of  officers  which 
was  well-attended. 

The  work  done  in  Hamilton  Valley  is  excellent.  Consistory  degrees  are  done  by  teams 
from  Hamilton,  and  many  other  valleys  from  Windsor  through  to  Toronto  and  Niagara 
Palls.  The  32°  portrayed  in  Hamilton  is  the  WWI  setting  versus  the  traditional  Constans 
degree.  Approximately  700  brethren  took  part  in  the  39  degrees  portrayed  in  Hamilton 
Valley  this  year. 

On  May  4,  our  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  Ill  .'.Bro.'.  Glenn  M.  Martin,  33°,  was 
officially  presented  and  received,  with  his  Deputies  for  Ontario,  several  officers.  Active 
and  Past  Active  Members,  at  the  opening  of  the  spring  reunion  of  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory.  On  May  5,  SGC  Martin  spoke  at  the  reunion  luncheon  and  his  message  was 
well-received. 

Hamilton  Valley  recognized  the  long  and  faithful  service  to  the  valley  of 
Ill. ‘.Bro .‘.John  I.  Carrick,  33°.  The  November  1999  fall  reunion  of  Moore  Sovereign 
Consistory  was  named  in  his  honour  and  he  was  received  into  the  consistory  and  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  opening  on  Nov.  4,  by  Ill  .‘.Bro. ‘.Norman  E.  Byrne,  33°,  Lieutenant  Grand 
Commander.  Many  family  members  and  longtime  friends  were  on  hand  to  see  this  spe¬ 
cial  and  well-deserved  tribute. 

My  thanks  must  go  to  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Clifford  M.  Tootell,  33°,  who  retired  as  Executive 
Secretary  of  Hamilton  Valley  and,  also.  Ill  .‘.Bro  .‘.Albert  A.  Barker,  33°,  who  is  now 
the  Executive  Secretary.  Assistance  and  co-operation  are  always  available  as  needed.  A 
tip  of  the  hat  to  Ill  .‘.Bro. ‘.William  J.  C.  Newson,  33°,  who  is  Chairman  of  the  Scottish 
Rite  Club.  Under  Bro.  Newson’ s  gentle,  but  determined,  guiding  hand,  new  concrete 
walkways  and  a  wheelchair  access  at  the  cathedral  were  presented  to  the  President  of 
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Towers  Inc.,  Ill John  I.  Garrick,  33°,  who  thanked  Chairman  Newson  and  the 
Club  on  behalf  of  the  Cathedral.  There  are  many  more  who  are  always  available  to  help 
when  called  upon  and  I  thank  the  officers  and  members  of  Hamilton  Valley. 

Toronto  Valley 

Toronto  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  (2,520) 

Toronto  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  (2,157) 

Toronto  Valley  has  successfully  answered  all  the  challenges  that  came  with  the  loss  of 
the  Masonic  building  home,  on  Yonge  St.,  and  all  of  the  logistics  involved  in  the  move 
to  the  York  Masonic  Temple.  For  the  record,  the  old  Masonic  building  at  888  Yonge 
St.,  in  Toronto,  is  now  owned  by  CTV.  The  original  cornerstone  was  removed  on 
March  9,  2000,  and  taken  to  Old  World  Stone  in  Burlington.  There  on  March  14,  the 
time  capsule,  which  had  been  placed  in  the  stone  in  1917,  was  opened.  The  Grand 
Master,  Deputy  Grand  Master,  and  Grand  Secretary,  together  with  a  delegation  of 
Masons  and  news  media  representatives,  were  on  hand  to  witness  Ill.’.Bro.'.R.  John 
Bridges,  32°,  of  Old  World  Stone,  cut  open  the  sealed  copper  container.  The  contents 
included  a  set  of  1917  Canadian  coins,  a  five  dollar  gold  coin  from  1913,  daily  papers 
from  Toronto  dated  1917,  and  an  original  set  of  blueprints  for  the  building.  All  this 
material  was  in  excellent  condition  and  will  be  placed  on  display  in  the  Grand  Lodge 
Museum  located  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario’s  building  on 
King  Street  in  Hamilton,  adjacent  to  the  Scottish  Rite  Cathedral.  A  new  identical  stone 
block  is  being  made  to  be  put  back  in  the  old  building  and  the  original  stone  will  be 
kept  in  the  Grand  Lodge  Museum. 

Toronto  Valley’s  lodge  and  chapter  represent  a  Scottish  Rite  “reach”  into  the  largest 
concentration  of  Craft  Masons  in  the  country.  The  membership  of  the  Rite,  in  Toronto, 
includes  many  leaders — past  and  present — in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario.  The  work  done  in  the  Rite  is  an  example  of  the  dedication  to  excel¬ 
lence  that  is  passed  along  in  both  the  lodge  and  the  chapter.  The  Toronto  teams  that  per¬ 
form  consistory  degrees  in  Hamilton,  are  also  known  for  their  fine  portrayals. 

October  30th,  mentioned  in  the  reports  on  London  and  Woodstock  Valleys,  also 
deserves  a  mention  here  as  our  Grand  Prior,  Ill.'.Bro.'.The  Right  Rev.  C.  Robert 
Townshend,  33°,  was  the  Toronto  Rose  Croix  reunion  banquet  speaker  on  that  day,  and 
his  message,  as  always,  was  well-received  by  the  brethren  and  the  candidates. 

The  support  of  Ill Bros PSGC  John  V.  Lawer,  33°,  Past  Active  Member  W. 
Robertson  Carveth,  33°,  and  Active  Member  Richard  D.  Quinton,  33°,  as  well  as  Grand 
Secretary /Registrar  George  J.  B.  Bradshaw,  33°,  is  freely  given  whenever  called  upon 
and  most  appreciated. 

Some  thoughts  come  to  mind  as  this  valley’s  review  report  is  being  completed.  The  sub¬ 
ject  that  has  occupied  the  thoughts  of  many  Scottish  Riters,  for  the  past  several  years, 
has  been  the  recurring  theme  of  the  Imperial  Shrine  concentrating  on  how  to  grow  its 
membership  numbers.  The  “all  the  way  in  a  day”  was  a  popular  idea  that  has  been  tried 
in  some  jurisdictions  in  the  U.S.A.  with  a  variety  of  results. 

The  difficulty,  for  most,  with  this  idea  is  that  Craft  Masonry  and  Scottish  Rite  Masonry 
are  dealing  with  a  process  of  education,  contemplation,  and  enlightenment  that  involves 
measured  thinking  and  learning.  It  also  involves  follow-up  and  reinforcement. 
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Shrinedom  is  truly  “the  playground  of  Freemasonry”  and  it  also  represents  a  unique 
charitable  focus  that  is  both  significant  in  its  results  and  world  class  in  its  standards. 

Every  branch  of  Masonry — indeed,  every  Masonic  body — and  every  Mason  is  j 
involved,  at  sometime  and  in  some  way,  in  charitable  works  that  reflect  the  Mason  in 
the  man.  Craft  Masonry  and  the  Scottish  Rite  work  on  getting  the  Mason  into  the  man.

Shut  thee  from  heaven  with  a  dome  more  vast. 

Till  thou  at  length  are  free. 

Leaving  thine  outgrown  shell  by  life’s  unresting  sea!’ 

A  few  years  back,  we  visited  a  few  of  the  great  cathedrals  in  Great  Britain  and  thought 
about  those  sturdy  souls  who  had,  in  years  past,  put  their  best  efforts  into  the  building  of 
these  magnificent  edifices,  a  masterpiece  of  architecture  and  splendour.  Many  years  of 
toil  were  a  part  of  all  its  beauty  and  glory.  Men  of  another  day  had  given  to  the  world 
something  that  would  inspire  mankind  for  ages  to  come.

It  is  great  to  know  we  can  be 
craftsmen  of  the  spirit  and  that  we  can  put  something  of  that  spirit  in  all  we  do.  When 
we  build  a  good  life  and  a  better  world,  we  are  building  cathedrals  of  spirit  for  all  the 
ages  to  come.  God  grant  that  we  may  leave  a  mark  on  the  spirits  of  others  that  will 
cause  them  to  cherish  the  memory  of  our  deeds! 
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Cathedral  builders  built  for  excellence!  The  work  had  to  be  perfect.  There  was  no  place 
for  shoddy  workmanship,  for  the  strength  of  the  whole  structure  depended  upon  the 
exactness  of  the  location  of  each  stone.  The  stonemason’s  mark  found  on  the  stones  of 
great  cathedrals  were  placed  by  men  who  had  proudly  done  their  task  well.  Each  stone 
had  to  be  perfect,  and  the  builders  made  sure  of  this  perfection.  We  can  do  no  less!”

I  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report  on  the  activities 
and  conditions  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  the  Province  of  1 
Quebec,  for  the  year  ending  May  31,  2000. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  to  report  the  death  of 
Ill  .'.Bro.‘. Norman  E.  Auclair,  33°,  on  the  May  24, 
2000. 

Once  again  the  passing  of  distinguished  brethren  has 
taken  its  toll  in  the  past  year,  and  we  are  saddened  by 
the  deaths  of  25  members  of  this  jurisdiction.  Amongst 
these  were  two  Past  Grand  Masters,  who  were  also  33°. 
To  their  families  and  friends  we  again  extend  our  deep¬ 
est  sympathy  for  their  loss. 


There  is  still  a  large  drain  on  our  membership  which  continues  to  plague  all  bodies  in 
the  province  with  a  net  loss  reported  of  58  during  the  year.  Deaths,  withdrawals,  and 
suspensions  being  75,  while  initiations,  affiliations,  and  restorations  amounted  to  17.

I  am  pleased  to  report  also  that  the  consistory  of  the  Valley  of  Vermont  again  visited  us 
on  April  15,  2000,  and  portrayed  a  degree  which  was  described  as  their  31°.  This  occa¬ 
sion  was  enjoyed  by  all  and  a  return  visit  is  planned. 

The  Easter  Day  Ceremony  of  the  Hochelaga  Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix  was 
again  held  at  3:00  p.m.  There  were  no  visitors. 
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The  consistory  portrayed  the  29°,  on  April  3,  2000,  in  an  exemplary  manner.  The  con¬ 
sistory  degrees  were  divided  into  four  separate  parts,  due  to  scheduling  problems,  with 
the  30°  being  held  on  April  24,  2000,  the  31°  on  May  1,  and  the  32°  and  Constans  being 
held  on  May  20,  2000.  All  were  well-attended  and  the  work  in  all  the  degrees  was  up  to 
its  usual  high  standard. 

I  am  especially  pleased  to  report  the  revival,  in  Montreal,  of  the  Chimo  Chapter  of 
DeMolay  which  now  has  1 1  (eleven)  new  members  but  is  still  not,  as  yet,  functioning  as 
it  should.  The  chapter  will  require  closer  guidance  in  the  coming  year. 

Undoubtedly  the  highlight  of  our  year  was  the  visit  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 
following  his  visit  to  Quebec,  to  celebrate  the  125th  Anniversary  of  Supreme  Council  in 
Canada,  which  also  coincided  with  the  1 10th  Anniversary  of  the  Valley  of  Quebec.  (I 
report  further  on  this  below.)  To  mark  this  event,  the  Valley  of  Montreal  sponsored  the 
creation  of  a  new  lodge  of  perfection  to  operate  in  the  French  language.  On  November 
14,  1999,  the  Sovereign  Grand  Commander,  accompanied  by  Ill .‘.Bro.’. Donald  R. 
Thornton,  33°,  was  received  at  a  restaurant  in  Old  Montreal,  at  which  he  was  the  guest 
of  honour.  On  November  15,  the  SGC  was  officially  received  with  due  honours  by  the 
Hochelaga  Grand  Lodge  of  Perfection  where  he  then  conducted  the  ceremonies  of 
Institution,  Constitution,  and  Consecration  of  the  new  lodge  called,  La  Loge  Fleur  de 
Lys.  This  was  an  historic  occasion  which  no  doubt  will  be  a  means  of  ensuring  a  pro¬ 
gressive  valley  of  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Montreal.  Congratulations  and  best  wishes  to  the 
new  lodge  for  a  prosperous  future. 

Valley  of  Quebec 

The  situation  in  Quebec  shows  signs  of  improving  under  the  care  of  the  new  Grand 
Secretary  Ill.'.Bro.'.Gilles  Thibodeau,  32°,  who  is  making  a  noticeable  difference, 
although  this  valley  continues  to  have  problems  with  attendance. 

There  were  no  initiations  and  this  represents  a  net  loss  of  8. 

To  celebrate  the  110th  Anniversary  of  the  Valley  of  Quebec,  which  coincided  with  the 
125th  Anniversary  of  Supreme  Council  in  Canada,  a  special  occasion  was  arranged.

M.  Rickard,  33°,  Grand  Secretary/Registrar  for  the  Valley  of  Montreal,  for  their  guid¬ 
ance  and  assistance  over  the  year.  I  am  also  very  grateful  to  our  Grand  Secretary- 
General,  Ill. ‘.Bro.’. Robert  G.  Wands,  33°,  and  his  willing  and  efficient  staff  for  their 
unfailing  patience  and  assistance.

Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 

The  Valley  of  Winnipeg  was  saddened  by  the  news  of 
the  passing  of  Ill.’. Bro.".  Walter  Clifton  McDonald,  33°, 
on  Sunday,  November  7,  1999  at  the  age  of  96  years. 

Our  brother  was  born  on  March  16,  1903  in  Roland, 
Manitoba.  In  1913  he  was  one  of  the  charter  members  of 
the  Roland  Boys  and  Girls  Club,  the  first  club  of  the 
organization  subsequently  known  as  the  4-H  Clubs  of 
Canada.  He  attended  Wesley  College  in  Winnipeg  and 
graduated  with  a  B.A.  Degree  in  1925.  After  graduating, 
he  was  employed  with  the  Canadian  Bank  of  Commerce 
in  Manitoba  and  Ontario.  In  1927,  he  returned  to  Roland 
and  took  over  the  insurance  business  of  his  father,  who 
at  the  time  was  in  failing  health.  It  was  a  business  he 
continued  to  operate  until  his  retirement  in  1986. 

During  his  lifetime,  Bro.  McDonald  served  his  community  in  many  capacities.  He  was  a 
faithful  member  of  Roland  United  Church,  having  taught  a  Sunday  school  class  of 
teenaged  boys  for  many  years  and  having  served  on  numerous  boards  and  committees. 
For  25  years  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  Roland  School  District.  He  also  served  for  4  years 
on  the  Board  of  Regents  of  United  College,  now  the  University  of  Winnipeg.  Bro. 
McDonald  was  elected  to  the  Manitoba  Legislature  in  1949  and  served  as  an  M.L.A.  for 
10  years. 

Our  brother  was  a  devoted  Freemason.  He  joined  Granite  Lodge  No.446  in  Fort  Francis, 
Ontario,  in  1927,  and  affiliated  with  Shiloh  Lodge  No. 70  in  Roland,  Manitoba,  in  1929, 
becoming  WM  in  1935.  Bro.  McDonald  was  elected  DDGM  of  the  8th  Masonic  District 
in  1940  and  became  GM  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba  in  1948.  He  joined  the 
Scottish  Rite,  Valley  of  Winnipeg  in  1945  and  served  as  CIC  of  the  Manitoba  Sovereign 
Consistory  in  1961.  He  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in  Vancouver,  in 
September  1955;  crowned  Sovereign  Grand  Inspector-General  in  1960;  and  appointed 
Active  Member  for  Manitoba  in  1969.  He  was  elected  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  of 
the  Supreme  Council  of  Canada  in  Regina,  Saskatchewan,  in  1973. 

In  the  Scottish  Rite  Charitable  Foundation,  he  had  been  a  Director  since  1971  and  was 
named  Director  Emeritus  in  1977.  In  1974,  the  Walter  C.  McDonald  Meritorious 
Service  Medal  was  instituted  and  is  still  presented  today  in  sincere  recognition  of  faith¬ 
ful  service  of  a  Masonic  character  particularly  to  the  Valley  of  Winnipeg  bodies  of 
Scottish  Rite. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland,  Manitoba  Chapter  and  served 
as  its  first  Provincial  Grand  Master,  a  position  he  held  for  10  consecutive  years.  He 
received  the  Legion  of  Honour  degree  of  the  Order  of  DeMolay  in  1971  in  recognition 
of  his  contribution  to  Freemasonry.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Canadian  Club  and 
the  St.  Andrew’s  Society  of  Winnipeg. 

Bro.  McDonald  was  predeceased  by  his  beloved  wife  Jean  McKay  in  1978  after  48 
years  of  happy  marriage.  He  is  survived  by  four  children,  Mildred  A.  Harper  and  her 
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husband  Bud;  John  and  his  wife  Maryalyce;  Isobel  A.  Robertson  and  her  husband  Al; 
and  twin  son  Barrie  C.  and  his  wife  Peggy;  and  17  grandchildren  and  12  great-grand¬ 
children. 

A  Memorial  Service  was  held  in  Roland  United  Church  on  Saturday,  November  13, 
1999. 

He  will  indeed  be  sadly  missed  by  all.

ILL . .  BRO . .  GORDON  LOCKHART  BENNETT,  33° 
Past  Sovereign  Grand  Commander 


The  Valley  of  Summerside  was  saddened  to  learn  of  the 
passing  of  one  of  its  most  respected  and  loved  brothers. 
Ill Bro  Gordon  Lockhart  Bennett,  33°,  Past 
Sovereign  Grand  Commander.  Bro.  Bennett  had  been  a 
tireless  proponent  of  Scottish  Rite  Masonry  in  the 
province  and  our  country.  In  poor  health  over  the  past 
three  years  or  so,  he  passed  away  on  February  11,  2000. 


Born  in  Charlottetown,  Prince  Edward  Island,  on 
October  10,  1912,  the  son  of  a  former  educator,  he  was 
educated  in  the  schools  of  Charlottetown,  then  received 
bachelor  and  masters  degrees  from  Acadia  University. 
He  originally  taught  in  St.  Eleanors,  close  to 
Summerside,  where  he  met  and  married  Doris  Bernard. 
They  had  one  daughter,  Diane,  who  is  presently  living 
in  Charlottetown  married  to  Ill Bro David  R. 
Campbell,  33°.  Doris  passed  away  in  August  of  1983,  and  in  1985,  he  married  Muriel 
Deacon  who  survives  him.  He  is  also  survived  by  three  granddaughters  and  one  great- 
grandson. 


Bro.  Bennett  had  a  most  impressive  and  diverse  career.  Becoming  professor  of  chem¬ 
istry  at  Prince  of  Wales  College  in  Charlottetown,  he  later  became  the  college’s  very 
popular  registrar,  a  position  he  held  until  1966  when  the  political  arena  beckoned  and  he 
ran  for  the  Liberal  party  of  P.E.I.,  and  became  Minister  of  Education.  He  served  as 
President  of  the  Executive  Council,  Provincial  Secretary,  and  later  Minister  of  Justice  in 
the  Alex  Campbell  Government.  In  1975  he  was  appointed  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the 
province  until  he  retired  in  1980. 

During  his  teaching  days  “Baldy”  was  a  very  popular  rugby  coach  and  referee.  He  trav¬ 
elled  throughout  the  Maritime  provinces  both  coaching  and  later  refereeing  rugby. 
Always  an  avid  sports  fan,  he  is  well-known  in  curling  circles  as  past  president  of  the 
Canadian  Curling  Association,  an  Emeritus  member  of  the  Governor  General’s  Curling 
Club,  and  the  Curling  Hall  of  Fame  as  a  Builder.  During  his  year  as  president,  he 
brought  the  MacDonald  Brier  to  Charlottetown.  He  was  the  first  Chairman  of 
Charlottetown’s  Recreation  Council. 
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Our  brother  received  a  Doctor  of  Civil  Laws  degree  from  Acadia  University  in  1980 
and  a  Doctor  of  Laws  degree  from  the  University  of  Prince  Edward  Island  in  1982.  He 
was  elected  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  PEI  in  1984  and  re-elected  to  a  second  term 
in  1988.  In  1983  he  was  named  an  Officer  in  The  Order  of  Canada. 

His  community  involvement  spans  50  years  or  more  when  he  touched  so  many  areas  of 
service.  At  Trinity  United  Church,  he  taught  and  was  Superintendent  of  the  Sunday 
School,  served  as  an  Elder  and  Clerk  of  the  Session.  Other  community  service  included: 
President  of  the  Canadian  Bible  Society,  Chairman  of  the  United  Way,  Music  Festival 
and  Symphony  Boards,  Terry  Fox  Foundation,  Rotary  and  fund-raising  chair  of  organi¬ 
zations  such  as  the  Diabetes  Association  and  the  Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital  Foundation. 
His  energy  and  enthusiasm  were  boundless. 

A  Mason  from  1953  when  he  was  raised  in  Victoria  Lodge  No.  2,  he  was  installed  WM 
in  1961.  He  was  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  P.E.I.  in  1967.  Active  in  both 
York  and  Scottish  Rite  Concordant  bodies,  he  was  coroneted  Honorary  Inspector- 
General  in  1968,  in  Hamilton  and  crowned  an  Active  member  in  1970  in  Toronto.  He 
was  appointed  Deputy  for  NS,  PEI  and  Nfld.  In  1976  he  was  elected  Grand  Chancellor, 
an  office  he  held  for  6  years.  He  became  Lieutenant  Grand  Commander  in  1982  and 
assumed  the  office  of  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  from  1985  until  1988.  Bro.  Bennett 
was  an  officer  in  the  Royal  Order  of  Scotland  and  Deputy  Provincial  Grand  Master  at 
the  time  of  his  death. 

So  much  can  be  said  about  this  great  and  wonderful  man.  He  was  a  much  sought  after 
speaker  who  could  hold  an  audience  spellbound  on  any  topic  he  might  bring  forth. 
Noted  for  rising  at  an  occasion  with  the  beginning,  “unaccustomed  as  I  am”,  with  a  little 
glint  in  his  eye,  he  would  be  away  with  a  most  interesting  oration  fitting  the  occasion. 
On  a  voyage  on  the  “Royal  Princess”  in  the  Caribbean  in  1988,  when  several  members 
of  Supreme  Council  were  enjoying  a  cruise  through  the  Panama  Canal,  the  tour  director, 
who  had  scheduled  a  meeting  each  day  for  the  Rotarians,  Kiwanians,  and  other  service 
club  members  on  the  ship,  learned  there  were  a  great  many  Masons  aboard.  He  called 
for  a  meeting  following  lunch  one  day  late  in  the  cruise.  The  meeting  was  attended  by 
the  Supreme  Council  members  on  board,  about  twelve  in  all,  and  an  equal  number  of 
others,  mostly  from  the  U.S.A.  The  tour  director  announced  the  meeting  and,  admitting 
he  knew  nothing  of  what  Masons  did,  suggested  they  do  what  they  do,  and  left.  There 
were  a  few  conversations  start  up,  but  before  long,  Bro.  Bennett  rose  with  the  “unaccus¬ 
tomed  as  I  am”  and  after  a  short  talk  on  some  Masonic  thoughts  of  his  own,  had  the 
whole  room  alive  with  Masonic  conversation  and  debate.  Such  a  story  is  a  reflection  of 
the  abilities  of  this  remarkable  man. 

A  Masonic  Memorial  Service  was  conducted  by  Ill, ’.Bro. ’.Gordon  MacKenzie,  33°, 
Past  Grand  Master  of  PEI  at  the  MacLean  Funeral  Home  on  February  12.  Funeral  ser¬ 
vice  was  from  Trinity  United  Church  in  Charlottetown  on  Feb.  13,  followed  by  burial  in 
the  People’s  Cemetery,  Sherwood.

The  members  of  the  Valley  of  Quebec  and  indeed  all  the 
members  of  the  Quebec  Masonic  community  were 
deeply  saddened  by  the  death  of  one  of  its  most  promi-  j 
nent  members,  Ill Bro  William  Worwood,  on 
October  30,1999. 

Bro.  William  Worwood  was  bom  in  Toronto,  Ontario,  :

The  Valley  of  Toronto  lost  a  dedicated  servant  when 
Ill  .'.Bro. ’.Joseph  Leslie  Booton,  33°,  passed  away  on 
December  19,  1999.

He  was  a  retired 
Ontario  Paper  Co.  employee,  working  in  the  company’s 
finance  and  accounting  department  for  more  than  40 
years.  In  1982,  he  was  elected  to  Thorold  City  Council 
and  served  until  1994.  He  was  a  man  known  for  his 
municipal  penny  pinching,  his  devotion  in  amateur 
sports,  and  work  in  helping  make  the  city’s  Senior 
Centre  a  reality.  In  1981,  the  provincial  government  pre¬ 
sented  him  with  a  special  achievement  award  for  his  contributions  to  the  field  of  fitness 
and  amateur  sport.  On  Tuesday,  February  15,  flags  flew  at  half-mast  outside  Thorold 
City  Hall  for  Bro.  Lee — a  man  who  devoted  much  of  his  life  to  the  community. 

Our  brother  touched  the  lives  of  many  and  was  well-liked  by  all  who  knew  him.  From 
the  1950’s  through  the  1970’ s,  he  coached  many  ball  teams.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  Ontario  Baseball  Association  and  served  as  their  president  in  the  1970’s.  He  was 
chairman  of  the  board.  He  also  sat  on  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  St.  Andrews 
Presbyterian  Church  where  he  served  as  chairman  for  many  years. 

He  was  a  veteran  of  WWII  and  a  member  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Legion  Branch  17,  and 
a  member  of  the  St.  Catharine’s  General  Hospital  Board  during  the  late  80’ s  and  90’ s. 

Lee  was  an  instigating  factor  in  the  setup  and  opening  of  the  Thorold  Senior 
Citizens’  Centre  as  one  of  its  founding  members.  Even  after  his  decision  to  retire  from 
politics  he  served  as  liaison  between  the  Centre  and  City  Council. 

In  his  Masonic  life,  Bro.  Lee  was  initiated  in  Mountain  Lodge  No.  221  on  April  11, 
passed  on  May  23,  and  raised  November  14,  1940.  He  was  installed  as  WM  in  1957  and 
was  appointed  DS  of  Niagara  District  “A”  in  1960-61  and  appointed  GS  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  1961-62. 

He  joined  the  Scottish  Rite  on  October  17,  1951  in  Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection,  received 
his  14°  on  March  27,  1952,  and  served  as  TPGM  in  1964-65  and  a  trustee  for  many 
years.  Bro.  Lee  received  his  18°  on  April  2,  1953  in  Hamilton  Sovereign  Chapter  of 
Rose  Croix,  and  his  32°  on  May  11,  1956  in  Moore  Sovereign  Consistory. 
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On  September  13,  1974,  Bro.  Lee  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in 
Ottawa,  Ontario. 

He  leaves  to  mourn  his  wife,  Isabel,  daughter  Deborah  Lee,  son  Jerry,  and  2  grandchildren. 

A  well-attended  service  was  held  at  the  Karl  Hammond  Funeral  Home  followed  by 
internment  in  Thorold  Cemetery. 

We  have  suffered  a  great  loss.  We  shall  remember  him  always  for  his  accomplishment 
and  his  contributions  to  his  church,  to  his  family,  and  to  Freemasonry.

On  October  17,  1947,  he  was  exalted  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  in  Pentalpha  Chapter  No.  28,  |

Ill  .‘.Bro  .'.Blake  Atkins  Kennedy,  33°,  was  probably 
best  known  to  Scottish  Riters  as  the  Registrar  of  London 
Sovereign  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  an  office  in  which  he 
served  with  distinction  for  12  years.  His  quiet  efficiency 
and  warm  personality  made  him  an  effective  administra¬ 
tor  for  the  chapter,  as  well  as  for  a  number  of  other  bod¬ 
ies  in  which  he  also  served  meritoriously. 

Bro.  Kennedy  was  born  in  1911,  and  raised  in  London 
Township.  After  graduation  from  the  University  of 
Western  Ontario  in  1933,  he  started  work  as  an  insur¬ 
ance  salesman.  Later,  he  served  as  Municipal  Clerk  of 
London  Township,  as  well  as,  Secretary-Treasurer  of 
London  Township  HEPC,  while  at  the  same  time,  con¬ 
tinuing  to  operate  the  family  farm  until  1952.  He  also 
served  as  the  first  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  first  local 
area  public  school  board,  and  as  the  first  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  East  Middlesex 
High  School  Board  which  built  the  first  composite  high  school  in  the  Township.

ILL . .  BRO . .  ROBERT  STANLEY  KEMP  WELCH  33° 

The  Valley  of  Niagara  and  the  community  of  St. 
Catharines  and  the  surrounding  areas  were  saddened  by 
the  passing,  at  his  home,  of  Ill  .'.Bro  .'.Robert  Stanley 
Kemp  Welch  on  July  29,  2000,  in  his  73rd  year. 

Bro.  Welch  was  born  in  St.  Catharines  on  July  13,  1928. 
He  was  senior  Counsel  to  the  law  firm  of  Lancaster, 
Mix  &  Welch.  He  was  first  elected  a  member  of  the 
Ontario  Legislature  in  1963,  and  served  as  a  member  of 
the  cabinet  from  1966  to  1985  in  many  senior  portfolios 
(including  Citizenship,  Education,  Housing,  Energy, 
Culture  and  Attorney  General)  under  three  Premiers. 

He  was  appointed  Deputy  Premier  of  Ontario  in 
September  1977,  and  continued  in  that  post,  along  with 
other  Cabinet  responsibilities,  until  his  retirement  from 
active  politics  in  May  1985. 
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Prior  to  his  election  to  the  Ontario  Legislature,  Bro.  Welch  was  an  elected  member  of 
the  St.  Catharines  Board  of  Education  for  nine  years  (two  as  Chairman). 

A  graduate  of  the  St.  Catharines  Collegiate,  McMaster  University,  and  Osgoode  Hall 
Law  School,  Bro.  Welch  was  awarded  an  Honorary  Doctor  of  Laws  Degree  (LL.D.)  by 
Brock  University  in  1977,  and  McMaster  University  in  1984.  He  was  Chancellor  of  the 
Anglican  Diocese  of  Niagara  from  1965  to  1992  and  was  Chancellor  of  Brock 
University  (elected  November  1,  1985). 

Bro.  Welch  was  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Consumers’  Gas  Company  Ltd. 
and  the  Ontario  Lottery  Corporation.  He  chaired  the  Leonard  B.  Herzog  Memorial 
Foundation.  In  addition,  he  served  on  the  Boards  of  the  Lincoln  County  Law 
Association  and  Brock  University. 

He  was  an  ex-officio  Bencher  of  the  Law  Society  of  Upper  Canada  and  acted  as  Patron 
to  the  Niagara  Children’s  Chorus,  and  the  Partners  Organization. 

An  Officer  of  the  Order  of  Canada,  Bro.  Welch  was  also  an  Honorary  member  of  the 
National  Council  of  Scouts  Canada,  and  a  member  of  the  Order  of  St.  John  and  the 
Order  of  St.  Lazarus. 

Our  brother  was  initiated,  passed,  and  raised  in  Grantham  Lodge  No. 697  in  1958.  He 
received  his  14°  on  April  16,  1970  in  Elgin  Lodge  of  Perfection,  his  18°  on  April  8, 
1971  in  Niagara  Chapter  of  Rose  Croix,  and  his  32°  on  November  11,  1972  in  Moore 
Sovereign  Consistory. 

On  September  11,  1986,  he  was  coroneted  an  Honorary  Inspector-General  in 
Charlottetown,  Prince  Edward  Island.

The  burden  of  this  dissertation  on  morality  is  that  preconception  or  bias,  the  prejudiced 
or  closed  mind,  is  inimical  to  the  apprehension  of  truth,  which  is  the  foundation  of  all 
virtue.  Paradoxically  it  is  through  diversity,  differentiation,  contrast  and  contradiction 
that  ‘wholeness’  or  the  larger  vision  of  reality  can  be  imagined.  It  is  through 
imagination,  unconfined  by  limitations  of  time  or  space,  that  we  may  hope  to  obtain 
fuller  glimpses  of  the  truth. 

Our  brother,  Tolstoy,  who  believed  in  the  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being  and  in  the 
reward  of  virtue,  wrote  “if  there  is  a  God  and  there  is  a  future  life,  then  there  is  truth  and 
there  is  goodness;  and  the  highest  happiness  of  man  consists  in  striving  for  their 
attainment.”  It  is  in  man’s  nature  to  recognize  the  goodness  of  creation,  and  to  prepare 
for  the  ultimate  return  of  the  spirit  unto  God  who  gave  it.  Freemasonry’s  aspiration  is  to 
increase  happiness  by  the  practice  of  morality.  Happiness  and  morality  are  interrelated, 
“the  more  joy  we  have,  the  more  nearly  perfect  we  are”,  said  Spinoza.  We  cannot 
understand  the  meaning  of  morality  outside  of  social  relationships.  We  measure  moral 
quality  by  how  we  act,  speak,  think,  in  relation  to  others.  Man  is  a  social  animal 
coveting  respect.  He  hungers  for  the  esteem  of  his  fellows  and  rejoices  to  be  thought 
wise,  of  good  character  and  appearance.  But  that  is  not  enough.  It  is  in  man’s  nature  to 
wish  to  grow,  including  in  the  development  of  character.  He  is  demoralized  when  he 
loses  his  own  sense  of  worth.  He  knows  more  about  himself  than  do  all  others.  Finally 
he  is  his  own  witness  and  own  judge,  and  he  is  not  deceived  by  undeserved  praise, 
accolades  or  honours.  A  psyche  is  vulnerable,  and  conscience  can  provide  cruel 
punishment.  To  play  the  cheat  soon  becomes  degrading.  The  real  satisfaction  is  in 
possessing  one’s  self  respect  and  the  respect  of  one’s  intimates,  the  knowledge  of 
having  done  one’s  duty.  The  only  sure  way  to  be  happy  is  to  be  good. 

Initiation  into  Freemasonry  is  to  embark  upon  a  lifetime  journey  of  moral  instruction. 
The  Scottish  Rite’s  dramatic  presentations  relating  to  man’s  duty  to  God,  his  neighbour 
and  to  himself,  is  designed  to  stimulate  and  satisfy  this  innate  hunger  for  perfection. 
Brothers,  yearning  to  maximize  humaneness,  endeavour  to  become  truly  humane,  that  is 
to  say,  benevolent,  compassionate  and  merciful.  Together,  they  strive  to  become  loving, 
infinitely  loving;  sensitive,  infinitely  sensitive;  aware,  totally  aware;  empathetic, 
completely  empathetic;  and  forgiving,  graciously  forgiving.  Within  this  intimate  branch 
of  Freemasonry,  there  is  appeal  to  the  imagination.  Imagination  is  that  one  aspect  of  our 
lives  that  is  unfettered.  We  imagine  a  citizenship  relationship  with  everybody  else  in  the 
world,  a  world  without  boundaries.  Our  aim,  as  fraters,  is  to  imitate  in  the  time  afforded 
us  on  earth  what  we  recognize  as  God’s  own  nature,  goodliness.  In  relationship  with 
others  we  hope  to  discover  goodness,  for  the  deity  whose  divine  character  we  aspire  to 
emulate  has  been  revealed  to  us  as  a  God  of  love. 

Masonry’s  preoccupation  with  morality  and  matters  secular  and  sacred  may  be 
threatening  to  some  persons  defending  dogma.  As  brethren  we  belong  to  no  creed  or 
school  but  to  universality,  where  truth  is  the  base  and  morality  the  handmaid.  What 
reason  would  anyone  in  possession  of  the  truth,  respecting  life  and  death,  have  to 
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engage  in  intercourse  with  those  still  searching  for  the  truth?  Freemasons  are  involved 
in  a  laborious  and  progressive  study.  Each  chamber  of  the  capacious  Masonic  edifice 
stimulates  a  fresh  pilgrimage  or  quest  for  ‘the  word’.  And  this  sought-after  ‘word’ 
remains  as  elusive  as  the  Holy  Grail.  The  Scottish  Rite,  although  unrewarding  for  those 
with  final  answers,  provides  an  asylum  and  sanctuary  for  brethren  who  are  unsatisfied 
with  what  they  are,  and  are  hungry  for  self  improvement.  In  the  intimacy  of  companions 
of  like  mind  who  realize  that  truth  is  larger  than  their  small  understanding  of  it,  they 
wrestle  with  the  fundamentals  of  ethics.  An  object  of  our  assemblies  is  to  transcend  our 
narrow  backgrounds  and  limitations,  to  learn  from  others  and  thus  gain  a  larger  vision 
of  the  truth  and  develop  a  greater  empathy.  Dag  Hammarskjold  jotted  in  his  diary, 
“There  is  nobody  from  whom  you  cannot  learn.”  Freemasons  aspire  to  evolve 
intellectually  and  spiritually.  Darwin  developed  a  theory  of  the  survival  of  the  fittest. 
Teillard  de  Chardin  also  anticipated  continuous  improvement  of  the  human  species.  He 
stressed  the  need  for  spiritual  developments.  Survival  would  not  be  achieved  by  the 
most  predacious,  but  by  the  co-operative  and  the  most  accommodating,  of  the  homo 
sapiens.  To  view  each  son  of  Adam  as  a  brother  of  common  dust  we  must  empathize 
and  communicate  so  as  to  allow  and  welcome  others  into  our  hearts.  The  psychiatrist. 
Dr.  M.  Scott  Peck  advises  us  we  must  learn  to  empty  ourselves.  A  quality  of  emptiness, 
of  self-denial,  rather  than  the  domination  and  manipulation  of  others  is  the  essential 
precondition  for  those  aspiring  to  be  peacemakers.  When  raised  as  Master  Masons  we 
were  enjoined  to  bend  with  humility  and  resignation  to  the  will  of  the  Supreme 
Architect  and  to  dedicate  ourselves  to  the  welfare  of  our  fellow  creatures.  The  greatest 
prayer  of  all  time  is  that  one  of  surrender,  “Thy  will  be  done.” 

Count  Tolstoy  equated  God  with  truth  and  goodness.  But,  what  is  truth?  This  question 
posed  in  the  most  celebrated  trial  in  history  is  more  than  rhetorical.  Philosophers 
appreciate  its  profundity.  What  is  true  is  often  beyond  question.  If  such  is  so,  then  the 
duty  of  the  individual  is  clear.  Our  frater,  Giuseppe  Mazzini,  an  early  world  federalist, 
and  zealous  exponent  of  the  brotherhood  of  man,  had  this  sort  of  choice  in  mind  when 
he  declared,  “To  be  mistaken  is  a  misfortune  to  be  pitied,  but  to  know  the  truth  and  not 
to  conform  one’s  actions  to  it  is  a  crime  which  Heaven  and  Earth  condemn.”  However, 
what  is  the  right  thing  to  do  is  sometimes  not  so  obvious.  By  the  1860’s,  many  of 
Mazzini’ s  idealistic  followers  became  disillusioned  with  his  policies.  Some  of  the  once 
ardent  ‘true  believers’  felt  compelled  to  denounce  this  great  hero  of  Italy  as  an  enemy  of 
the  state. 

In  the  real  world  choice  of  conduct  sometimes  must  lie  between  the  least  undesirable  of 
distasteful  options.  War  offers  such  an  example.  Essential  to  truth  always  is  courage,  for 
without  courage  there  can  be  no  truth,  and  without  truth  no  other  virtue.  The  great 
Roman  Catholic  theologian,  Hans  Kung,  devoted  to  his  Mother  Church,  but  objective, 
and  independent  and  controversial,  utters  this  warning,  “A  Church  which  abandons  the 
truth  abandons  itself.”  Examining  the  meaning  of  truth.  Dr.  Kung  asks  this  question,  “Is 
there  one  true  religion?”  He  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  for  himself,  yes,  there  is  one, 
‘Jesus  the  Christ,  and  the  Church  of  Rome’,  but  he  does  not  make  that  decision  for  any 
other  man.  In  similar  vein  Thomas  Merton  writes:  “My  only  task  is  to  be  what  I  am,  a 
man  seeking  God  in  silence  and  solitude, ..and  fully  aware  that  others  too  are  seeking  the 
truth  in  their  own  way,”. 

For  many  people,  dogma  received  in  their  religious  instruction  constitutes  their  faith 
with  no  questions  asked.  Immanuel  Kant,  who  once  opined  that  the  existence  of  the 
Bible  was  the  greatest  blessing  humanity  had  ever  experienced,  declared  that  he  had 
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only  destroyed  dogma  in  order  to  make  room  for  faith.  In  Freemasonry  truth  is  the 
indispensable  ally  of  faith.  It  cannot  be  imagined  as  its  enemy.  What  irony  to  conceive 
of  truth  as  that  which  makes  men  free,  and  faith  as  something  which  somehow  limits 
man’s  freedom  of  belief! 

To  grow  in  truth  and  to  increase  one’s  understanding  of  reality  is  to  grow  in  faith. 
Indeed,  the  first  mark  of  faith  is  the  love  of  truth.  For  some  men,  doubt  is  that  awesome 
vestibule  through  which  they  must  needs  pass  before  entering  the  temple  of  truth.  The 
heresies  of  one  age  often  become  the  orthodoxies  of  a  later  period.  As  Charles  Peguy 
observed,  it  is  only  in  a  dead  religion  that  there  are  no  heresies.  In  Canada,  most 
members  of  the  Scottish  Rite  belong  to  Christian  churches,  or  to  other  religious 
congregations,  and  regularly  attend  worship.  They  would  regard  themselves  as 
possessed  of  strong  faith.  Yet  no  two  of  them  think  alike,  that  is  exactly  alike,  on 
spiritual  or  any  other  matters.  Each  cherishes  his  own  freedom  of  belief  and  would  grant 
to  every  other  human  the  right  to  search  for  those  truths  which  alone  satisfy  the 
yearnings  of  the  human  spirit.  In  creation  God  created  diversity  and  pluralism.  “Le  bon 
dieu  a  ecrit  une  phrase  de  sa  pensee  sur  le  berceau  de  chaque  race”.  Truth  is  a  many 
splendoured  thing.  Freemasonry  teaches  that  every  life  is  afforded  some  access  to  truth. 
The  Creator  communes  with  his  creatures  who  seek  Him,  not  with  nations,  not  with 
institutions,  not  with  collectivities. 

We  seeking  truth  must  understand  that  nothing  really  worth  proving  can  ever  be  proved, 
God  for  example.  We  say  “God  is  love”,  but  then  have  difficulty  in  defining  love. 
Gregory  Vlastos  surmised  that  love  and  communication  are  one.  H.  G.  Wells  described 
love  as  both  a  giving  and  a  taking,  both  a  conquest  and  a  surrender.  From  each  of  these 
aspects  love  breaks  down  the  dreaded  isolation  of  the  self.  The  word  faith  is  used  daily 
with  a  wide  variety  of  meanings.  In  the  sense  that  it  means  religious  belief  or  doctrine 
or  dogma,  again  its  meanings  are  almost  infinite.  Because  of  man’s  enslavement  to 
preconceptions,  religious,  national,  ethnical  and  cultural,  and  these  are  generally 
inherited,  the  peace  and  security  and  happiness  of  humanity  continue  to  hang  in 
balance. 

The  one  constancy  in  life  is  change.  When  change  ceases  life  itself  stops.  Our  stores  of 
factual  information,  our  points  of  view,  and  our  value  systems  are  forever  in  a  state  of 
flux,  and  without  any  volition  on  our  part.  In  Freemasonry,  we  speculate  deliberately 
and  try  to  empty  ourselves  to  capture  the  wisdom  and  insight  of  others.  Thus  we  prepare 
for  what  is  new,  unforeseen  and  unexpected.  Here  too  we  question  our  firmly  held 
opinions.  One  writer  to  a  newspaper  editor  lamented  the  fact  that  we  no  longer  think  or 
understand  as  we  did  in  those  early  years  in  Sunday  School.  If  only  we  could  return  to 
that  state  of  blessed  innocent  understanding  all  would  be  well!  Another  contributor,  a 
gentleman  of  the  cloth,  disagreed.  He  wrote  that  development  of  a  robust  faith  was  a 
continuous  and  arduous  spiritual  journey.  What  was  appropriate  for  the  young  mind  was 
often  inappropriate  for  the  mature  person,  who  growing  up  has  had  to  do  away  with 
childish  things.  All  life,  in  youth  and  in  maturity,  consists  of  change.  The  same  sonnet, 
or  play,  or  novel  could  not  be  written  by  the  same  author  at  two  different  times.  And 
thank  God  for  change!  We  rejoice  there  is  room  in  life  for  reform,  for  repentance,  for 
modification,  and  for  variety.  Regularly  we  must  scrutinize  our  motives.  Master  Eckhart 
wrote,  “Only  the  hand  that  erases  can  write  the  true  thing.”  The  satisfying  life  will  be  in 
developing  a  restatement,  subject  always  to  refinement,  of  what  is  of  first  importance.  A 
life  then  becomes  a  presentation  through  conduct  and  words  of  that  person’s 
fundamental  values  and  priorities. 
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What  is  disheartening  at  the  end  of  the  20th  Century,  a  period  of  such  extraordinary 
scientific  and  technical  progress,  is  that  so  many  people  have  come  to  fear  change. 
Heraclitus  said  “Change  is  a  rest”.  In  change  things  find  their  relief  from  being  what 
they  are.  One  is  reminded  of  the  rhythm  discovered  in  history  by  Arnold  Toynbee, 
‘withdrawal  and  return’.  More  disquieting  is  the  perceived  decline  of  what  Northrop 
Frye  called  ‘the  teleological  sense’,  a  public  perception  of  continuity,  of  a  future 
implicit  in  the  present.  Whatever  happened  to  the  conviction  that  civilization  has  a 
direction  and  purpose,  the  concept  that  humanity  is  going  somewhere?  Freemasonry 
teaches  us  we  are  on  a  journey! 

It  is  impossible  that  the  mind-set  or  faith  of  one  person  is  ever  identical  to  that  of  any 
other.  Albert  Einstein,  the  awesome  mind  of  the  last  millennium,  who  said  that  space 
and  time  are  a  unified  continuum,  thought  of  himself  as  a  ‘deeply  religious  man’.  His 
own  search  for  the  scientific  laws  of  this  universe  was  an  earnest  religious  quest.  In 
describing  the  radiant  beauty,  harmony  and  structure  of  the  universe  he  used  the  word 
God,  and  sometimes  spoke  of  ‘a  divine  reason,  spirit  or  intelligence’.  Einstein  had  faith. 
One  childlike  description  of  faith  is  recounted  by  Professor  Frye;  it  concerns  the  boy 
who  explained  to  his  teacher  that  “faith  is  believin’  what  you  know  aint  so”.  A  far  more 
satisfactory  definition  is  believing  what  you  do  not  yet  see.  It  is  the  voluntary 
anticipation  of  things  to  come — the  certainty  of  the  triumph  of  good  over  evil.  ‘Faith  is 
the  substance  of  things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen’.  It  is  the  jump  into 
the  dark  knowing  that  there  is  a  loving  father  to  catch  you.  Faith  implies  an  optimistic 
teleological  sense.  And  optimism  itself  is  an  expression  of  courage. 

In  his  epic  play,  St  Joan,  Bernard  Shaw  reveals  through  his  young  heroine,  that  God 
speaks  to  man  through  the  human  imagination.  Joan  was  adamant  in  her  insistence  that 
the  heavenly  voices  were  addressed  to  herself.  One  philosopher  and  theologian 
concluded  that  all  religion  is  imagination.  Worship,  prayer  and  belief  to  be  genuine 
needs  to  be  personal.  Through  symbolism  and  pageantry,  Scottish  Rite  rituals  excite  and 
challenge  the  imagination.  What  any  brother  will  derive  from  the  experience  depends 
upon  his  mood,  personality  and  character,  and  upon  the  sincerity  and  power  of  the 
presentation.  Creator  God,  the  Grand  Architect  and  Artist,  created  Man  in  His  own 
image,  that  is  in  the  image  of  the  Artist.  This  human  being,  endowed  with  ability  and 
freedom  to  create,  must  find  from  his  inner  self  a  personal  vision  of  truth  and  beauty 
and  goodness.  Humans  are  not  clones.  The  perception  of  any  two  minds  of  Almighty 
God,  the  ultimate  good,  and  their  communications  with  Him,  can  never  be  identical. 

The  most  celebrated  day  of  the  year  is  Christmas.  What  happened  on  that  first  occasion? 
Luke  recounts  the  story  of  shepherds  abiding  in  the  fields,  rough  peasants,  who  go  to  a 
manger  to  find  a  child  in  swaddling  clothes.  Matthew  tells  of  a  wondrous  star  that 
guided  three  learned  personages  from  the  East  bearing  precious  gifts  to  the  spot  where 
the  Christ  Child  lay.  Mark  is  silent.  But  there  is  a  much  more  recent  version  of  events 
told  in  a  hymn  written  by  Father  Brebeuf  the  martyr,  and  martyrs  do  not  lie.  This  hymn 
speaks  of  three  native  hunters  in  the  northern  forest  who  search  through  the  snow  until 
they  find  the  Holy  Child  wrapped  in  rabbit  skins.  Arnold  Toynbee  was  perceptive  in  his 
conclusion  that  truth  is  best  be  conveyed  by  poetry.  Masons  accept  that  we  reveal  the 
truth  of  ethereal  things  through  symbols.  Joan,  the  Maid  of  Lorraine,  told  her  jailor. 
Captain  Robert  de  Baudricourt,  the  truth  about  her  heavenly  dreams.  She  said,  “They 
come  from  God.”  He  replied,  “They  come  from  your  imagination.”  Joan  answered  at 
once,  “Of  course.  That  is  how  the  messages  of  God  come  to  us.” 
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Freemasons  cherish  freedom,  including  the  possibility  of  freedom  from  the  limitations 
of  time  and  space.  Imagination  has  no  limits,  no  constraints  and  no  barriers. 
Imagination  is  the  closest  we  may  ever  get  in  life  to  eternity.  Our  Masonic  lessons, 
gleaned  from  dramas  reaching  back  to  ancient  times,  possess  the  quality  of 
timelessness.  In  the  playacting  of  the  Rite  we  rediscover  the  magic  transporting  power 
of  human  imagination.  A  teenaged  daughter  of  a  Mason  peeked  in  at  her  father’s 
rehearsal.  She  was  enchanted  to  discover  that  even  grownups,  professional  men  of 
affairs  like  her  father,  could  put  on  costumes  and  transport  themselves  like  little  boys  in 
a  wonderland.  That  may  be  the  meaning  of  needing  to  be  like  a  child  in  order  to  enter 
the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Imagination  offers  no  barrier  to  where  we  may  go.  And  so  it  is 
with  faith.  G.  K.  Chesterton,  of  robust  faith  declared  that  faith  is  nonsense,  and 
conversely  and  wonderfully,  that  what  appears  to  be  nonsense  turns  out  to  be  faith. 
Blaise  Pascal  believed  the  search  for  God  is  evidence  that  He  is  already  found. 

Assembled  now  at  this  Sixteenth  Conference  of  the  Supreme  Councils  of  the  World, 
inspired  by  the  companionship  of  fraters  from  around  the  globe,  we  are  invited  to  reflect 
upon  the  theme  proposed  by  Illustrious  Brother  Sovereign  Grand  Commander  Venancio 
Igrejas,  33°  degree,  namely:  “PERMANENT  STRUGGLE  AGAINST  ALL 
MANNERS  OF  PRECONCEPTIONS,  IN  ORDER  TO  WARRANT  THE 
ESTABLISHMENT  OF  A  WELCOME  AND  LASTING  UNIVERSAL  PEACE, 
STARTING  ON  THE  FOOT  OF  THE  COMING  THIRD  MILLENNIUM”. 

The  grand  ideal  of  this  theme,  formulated  by  the  Brazil  Supreme  Council,  is  obvious. 
This  is  not  surprising  considering  the  carnage,  brutality  and  trauma  experienced 
throughout  the  turbulent  and  vicious  20th  Century.  We  reflect  upon  the  efforts  of 
Freemasons  to  create  through  the  League  of  Nations,  and  later  the  United  Nations, 
peace  forces  capable  of  containing  war.  In  his  essay  entitled  “The  End  of  History?  The 
End  of  War?”,  Gwynne  Dyer  who  has  taught  at  Royal  Military  College,  Sandhurst,  and 
at  Oxford,  observes  that  last  year,  1999,  several  countries  took  the  Universal 
Declaration  of  Human  Rights  seriously,  in  particular  the  1948  Convention  against 
Genocide.  He  hypothesizes  the  possibility  that  out  of  the  ashes  of  Auschwitz  and 
Hiroshima,  and  the  recently  revealed  impotence  of  the  civilized  world  to  prevent  human 
massacre  in  Rwanda  and  elsewhere  we  have  all  learned  something  important. 
Mankind’s  conscience  can  no  longer  be  satisfied  with  international  laws  that  protect 
only  governments.  ‘Human  security’  is  the  way  of  the  future.  We  are  now  prepared  to 
recognize  a  global  law  that  protects  people,  when  necessary,  even  against  elected 
governments.  By  making  human  rights  and  security  the  great  priority  we  may  have 
discovered  how  to  end  war! 

At  Princeton  in  1955,  in  his  Stafford  Little  Lectures,  Lester  Pearson  said:  “Today  the 
most  far-reaching  problems  arise  no  longer  between  nations  within  a  civilization,  but 
between  civilizations  themselves.  We  are  now  emerging  into  an  age  when  different 
civilizations  will  have  to  live  side  by  side  in  peaceful  inter-change.  The  alternative  in 
this  overcrowded  little  world  is  misunderstanding,  tension,  clash  and  catastrophe.” 
Elsewhere,  Pearson  characterized  the  First  World  War  as  a  war  between  nation  states, 
the  Second  World  War  as  a  conflict  between  ideologies.  Now,  after  the  close  of  the 
Cold  War,  we  have  witnessed  a  long  series  of  major  conflicts  between  ethnic  and 
religious  communities,  which  communities  may  be  situate  within  or  outside  of  national 
boundaries,  and  what  of  empires  still  remains.  Consider,  after  the  Holocaust,  the  most 
inhumane  taint  on  human  history,  the  bloody  clash  of  clans  in  Somalia  and  the  tribes  of 
Rwanda  and  Burundi  with  tragic  consequences  for  Zaire,  Uganda  and  Tanzania.  More 
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recent  clashes,  of  civilizations,  in  Central  and  South  Asia,  in  the  Caucasus,  and  in  the 
Middle  East,  and  civil  wars  in  what  once  was  called  Yugoslavia,  and  more  lately  in 
Chechnya,  Pearson’s  prediction  that  the  clash  of  civilizations  (a  civilization  is  much  like 
an  extended  family)  offers  the  greatest  threat  to  peace.  These  ethnic,  cultural  and 
religious  disruptions  have  created  more  death  and  distress  than  have  either  of  the  two 
World  Wars.  The  familiar  appeal  to  separateness,  to  contempt  and  hatred  of  other 
people,  is  never  far  removed  from  our  lives.  The  slogan  ‘Ein  Reich,  Ein  Volk,  Ein 
Fuhrer’,  which  helped  to  mobilize  an  advanced  civilized  European  people  to  war,  is 
similar  in  spirit  to  the  rallying  cry,  ‘Une  race,  une  langue,  une  foi’,  which  historically 
has  fuelled  the  drive  to  Canadian  separatism.  Lest  we  imagine  this  fascist  preconception 
of  exclusiveness  is  one  sided  and  peculiar  to  the  French  and  Roman  Catholics  we  take 
note  that  in  June  1927  in  Moose  Jaw,  Saskatchewan,  ten  thousand  hooded  Ku  Klux 
Klan  Anglos,  intolerant  of  non-Aryans,  Jews  and  Catholics,  assembled  around  a  sixty 
foot  burning  cross  demanding  a  legal  ban  on  marriages  between  white  women  and 
‘Negroes,  Chinese  or  Japanese’.  Their  slogan  in  the  cause  of  ‘racial  purity’  and  moral 
rectitude,  was  “One  flag,  one  language,  one  race,  and  one  religion’’.  It  is  to  our  great 
shame  that  many  examples  of  racial,  religious  and  cultural  bigotry  in  Canada  can  be 
cited  by  those  who  have  been  victimized.  Differences,  racial,  national  linguistic, 
religious  or  cultural,  have  been  exploited  to  cause  mischief  and  devastation  upon  the 
only  race  that  matters,  the  human  race.  Marshal  Tito  was  a  Croat,  of  Roman  Catholic 
heritage,  bom  and  bred  an  enemy  to  Serb  and  Muslim.  He  was  a  Communist,  a  rough- 
cut  and  unlettered  guerrilla  leader.  But  above  all  else,  Tito  was  a  realist.  He  understood 
that  for  his  divided  Yugoslav  peoples,  perhaps  six  or  eight  national  entities,  the  only 
happy  future  for  all  of  them  lay  in  brotherhood.  Aspiring  to  put  truth  in  place  of  error, 
and  love  in  the  place  of  hatred,  we  seek  a  new  understanding  and  brotherhood  between 
all  peoples,  all  religions,  all  races  and  all  cultures.  Only  this  offers  any  prospect  for  the 
happiness  and  perhaps  survival  of  the  human  species.  Dr.  David  Suzuki,  the  eminent 
geneticist,  said,  “It  is  the  diversity  in  the  world  that  is  so  wonderful.’’ 

For  centuries  Westerners  have  thought  themselves  scientifically  advanced  and  culturally 
enriched.  Three  of  the  great  world  religions  sprang  from  the  loins  of  father  Abraham  to 
the  Middle  Eastern  ‘people  of  the  book’.  To  western  eyes  Christianity  enjoyed  an 
authoritative  religious  influence,  the  West  has  long  been  regarded  as  the  dominant 
civilization.  But  ‘Christendom’  now  is  numerically  a  rapidly  declining  influence  in  the 
world.  Demographers  advise  that  Muslims  in  1980  comprised  18  per  cent  of  the  global 
population.  Now  predictions  are  that  Muslims  will  surpass  Christians  (presently  about 
30  per  cent  of  world  population)  by  the  year  2025.  Muslim  countries,  with  the  exception 
of  Iran,  are  now  more  Islamic  and  more  Islamist  in  outlook  and  behaviour  and  in  their 
institutions  than  they  were  15  years  ago.  We  have  witnessed  a  dramatic  rejection  of 
Western  culture  in  a  single  generation.  East  Asians  believe  they  have  achieved 
spectacular  economic  growth,  not  by  importing  values  from  the  West,  but  by  their 
adherence  to  their  ‘Confucian  culture’.  Despite  globalization  with  its  free  trade 
atmosphere,  and  many  technological  advances  in  communications,  there  are  grave 
warning  signs  that  in  matters  of  mind  and  sensitivity  the  larger  civilizations  are  drawing 
farther  apart.  With  steadfast  belief  in  our  dream  of  a  brotherhood  embracing  all  of 
mankind,  knowing  faith  to  be  stronger  than  doubt.  Masons  must  cultivate  this  diverse 
humanity  and  pluralism  that  the  Supreme  Architect  in  his  wisdom  has  created.  For  the 
happiness  of  this  human  family  we  must  obey  the  new  law  given  two  thousand  years 
ago  that  we  ‘love  one  another’. 
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The  Canadian  experience  illustrates  the  demanding  challenge  of  creating  a  unity  out  of 
diversity.  As  a  free  democracy  we  have  managed  to  survive  in  peace  in  our  spacious 
domain  for  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  years.  As  a  nation  state,  Canada  finds  its 
genesis  in  the  Confederation  of  1867  by  passage  of  the  British  North  America  Act  in  the 
British  Parliament  at  Westminster.  Prior  to  the  Act  of  Confederation,  Canada  was  a 
British  colony  following  the  capture  of  Quebec  by  General  Wolfe  in  1759.  The  Treaty 
of  Paris  of  1763  settled  the  Seven  Years  War  between  Britain  and  France  and  vested  the 
French  colony,  Quebec,  to  the  victor,  Britain,  under  conditions  highly  protective  of  civil 
and  religious  rights  of  the  French  colonists.  In  1774,  by  the  terms  of  the  Quebec  Act, 
these  rights  were  further  assured  by  legislative  provisions  favourable  to  the  French.  So 
much  so  that  they  inflamed  the  New  England  merchants  and  traders  and  became  a  cause 
of  the  American  Declaration  of  Independence  in  1775.  Although  France  was  an 
enthusiastic  supporter  of  the  American  Revolution,  Quebec  colonists  had  learned  to 
trust  the  British  Governor  Murray.  Despite  the  blandishments  of  the  American  patriots, 
they  could  not  be  enticed  to  support  the  revolt.  Following  the  Treaty  of  Separation  of 
1783,  a  large  flood  of  United  Empire  Loyalists  entered  Canada  as  refugees,  and  fresh 
political  tensions  developed  with  major  rebellions  erupting  in  1837.  The  British 
response  was  to  appoint  Lord  Durham,  who  for  his  advanced  views  was  known  as 
‘Radical  Jack’,  to  be  Governor  General  of  both  Upper  and  Lower  Canada.  Durham, 
with  a  strong  mind-set  against  ‘the  absurd  pretensions  of  race’,  made  a  study  and 
prepared  a  pessimistic  report  in  1840  respecting  the  impossibility  of  the  ‘French’  and 
the  ‘English’  living  together  in  peace.  The  only  hope  he  offered  lay  in  the  French  being 
overwhelmed  and  assimilated  by  English  speaking  Canada.  Civil  War  in  the  new 
American  republic  erupted  in  1861,  and  Canadians  witnessed  the  blood  bath  that  ensued 
with  640,000  Americans  dead  in  less  than  five  years.  Casualties  were  mainly  of  the 
white  race,  English  speaking,  and  Protestant.  Many  of  America’s  most  promising 
idealistic  leaders  perished. 

Was  Lord  Durham  right?  England  and  France  had  been  enemies  in  Europe  for 
centuries.  The  language  barrier  impeded  Canadians  from  communicating  easily  with 
one  another.  Roman  Catholic  and  Protestant  clergy  alike  were  vigilant  to  discourage 
intermarriages.  But  love  is  stronger  than  hate.  Wiser  counsel  than  that  of  Lord  Durham 
prevailed  during  the  search  for  a  constitution.  John  Alexander  Macdonald,  a 
Glaswegian  by  birth,  remembered  his  highland  ancestors’  defeat  at  Culloden  Moor  by 
the  English,  and  the  ‘ancient  alliance’  that  had  long  existed  between  Scotland  and 
France.  Georges-Etienne  Cartier,  Premier  of  Canada  East,  with  an  hereditary  memory 
of  ‘la  conquete’  at  Quebec  with  Montcalm’s  defeat  remembered  as  well  his  happy 
associations  with  Edward,  Prince  of  Wales,  and  the  sheltering  of  French  culture  by  the 
British.  Thomas  D’Arcy  McGee  a  radical  Irish  rebel  who  had  escaped  to  America 
disguised  as  a  priest,  remembered  many  injustices  of  the  past  and  the  Battle  of  the 
Boyne,  but  he  foresaw  in  this  Canada  the  possibility  of  a  religious  reconciliation  simply 
unachievable  within  his  beloved  Ireland.  On  this  Canadian  frontier  men  were  equal. 
There  was  little  room  for  ‘top  dogs’.  Aboriginals,  and  old  and  new  settlers,  almost  all  of 
them,  had  known  some  major  defeat,  insult  or  degradation.  Canada  was  made  up  of 
‘losers’.  There  was  just  one  dominating  political  fact  of  first  importance  in  this  new 
land,  ‘the  French  fact’.  To  avoid  civil  conflict,  the  French  must  be  accorded  fair 
treatment  and  respect,  otherwise  the  Confederation  that  the  fathers  of  the  country  had  so 
carefully  fashioned  could  not  possibly  survive.  Consideration  and  affection  for  this 
powerful  French  minority  has,  over  time,  conditioned  most  Canadians  into  a 
sympathetic  attitude  of  deference  and  respect  towards  all  minorities.  Canada’s  prayer  is 
that  she  may  become  ‘a  better  country’,  an  experiment  in  brotherhood.  Canadians  seek 
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to  enlarge  their  vision;  not  simply  tolerate  but  actually  cherish  the  racial,  cultural  and 
religious  differences  that  comprise  the  current  population. 

In  one  of  the  most  noble  addresses  delivered  during  the  Second  World  War,  the  late 
Charles  Morgan  dealt  with  this  old  English  French  antagonism  in  a  larger  and  more 
universal  context.  In  the  summer  of  1940  France  had  capitulated  to  the  German  Army 
without  giving  prior  notice  to  their  British  allies  in  the  field,  with  disastrous  military 
consequences.  The  war  was  nearly  lost  at  that  moment.  As  Professor  Morgan  noted  “A 
great  number  of  English  dislike  the  French;  a  great  number  of  French  dislike  the 
English.”  This  treachery  by  Faval,  for  thus  it  was  interpreted  by  the  British,  in 
embracing  ‘the  new  European  order’  enraged  the  English  against  their  former  allies,  and 
exacerbated  their  misunderstandings.  On  February  25,  1941  Morgan  delivered  an 
oration  that  was  later  distributed  throughout  occupied  Europe.  He  said,  “the  life  and 
spirit  of  France  constitute  an  idea  the  death  of  which  would  be  the  death  of 
civilization”.. ..’’in  spite  of  her  faults  and  failures,  there  is  in  her  a  unique  element 
without  which  the  energies  and  virtues  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  peoples  cannot  yield  their 
full  fruit.”  His  words  were  broadcast,  “Si  nous  nous  divisons,  le  monde  est  perdu.”  We, 
in  Canada,  particularly  recognize  Morgan’s  prophetic  insight  and  wisdom.  His  words 
have  a  special  relevance  for  ourselves.  The  English  in  Canada  need  the  French,  and  the 
French  need  the  English.  We  all  desperately  need  the  trust  and  affection  and  the  loyalty 
of  one  another.  We  need  each  other,  not  for  what  others  can  do  for  us  but  for  what  we 
may  become  because  of  them.  More  enthusiastic  acceptance  of  the  idea  of  pluralism 
results  in  a  major  social  change  of  attitude  towards  all  people. 

Despite  many  continuing  failures,  this  widespread  concern  for  our  French  population 
has  resulted  in  larger  empathy  for  the  original  native  peoples  and  for  the  most  recently 
arrived  immigrants.  Out  of  greater  love  and  commitment  to  the  whole,  with  a 
reinforcing  Charter  of  Rights  and  Freedoms,  we  will  transcend  our  backgrounds  and  our 
limitations.  By  building  more  inclusive  loyalties,  Canada  hopes  to  become  that  more 
generous,  enlightened  and  liberated  people  that  we  believe  to  be  our  destiny.  We  must 
struggle  unremittingly  to  rid  ourselves  of  those  preconceptions  that  destroy  the 
civilizing  links  to  other  humans  anywhere. 

No  longer  does  our  world  face  the  peril  of  nationalism  gone  berserk,  nor  the  threat  of  a 
seductive  ideology.  Now  is  a  moment  of  opportunity  that  may  help  define  the  course  of 
the  next  thousand  years.  Professor  John  D.  Montgomery  of  Harvard  has  noted  the  moral 
incapacity  of  the  nation-state  to  control  the  power  of  the  global  corporation,  or  of 
organized  crime.  He  notes  the  emergence  and  expansion  of  ‘troublesome  theocracies’ 
with  their  malevolence  toward  outsiders.  Where  may  we  find  hope  for  freedom  from 
man’s  bondage  to  state,  nationality,  religion  or  race  in  this  increasingly  interdependent 
and  pluralistic  era  that  we  have  entered?  It  can  be  found  only  in  ‘moral  individualism’, 
the  ultimate  source  of  all  humane  values  in  society.  Having  identified  the  virus  we  must 
master  the  disease.  The  enemy  is  ourselves.  We  are  endangered  only  by  our  narrowness 
of  mind  and  our  shrivelled  souls,  by  our  cynicism,  anxieties  and  fears,  by 
‘preconceptions’  that  nourish  an  often  prevailing  culture  of  distrust  of  one  another. 

A  preconception  is  the  prejudice  which  impedes  openness  of  mind  and  inhibits  the 
power  to  think  and  judge  clearly.  Ignorance  is  the  enemy  of  man’s  freedom.  Ignorance 
makes  way  for  the  tyrant.  Our  9th  Degree  is  just  one  of  a  series  that  addresses  this 
problem  of  preconception  or  bias,  commencing  with  a  warning  not  to  be  led  away  by 
excess  of  zeal,  not  even  in  a  good  cause.  There  should  be  no  barriers  between  man  and 
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man.  The  Mason  recognizes  in  the  human  race  but  one  great  family.  There  must  be  no 
oppression  by  the  powerful  nor  antagonism  between  creeds  or  races  but  a  constant 
striving  for  enlightenment  and  understanding.  This  degree  offers  precepts  which  will 
guide  the  postulant  to  intellectual  humility,  and  to  that  virtue,  openness  to  others,  which 
provides  the  truest  liberty.  It  offers  a  practical  blueprint  for  a  man  to  become  a  good 
citizen,  a  faithful  husband,  a  tender  father,  an  obedient  son,  and  true  brother.  Reminded 
of  the  inherent  dignity  of  human  nature,  we  are  told  that  there  is  in  every  person  a 
goodness  of  which  that  person  may  be  only  dimly  aware,  or  perhaps  unaware. 

“To  the  gentle,  many  will  be  gentle,  to  the  kind,  many  will  be  kind.  A  good  man  will 
find  there  is  goodness  in  the  world;  an  honest  man  will  find  there  is  honesty  in  the 
world;  and  a  man  of  principle  will  find  principle  and  integrity  in  the  minds  of  others.” 
Thus,  in  summary,  “whatsoever  a  man  sows,  that  shall  he  reap.” 

Freemasonry  looks  for  and  expects  the  best  in  people.  The  democratic  experiment,  for  it 
is  still  that — an  unproven  experiment,  is  founded  upon  a  presumption  that  those  with 
the  right  to  vote  are  persons  of  goodwill  prepared  to  work  together  for  the  common 
good.  In  the  area  of  crime  and  its  punishment,  and  the  maintenance  of  the  peace,  we 
assume  that  notwithstanding  the  capacity  for  evil  in  every  human  soul,  there  is  even  in  a 
felon  some  potential  for  good.  We  believe  in  the  inherent  worth  of  our  species,  in  all 
our  cooperative  endeavours,  despite  the  glaring  racial,  religious  and  ideological  divides 
that  have  produced  dangerous  cultural  polarizations.  The  Jewish  philosopher,  Spinoza, 
stated  that  everything  that  exists  is  God.  “Whatsoever  is,  is  in  God,  and  without  God 
nothing  can  be,  or  be  conceived.”  Similarly  William  Blake’s  astonishing  cry  was, 
“Everything  that  is,  is  holy!”  The  Mason  believes  there  is  goodliness,  or  a  bit  of  God,  in 
his  creation  Man.  He  searches  for  that  good  in  the  optimistic  conviction  that  because  of 
God,  good  will  triumph  and  humanity  will  become  more  humane. 

Five  years  ago  there  was  published  the  Report  of  the  Commission  on  Global 
Governance.  The  Commission  found  economic,  technological,  ecological  and  cultural 
trends  which  appeared  to  be  drawing  the  whole  world  together.  On  the  negative  side, 
centrifugal  forces  represented  by  Jihad,  virulent  ethnic  conflicts  and  disintegration  of 
states,  appeared  to  threaten  the  increasingly  interconnected  culturally  homogenous 
world.  There  is  evidence  of  the  moral  incapacity  of  the  nation  state,  and  of  its 
impotence  in  the  face  of  international  crime.  The  Masonic  ideal  of  a  global 
neighbourhood  which  respects  life,  liberty,  justice  and  equity,  coupled  with  cooperative 
solicitude  for  others,  is  threatened  by  massive  poverty,  ecological  hazards, 
corruption, and  flagrant  abuses  of  sovereign  powers.  The  noble  aim,  of  which  we  must 
never  lose  sight  nor  abandon  hope,  is  to  establish  a  global  civil  society. 

Within  the  last  five  years  there  is  exciting  evidence  of  new  world  concern  for  the 
security  of  all  peoples.  We  now  remember  with  shame  the  impotence  of  the  League  of 
Nations  to  halt  aggression  in  the  1930’s.  Progress,  it  seems,  never  occurs  in  a  straight 
line.  It  comes  in  fits  and  starts — a  few  steps  forward  and  then  one  or  two  paces 
backward.  Believing  in  progress  Freemasons  must  champion  this  ancient  theme  of 
universal  brotherhood  in  the  face  of  expected  reversals  and  periodic  disappointments. 
The  danger  of  global  war  has  virtually  vanished.  We  can  see  progress  even  since  our 
gathering  in  Lausanne.  At  the  dawn  of  a  new  millennium  the  world  recognizes  ethnic 
cleansing,  bigotry,  fascism  for  what  they  are.  People  are  deemed  to  be  of  greater 
importance  than  their  own  governments. 
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John  D.  Montgomery  considers  the  ‘somewhat  hesitant  reaffirmation  of  the  individual’ 
to  be  the  most  important  innovation  of  the  past  thousand  years.  The  raison-d’etre  of 
democracy  is  to  accord  the  fullest  possible  respect  to  each  individual.  It  must  be  more 
than  the  power  of  any  dominant  group  to  subdue  its  minorities  by  referenda  or 
otherwise.  It  implies  the  rule  of  law.  And  in  a  genuine  democracy,  we  must  remember, 
there  are  no  unimportant  tears! 

Masonry’s  purpose  is  to  increase  universal  happiness  through  awakened  morality.  This 
approach  is  unique  and  atypical  when  one  reflects  on  the  absence  of  emphasis  on  ethical 
considerations  within  major  social  sciences  -  economics,  politics,  constitutional  theory 
and  sociology.  Scholars  within  these  ‘sciences’  oftentimes  vaunt  their  ‘ethical 
neutrality’.  The  ultimate  virtue  of  any  ‘science’  is,  its  objectivity  or  disinterest.  Focus  of 
the  Scottish  Rite  message  is  on  individual  morality,  not  on  collectivities,  nor  powers  nor 
principalities,  in  the  belief  that  wonders  are  worked  through  individual  men  governed 
by  free  choice.  A  frater  is  enjoined  to  devote  himself  to  the  honour  and  interests  of  his 
country,  to  identify  his  country’s  honour  with  his  own.  What  reformation  this  alone,  if 
practiced,  would  effect  in  international  affairs!  It  is  not  Freemasonry’s  mission  to  plot 
or  conspire  against  any  government.  The  Mason  owes  no  obligation  other  than  to  his 
conscience,  which  in  every  instance  he  must  consult.  This  freedom  to  choose  imposes 
the  heaviest  responsibility  upon  each  citizen  to  live  ‘within  the  truth’,  as  Vaclav  Havel 
has  put  it,  in  service  to  others  in  his  own  time  and  place.  Fascist  ideologues  felt 
compelled  to  proscribe  Freemasonry  because  it  accorded  morality’s  larger  claim  to  a 
citizen’s  loyalty  than  did  allegiance  to  his  country  of  birth.  Jean  Bethke  Elshtain,  the 
political  philosopher,  said,  “governmnent  cannot  substitute  for  moral  obligations — it 
can  either  delete  or  nourish  them.”  It  is  as  individuals  that  we  must  bear  a  full 
responsibility  for  the  here  and  now.  If  some  children  sleep  in  our  streets  each  one  who 
is  sleeping  in  a  bed  shares  part  of  the  blame. 

The  panorama  of  Masonic  role  models  extending  over  several  millennia,  drawn  from 
many  races,  religions  and  cultures,  indulges  often  in  the  whimsy  that  noble  characters  of 
the  long  past,  such  as  the  Emperor  Constantine,  or  Noah,  or  Robert  the  Bruce,  were 
Freemasons  acting  always  in  Masonic  form.  We  should  heed  the  advice  of  our  late 
Illustrious  Brother  Lome  Pierce,  who  in  1937  offered  this  warning,  “Unless 
Freemasonry  changes  with  the  times,  and  every  day  applies  its  rich  storehouse  of  truth 
afresh;  unless  it  adapts  the  work  on  the  trestle-board  to  a  rapidly  changing  world,  it  will 
become  vague  and  useless.  The  world  cannot  live  on  traditions  or  sentiments,  unless 
they  are  profoundly  energized  and  made  operative  in  the  life  of  the  moment.”  By  way 
of  example,  some  of  the  Scottish  Rite  rituals  address  the  impartiality  of  a  judge.  These 
presentations  are  charming  in  their  simplicity,  but  meagre  and  inadequate  for  audiences 
with  appreciation  of  the  advances  of  the  last  quarter  century.  The  late  Rt.  Hon.  Brian 
Dickson,  who  retired  as  the  Chief  Justice  of  Canada  in  1990,  was  responsible  for  a 
number  of  legal  judgments  which  would  surely  inspire  and  reinvigorate  our  moral 
messages  concerning  liberty  and  justice  and  duty. 

The  eclectic  nature  of  the  Scottish  Rite,  the  wide  ranging  scope  of  the  Ineffable 
Degrees,  the  Historical  and  Religious  Degrees  and  the  Philosophic  and  Chivalric 
Degrees,  affords  Supreme  Council  an  opportunity  and  a  responsibility  to  upgrade  and 
refine  the  beautiful  work  that  we  hold  in  trust.  It  is  a  garden  that  calls  for  regular 
attentive  pruning.  With  ever  more  open  minds  towards  mankind  and  all  expressions  of 
human  faith,  we  should  empty  ourselves,  and  our  beloved  Order,  of  some  of  the 
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anxieties  over  past  wrongs.  We  should  recognize  the  merit  of  outstanding  exemplars  of 
faith,  hope  and  love  outside  of  our  Masonic  family. 

Perhaps  the  time  has  come  for  the  Scottish  Rite  in  Canada  to  incorporate  some  of  the 
outstanding  Canadian  jurisprudence  into  our  legal  degrees.  Dickson  lead  a  life  of  such 
heroic  and  noble  proportions  that  he  could  serve  as  one  role  model.  Though  each  day 
was  accompanied  by  great  pain,  and  his  duties  onerous,  he  enjoyed  life.  Few 
appreciated  the  gift  of  life  more  than  he;  but  then  Chief  Justice  Dickson  never 
considered  his  life  to  be  a  personal  possession.  He  was  never  found  looking  in  the 
mirror  and  he  despised  self-adulation.  Students,  soldiers,  lawyers,  statesmen,  farmers, 
and  felons,  found  him  to  be  one  they  could  trust.  People  said:  “He  knows  where  he 
treads,  he  recognizes  me,  he  is  not  an  enemy.”  As  a  judge  he  never  entered  into  debates 
with  counsel,  nor  allowed  his  extensive  scholarship  to  obtrude.  He  was  a  listener.  His 
judgments  were  compassionate,  memorable  and  of  abiding  consequence  to  Canada. 
Upon  his  installation  at  the  Supreme  Court  in  Ottawa  he  made  this  simple  declaration: 
“I  dedicate  myself  to  maintain  the  great  traditions  of  this  Court,  to  search  for  truth  and 
to  use  such  judicial  power  as  is  mine  to  resolve  fairly  the  basic  questions  about  justice 
and  liberty,  the  rights  of  the  individual  and  the  authority  of  the  State.  In  the  discharge  of 
these  responsibilities  I  will  be  beholden  to  no  one  save  God.”  When  the  Chief  Justice 
died,  the  nation  mourned.  Some  of  his  judgments  became  memorized. 

And,  by  way  of  a  living  example,  ‘Truly  blessed  is  the  man  who  hears  the  call  of 
humanity,  and  recognizes  it  as  the  voice  of  God’.  There  is  an  hospitaller,  a  former 
Canadian  naval  officer,  whose  name  might  be  added  to  the  list  of  those  who  have 
‘emptied  themselves’  in  response  to  the  great  mandate  that  we  ‘love  one  another’.  Jean 
Vanier  is  serving  out  his  long  years  in  humility  in  the  loving  community  he  created  for 
the  mentally  underprivileged  at  1’ Arche  in  France.  He  daily  exemplifies  our  motto,  “My 
hope  is  in  God”.  As  Freemasons,  seeking  to  be  moral,  humane,  compassionate  and 
merciful  in  this  our  time  and  place,  we  pray  we  may  hearken  to  his  profound  yet  simple 
words.  Dr.  Vanier  writes,  “We  do  not  have  to  be  saviours  of  the  world.  We  are  simply 
human  beings  enfolded  in  weakness  and  in  hope,  called  together  to  change  our  world 
one  heart  at  a  time.” 
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
